BACKGROUND ON SCHMIDT'S THREAT TO RESISN OVER TNF 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 25 May 81 pp 17-27 
[Article: "'If the Government Weathers the Autumn'"] 


[Excerpts] The chancellor's latest action--his threat to 
resign in the dispute over counterarming--has impressed 

his comrades only temporarily, and the Americans not at all. 
The worst for sjchmidt is still to come--when the holes in the 
budget will rave to be plugged up. The coalition is fighting 
for survival. Is the Schmidt era coming to an end? 


it is too early to gage all the effects of the Schmidt ultimatum. The chancel- 
lor knows that threats to resign are very much of a two-edged political weapon. 
True, ever since the SP!) party congress in Berlin in 1979, he had appealed time 
and again to the consciunce of recalcitrant comrades, saying that he could not 
support a policy dev ating from the NATO counterarming decision. And in moments 
of sudden wrath or resimation, he has told friends on occasion that he may want 
to chuck it all. 


However, Schmidt had never before threatened in public and on TV to resign in 
order to make his Social Democrats toe the line. The Recklinghausen maneuver 
shows that Schmidt has not managed to convince a strong minority in his party 
with arguments about the need for the counterarming decision. 


[t is partly Schmidt's own fault that he has come to lack the necessary evidence. 
The Social Democrats have become increasingly suspicious that the Americans under 
Reagan are not interestea in serious negotiations with the Soviets. Many believe 
that the dua’ decision, when it comes down to it, is but a sophisticated ruse, 
that negotiations are only being held out as a prospect in order to make the 
Europeans stick to their yes to counterarming 


While Schmidt at first was not under suspicion of planning to sneak away from the 
policy of detente, it was a source of irritation for the chancellor's comrades 
that he silently put up with the strong statements of the Reagan administration and 
at the same time was conjuring up the red danger more and more frequently. 


Concerned, many Social Democrats wondered whether their head of government per- 
haps after all was turning into an accomplice of the Americans--either voluntarily 
or driven by coalition partner Genscher.

Schmidt considered the mood in his party so dangerous that he thought he did not 
have a choice any longer. Afraid of no longer being able to decide the debate in 
the SPD in his favor, he tried to stifle it, 


A Schmidt adviser described the mood of his bose as follows: “It was pitiful to 
see how week after week one party orgenization after another opposed the dual 
decision, Now the switches are set, and the others can ponder the consequences 
of their action." 


On purpose, the chancellor nad not chosen for his dramatic appearance a difficult 
audience such as the Baden-Wuerttemberg or the Bremen SPD. Rather he went to the 
Ruhr area, to the region where an uncorrupted workers party holds forth and con- 
solation and support were assured, 


No one on the SPD Executive and party council last week dared ask the chancellor 
just why he had publicly threatened to resign at this early stage, almost a year 
before the next national party congress. “But he noticed,” a member of the 
presidium said, "that nevertheless everyone wanted an anewer from him." 


With emotion, Schmidt therefore rejected the impression that he had merely wanted 
to blackmail the party to follow him unconditionally into counterarming. 


Rather, he "vouched" for negotiations, The fact that he was tying his "political 
existence” to serious efforts by the superpowers for armament control, he said, 
was evidence of the “consistent continuation” of his line. Said he: "Nor can I 
violate my conscience. I do not cling to government power; I cling with all my 
heart to a continuation of the policy of peace." 


This had its effect. After this pledge, no one any longer wanted to voice any 
doubts in Schmidt's credibility. 





"That was the breakthrough, that is how he got the party out of its predicament," 
said Saarland Land Chairman Oskar Lafontaine, who next to Erhard Eppler is the 
strongest opponent of the counterarming decision on the SPD Executive." 


"The steam has come out, and now he has some peace for a while, Deputy Guenter 
Schlatter, chairman of the Center Rhine District, who had still voted against 
counterarming at the Berlin party congress, says hopefully. 


Horst Ehmke was pleased after the session that the demand to repudiate the NATO 
decision was no longer on the agenda. He said: “They have caught on to the fact 
that if one now removes the decision one ruins the negotiations." Even Eppler, 
though skeptical tha. "a great deal can be accomplished in negotiations," for the 
moment plans to wait and see and keep quiet. 


In fact Schmidt has at best gained time, because the resisters in the SPD leadership 
and among the party membership are reserving the right to withdraw their approval 

of the chancellor's course again if the negotiations of the two superpowers remain 
fruitiess--which is something that may well happen. 











Eppler has already announced that the minimum that must be demanded at the Munich 
party congress next year is the postponement of the stationing of missiles from 
1983 co 1985 “until there are tangible results of negotiations,” 


Nor has the coalition partner failed to notice that Schmidt's tactics are fraught 
with danger: the chancellor has made his political survival dependent on Ronald 
Reagan's readiness to seek an arrangement wich Moscow, As an FDP minister put it, 
“he is placing his fate in Reagan's hands, and that has its consequences.” 


in the offices of the chairmen of the two coalition parties, there continue to be 
doubts as to whether Schmidt has not overbid his hand. In a conversation between 
Brandt and Genscher, the FDP chairman wanted to know what the head of government 
had had in mind when he suddenly threatened to resign; he was not sure what it 
meant. 


The only answer that occurred to Brandt was the adage "If one really wants to re- 
sian one does not talk about it." 


it will not last long for the SPD party base to notice that Schmidt merely wants 
to steal past the examination of the dual decision scheduled for the next SP! 
party congress in spring 1982. 


For the Americans (as the chancellor is already admitting among intimates) in any 
case [in ttalics] will start delivering the new missiles to their forces in the 
Federal Republic as from the fall of 1983--even if negotiations with the Soviets 
are then going on and even if by that time there already should be tangible pre- 
liminary results, 


The chancellor years ago himself maneuvered himself into the embarrassment which 
is now causing him so much trouble. 





In 1977 he seored publicly for the first time the Soviet superiority in internediate- 
range weapons in Europe and demanded Western countermeasures. The thing he wanted 

to accomplish thereby was an extension of the U.S. nuclear guarantee for Europe by 
new medium-range missiles. For, in the chancellor's opinion, the U.S. atomic 

shield of Europe--theretofore mainly U.S. intercontinental missiles--was showing 

some bad holes, 


The United States hesitated to fulfill Schmidt's wish. But soon the Americans 
realized that over the Long term the German was also offering them an opportunity-- 
the shifting of the first round of an exchange of nuclear strikes from their own 
territory to the old continent, 


That, however, was not Schmidt's intention. The chancellor therefore tried to 
defuse the U.S. plans with a new proposal: in order to spare European territory, 
the U.S. missiles should be stationed not on land but on vessels off the shores of 
Lurope. 


with a major diplomatic offensive, the people in Bonn tried to gain U.S. support 
for their plan in the first half of 1979. Numerous talks with such persons as 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski and the then U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance dealt with but one subject--sea-based missiles. 








The Americane held their ground, however, putting off the chancellor with ever 
new objections, Sea-based systems, Washington said, had technological drawbacks, 
or the costs were too great, or development and production would last too long. 


Actually, as may be surmised ex poet facto, foreign policy people and strategists 
in Washington wanted to take the opportunity to blackmail the Europeans into 
sharing the U.S. risk. 


Too late the chancellor realized that he had got himself into a muddle, Before 
the SPD Executive Monday of last week, the head of government for the first time 
publicly admicted his mistake, 


Reading earlier Sehmidt writing about security policy, Oskar Lafontaine had hit 
on sentences which to his amazement sounded as if Erhard Eppler had written them, 


With some relish, counterarming opponent Lafontaine read to the assembled com- 
rades a particularly teiling passage: "“Land-based missiles belong in Alaska, 
Labrador, Greenland or the deserts of Libya or Asia Minor but definitely not in 
densely populated areas; they are points of attraction for the enemy's nuclear 
missiles. Anything attracting fire is not suitable for countries with a high 
density of population or extending over only a small area. For this reason 
too, cnly sea-base’ ‘is missiles could be considered." 


Thus wrete opposi %™ politician and SPD defense expert Helmut Schmidt in his 
book "Verteidigun, vergeltung™ [Defense or Retaliation] in 1961, and still 
in 1968 in the latest eidition of the work. 


These arguments against nuclear medium-range weapons on German soil, Lafontaine 
explained slyly, sounded persuasive to everyone. Did the chancellor still stick 
by his text? 


Schmidt parried the provocation with unexpected equanimity, replying: "Yes, sea- 
based missiles would be what I consider proper from the military point of view"-- 
to this day, in other words. 


The chancellor realizes this: Should he manage after all to change the Americans’ 
minds and shift the new weapons to the sea, the opposition in his SPD against 
counterarming would collapse. Even Eppler, the leader of the Social Democratic 
opposition against the NATO decision could thus be brought into line. He says: 
"Even I would be willing to talk about new missiles on submarines."

DEFENSE ROLE OF NATION'S FLEET IN MEDITERRANEAN

is Only Defensive”] 


(Text) With the recent attack by PRAVDAon Italian "militariem” in the Mediterranean 
rea, the Soviet leadership lost, as happens in any propaganda operation, an oppor- 
mity to present a rather complex situation with reasonableness, making objectively con- 

stantly more difficult an attempt by anyone who tries to oppose the wisdom of dia- 

logue to hysteria. 


The Mediterranean has always been the scene of bitter hegemonincic struggles. It 

is not by chance that the two major centers of destabilization in the las' two cen- 
turies=-the Balkans and the Middle East-<gravitate around its coasts. Aftcr the 
drastic redimensioning of the world role of the British, at the end of the last war, 

the United States made it an area of exclusive control. As the only power capableof 
constantly raintaining an overwhelming naval supremacy there, they easily handled 
the principal crises involving the area in the 1950's, in Lebanon and the Suez. 


The determined Soviet effort to oppose American hegemony also in the Medi’ erranean 
emerges at the end of the next decade, especially after the "6-Day" Arab-Israeli 
War and the explosionof anew center of world destabilization with the Palestinian 
issue. 


A considerable portion of the enormous outlay for military strengthening decided on 
oy the new Soviet leadership after liquidating the Khrushchev experience was devoted 
to development of a fleet that would be capable of opposing the predominance of the 
American task forces on a worldwide basis. Thus, constantly improved types of attack 
submarines, giseile-launching destroyers, cruisers with a flight deck for handling 
helicopters and vertical takeoff aircraft were developed, all of this, in order to 
create unite capable not only of attacking merchant ships directly, but also of 
penetrating the shield of the powerful American naval formations. 's the 1970's, 

4 series of powerful ships thus passed through the Bosphorus to go down to the warm 
waters of the Mediterranean, renewing the series of crafty skirmishes that charac- 
terize the confrontation between the two superpowers everywhere. Ships that cross, 
threatening catastrophic collisions, aircraft and helicopters engaged in exhaustive 
searches for the other's submarines, electronic eyes and ears constantly listening. 
On the whole, on both sides, a powerful complex destined to play an important part in 
possible repetitions of the so-called “gunboat diplomacy." 

















What can Ltaly's role be in this setting? Although it te incorporated in the Atlan=- 
tic Alliance defense system, our country is striving to maintain an independent ca~- 
pability of guaranteeing the security of the waters of this sea to which is en- 
trusted--it is well to remember thie--over 90 percent of our vital international 
merchant traffic, 


This objective te carried out, in spite of the Soviet statements, by means of aain- 
taining a fleet with characterietics quite different from the fleets of the two 
superpowers that have chosen 4 pr orred place for their confrontation in these 
waters. Our ships, which in design aud operational capability reveal their purely 
defensive nature, have weapon systems (completely Italian in development and con- 
struction) designed primarily to oppose air, submarine and naval attacks. From the 
point of view of the country's economic outlay, the problem is quite different from 
the one presented by Soviet polemics. Naval Law Number 57 of 1975 provided for a 
lO=year investment intended almoet entirely for replacement of ships now technically 
and operationally obsolete. Galoping inflation and a periodic revision of prices 
are now making critical cuts in the program that already wae essential in nature. 
Even our future and most sophisticated productions, like the "through-deck" cruiser 
"Giuseppe Garibaldi,” do not etrey however, from the basic operational design of our 
Navy, even by means of strengthening the defensive equipment. 


This situation is certainly not well received by those who would like to see the 
ability to sail freely in the waters of the Mediterranean tied exclusively to ac- 
ceptance of binding “protection.” The viciesitude of Malta is an example in this 
connection. We wonder what would have become of this island and its neutrality now, 
if, once it had ascertained how suffocating Colonel al-Qadhdhafi's eabrace promised 
to be, it had not found, in the bilateral defensive agreement with our country, 4 
possibility for guaranteeing ite own survival while remaining equidistant between 
the two bloce. 





The Mediterranean is a narrow sea, in which quite a variety of political, economic 
ond demographic situations not easily compatible face each other. Not last of all, 
the foreseeable extension of the economic zone to 200 miles from the coast will pre- 
sent 4 series of problems hard to solve inevitably in the future. Up to now, the 
policy of those who, through controversies and sterile instrumental attacks, reduce 
inevitably the value of the carde of those who are still ready to play the game of 
negotiation against the mad rearmament race has proved to be blind.

TERRORISM CYPRUS 


PRISON TERM POR ISRAELI IN CONNECTION WITH BOMBING 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAIL in English 12 May 81 p 1 


[Text] Moshe Antoine Bavli, an Ieraeli of French origin, aged 41, who was 
arrested in connection with the bomb explosion which nearly killed a Syrian 
journalist at Limassol on the night of January 3rd last, wae charged before the 
Assize Court at Limassol today. 


The police withdrew the first two charges of conspiring to kill Hani Al Hindi and 
for attempted murder against him, and the accused pleaded guilty to the other 
five counte, for which he was sentenced to two years imprisonment starting from 
the date of his arrest on January 2nd last. 


The charges on which #bavli pleaded guilty were: conspiring with other persons to 
keep watch on Al Hindi by unlawful means, circulating with a false document 
(Canadian passport), with intent to deceive the authorities, driving with a 
forged international driving licence--each entailing a sentence of two years-- 
illegal entry into Cyprus without a passport (3 months), and use of a wireless 
set without a permit from the Council of Ministers (6 months)-<all to run con- 
currently. 


Bavli was arrested by the Limassol Police for suspicious loitering on January 2nd, 
the day before a bomb explosion in the car of Syrian journalist and publisher 

Hani Al Hindi, residing at Limassol for the last two years, seriously injured 
him. Al Hindi was rushed to the Limassol Hospital where he had his left arm 
amputated and later was flown to Beirut. 


The accused had since been held in custody with successive renewals of remand 
orders, until the completion of police investigations during which over one 
thousand statements were taken from people in and outside Cyprus.

This German female phenomenon continues to prevail, It wae shaped by Gudrun M.salin 
and Ulrike Meinhof, who — as though pl mixed doubles with Andreas Baader and 
jorst Mahler — determined theory and ce for the "Red Army Faction" by virtue 
of thelr undigputed intellectual authority, And precisely beceuse they played this 
prominent role, they continued to be models for the succeeding gmeration of terror 
iets as vell, 


The Leader of the terrorists to is ale ea voman: Brigitte Mohnhaupt, now 31, was 
chosen by Andreas Baader, Gudrun Mneslin end Jen-Cerl Raspe, while they vere ali 
imprisoned at Stammheim, to reorganize the RAF following her release in 1977, Forn- 
er \t\AF supporter Volker Speitel describes the scme as the new chief assumed office: 
"Tho ewiteh from jail to freedom had the effect of an ‘upper' on Mohnhaupt, who vas 
nol exactly phlegmatic to begin with, For two days ahe couldn't sleep at all; she 
rattled on incessantly,"

By way of comparison, the American periodical RISKS INTERNATIONAL, which recently 
warned of the "growing phenomenon" of female terroriaa, calculated the percentage of 
women involved in political assassination, kidnapping, skyjacking and bank robberies 
at less than 12 percent in 1970; in 1978 it had riesm to 21 percent, Nowhere are 
vomen so dominant in the underground as they are in West Germany, 


Ac tar as former BKA president Horst Herold is concerned, the peculiarly West German 
phenomenon is due cimply to the fact "that it's easier for the girls to disguise 
thanselves, so it's easier for them to avoid arrest," Former commune member Fritz 
-oufel's spontaneous explanation is this: "Because vonen are the better aa," 


it is female supremacy vhich sets the German terrorists apart from all political 
and social organizations, This of course has to do with the gem of this group, who 
arc prepared to accept the wore as equals, or eve allow them to dominate the group, 


Moroover, RAF recruiting sets requir@ments for potential members which female candi- 
dates are able to meet as vell as or better than the gales, The group itself 
appears to be «tructured in such away that there are none of the otherwise customary 
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nilerarchical, personal or administrative obstacles to a career for those best 
qualified, regardless of sex, 


Nevertheless, the Large percentage of vomen terrorists is perplexing to criminolo- 
giete and paychologists, They had hitherto agreed vith Lionel Tiger, the Canadian 
anthropologist, that women are simply incapable of inepiring "allegiance," And 
even today there are still quite a few experts who cling to the 1 wisdoa of 
Cesare Lombrogo, who held that women lacked the intelligence required for criminal 
acta. 


The allegedly natural stupidity of the female sex has hitherto served mainly to ex- 
plain the absence of criminal energy, But the same slander concerning a lack of 


intelligence has recently been in vogue as a pretext to explain the leading role of 
women in acts of political violence, 


Acoording to the sophian employed in 1977 by criginologist Gustav Nass, young vomen 
wore virtually "predestined" to be "leaders" in the terrorist scene because, unlike 
the more intelligent men, their "emotional approach to the idea” had prevented the 
‘rom "crasping" the bankruptcy of the Baader-Meinhof ideology. 





Un the other hand, social paychologist Gerhard Schmidtchen has this to say: "The 
terrorists! horigon of action is accessible ultimately only to those who possess a 
certain competence: intelligence, povers of observation, empathy, acquaintance with 
the foundations of knowledge, ity to communicate, technical aptitudes, organise 
tional discipline," 





the perplexity of the university professors with regard to the dominance of the 
(omale terrorist is revealed when, for example, criminologist Wolf Middendorff 
searchos for explunations among the German classics, in a study on the "Personality 
of the Terrorist," he dips into the treasury of German quotations, citing Goethe, 
for instance: "For if the path Lead to the House of Evil, a thousand paces ahead is 
woman," Ditto for Schiller: “Womankind assumes the hyea's form; with ghastly 
merriment she rends with teeth of the panther the heart of her memy, still quiver 


iNBeoee" 


With similar prejudice, former terrorist~hunter Gerhard Boeden believes that vomm 
are "noticeably more brutal than men in carrying out terrorist operations," 


Sometimes, as with Stuttgart psychotherapist Rudolf Affemann, a "serious disruption 
of the process of discovering one's own sex" is suspected in the case of RAF vomen, 
At other times, a "break with their rejected femininity" i. — sociologist 
urwin Kk, Scheuch, To be sure, feminias is the favorite explanation of prominat 
interpreterr rr the strong position of the veaker sex among terroricts, 





Guenter Nollaug former president of the /Federal Office for the] Protection of the 
Sonstitution (BEV, was inclined to see in terrorias an "excess of women's libere- 
tion," Journalist Gerd Klaus Kaltenbrunner speaks vaguely of "certain links" be- 
tween the "new women's movement" and fema.e terroria, 


“eminict Motives of Virtually No Significance 


One must remember, writes psychoanalyst Margarete Mitscherlich-Nielsm, that these 
kinde of biased standard explanations are calculated to set the stage for "a Ath 
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century witeh hunt." In point of fact; The BKA uses these ostensibly sciatific 
findings as instructional aids in the search for terrorists, AKA officials subject 
m-oalled Article-2l6-libbers to especially sharp scrutiny ase potential terrorist 
disciples, 


The truth ie that neither liberation nor the struggle for greater equality has in 
any way criminalised women oo far, And it le scarcely feminist motives that move 
young women like Ingrid Si » Brigitte Mohnhaupt and Adelheid Schuls to join 
the scene, They are typi more likely to have no interest at all in women's 
lames. 





The industrious journaliam student Mohnhaupt indulged in middle-class reveries dur 
ing her first months of study in Munich, "I would rather have already had a job 
with a newspaper," she writes in a letter, "or, for tha! matter, even to have bem 
married, with a baby on each arn," 


Political interest quickened for thie hitherto litical person not for reasons of 
liberating herself, but to ress her politi more active boyfriend from the 
Liberal Student Federation /of Germ « “My Mick — | y get to tink some 
thing of me now that others are always praising my political activity," she told a 
girlfriend, 


Conversely, the gost radical German feminists have no sympathy with the deadly- 
earnest war games played by the RAF vomen, This is in contrast to some French 
women's libbers Like the writer Francoise d'Eaubonne and some Italian sisters from 
the "Autonomia operaia" organization, 


The fact that daughters of the German middle class are arming themselves and joining 
the urban guerrillas, that they have a predilection for blood and bombs, has nothing 
to do with a struggle for liberation going on between the @xes, Nor can female 
terrorian be reduced to specific individual psychological characteristics, At least 
thie has bean the finding of a still uncompleted analysis by the Bonn Interior Min- 
istrye 


The study of 250 case histories from RAF circles produced absolutely no references 
to "recognizable personal conditions which lead to terrorigm," And the histories 
lack evidence that could explain the high percentage of vomen among the terrorists, 
On the contrary, the young me and wom@m share the “circumstances of their upbring- 
ing" with aany other members of their gmeration "without their having become ter 
rorists," writes political scientist Klaus Wasmund, 


The German female terrorists are neither especially oppressed or especially dis- 
criminated against, They are the dissatisfied children of an affluent society, 


Sixty percent of the female RAF activists and supporters come from so-called better 
circies, Susanne Albrecht's father is a promingt attorney, Friederike and Hanna 
Krabbe grew up in middleclass businesaman's families, Juliane Plambeck, who vas 
killed in an accidet, was the daughter of a physician; Brigitte Mohnhaupt, the 
daughter of a publishing house executive, Nearly all of them have their secondary- 
school diplomas, and many of them have studied at the university level, 














Young women from the lower middle class are the exception — like telephone operator 
Verena Becker or hairdresser Petra Schelm, who was shot to dath in 1971, 


At the point in the early 1970's when the first generation of German terrorists vent 
underground, it had learned of the commune movement of the time: It is possible to 
share life and ite experiences outside the traditional family structure as vell as 
inaide; it can lead t© an even stronger bond than traditional group ties, According 
to the simple calculation of a Horst Mahler, a community so sworn to one another is 
in less danger if it can fully experiance "its opportunities for heterosexual ac- 
tion" within the group, For that very reason, men and women were represented equal - 
ly trom the beginning. 


In addition to prominent RAF women Ulrike Meinhof and Gudrun Mselin, also belonging 
to the group at that time was Astrid Proll, an architoct's daughter from Kassel, who 
came in contact with the Baader-Meinhofs through her brother Thorwald, the depart~ 
ment store arsonist, 


Ingrid Siepmann came to the scene via her friend Kunzelmann; Petra Schelm accompan- 
ied Manfred Grashof to the young revolutionaries, Law student Monika Berberich, a 
clerk in Mahler's law office, was one of them, Gudrun Ensslin brought physician's 
assistant Ingrid Schubert with her; Ulrike Meinhof brought boarding school student 
Irene Goergens, And Brigitte Asdonk, daughter of a wealthy farmer in Kamp-Lintfort, 
came to the group from a commune, which, like many others in Berlin, had discussed 
the possibility of armed aruggle, 


The young women in the RAF inner circle were influe sed by the experiences which 
many a male member — Jan-Carl Raspe, for instance — had gathered with new housing 
and living patterns in communes, experiences which meant the ond of predetermined 
sex roles, 


"We have found," says a report on everyday life in Raspe's Commune II, "that the 
need to bathe, dance, cook, wash and comb one's hair, move around in the open air, 
drive a car and eat sweets — these needs do not differ fundamemtally according to 
sex and age," The commune members had read Wilhelm Reich's theories on "The Sexual 
Revolution" and had tried to live by the, 


This did not make their compiicated relationship with the opposite sex any simpler, 
Bommi Baumann, a child of the proletariat, marveled in Commune I over "all these 
psychodramas that were being ated out within the groups." Unlike him, who "some- 
times slept with my fiance, sometimes with another girl," for Commune I's sons of 
the middle class "love affairs" had "always been heavy," The students had "always 
sort of staked a claim right off," 


In the RAF as well, men and women sought to treat one another in a liberated fash- 
ion and as an activist community enjoying equal rights, Even Baader's pasha airs 
did not prevent him from constantly pleading the cause of equal rights, Thus, 
while the first RAF group was being trained in guerrilla warfare by the Palestin- 
ians in 1970, he had a run-in with camp commandant Abu Hassan concerning the 
women's issue. 


The Germans vanted to go on living together, not separately in men's and vomen's 
camps, as was the custom with the Fedayin, One of the reasons why the RAF people 
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insisted so stubbornly on military coeducation was that Andreas Baader and Gudrun 
Mneslin did not want to be separated, 


But it was aleo a mattar of principle for Baader that vom as wall as m@m receive 
training in the use of rifles for active conflict, Because the Arabs would not 
owallow this demand, the Germans returned home prematurely, 


It Ls obvious that these men not only accept the strong role of the women, they 
even encourage it, Heidelberg sociologist Ronald Grossarth-Maticek, who research: | 
peychoanalytica) motives within German terrorim, discovered a common characteri »- 
tic in his interviews with 84 leftwing and 84 rightwing student radicals: an "en 
cossive attachment to the mother," perhaps a reason for the pro-famale inclinations 
of the German terrorists, who were secretly searching for their "mothers," 


In fact, Andreas Baader and Jan-Carl Raspe were brought up only by women, by their 
mothers and aunts, Fritz Teufel also has a very close relationship with his mother; 
Horst Mahler lost his father when he was 13 and was raised by his mother, Wrote 
former terrorist Hans-Joachim Klein in the SPINGEL: "I don't say the word father," 
Four pictures of his mother are "alvays on me," 


Communes Brought a New Feeling About Life 


Commune [I in Charlottenburg was a "kind of mother's lap" for Jan-Carl Raspe as 
well, For Astrid Proll — daughter of divorced parents, and one who suffered a 
great deal as a result of being separated from her mother — the "close personal 
relationships" with her brother's friends in a commune vere tremendously "valuable," 
She says herself that they \mparted to her "the warmth, love and care" that she had 
missed, 


Living in a commune, exchanging one's apartment or furnished room for a mattress in 
a commune, belongs to the way an entire generation feels about life, One's experi- 
ences in the company of those of the same age — in sociologists' jargon: the 
"peer group" — and the urge for this experience exert a greater influence than 
political realizations or moral theories on the thought and action of dudents and 
apprentices, 


lt is determined inside the commune whether an unstable person is checked, whether 
the hashish trip leads to the heroin syringe, whether frustration tovard society 
turns into a complete dropout or involvement in a cause, whether political or 
social. 


Angelika Speitel, sentenced to life in prison in 1979 for the murder of a policeman, 
lived in a commune with her husband, Volker, and Willy Peter Stoll, According to 
husband Volker in the SPINGEL, the commune vas "absolutely apolitical," 


Second RAF Generation Less Political in Its Thinking 


There wac not the slightest reason to assume that three RAF terrorists would q@merge 
from thic commune, with its typically dissipated superstructure built of the phil- 
osophies of sex»prophet Wilhelm Reich and LSD-propagandist Timothy Leary, While 
"lying on mattresses with joints in hend" (says Speidel) and following the RAF

operations on television, t! | vere at most a part of that sympathizers’ subculture 
which watches in distant fascination to see how the RAF' ere show the unpopular

Nearly all of them have commune experience; Susanne Albrecht — the loner who is 
deseribed by her former schoolmates as ee moody, distant and unfriendly" — 
gave up her apartment for an extremely uncomfo e threo-room apartment with no 
2 plumbing. She shared these quarters with Silke Maier-Witt and Sigrid Stern- 
ODOCKs 


tven before joining the RAF, Adelheid Schulz — pictured in the upper righthand 
corner of the BKA wanted poster — lived with Guenter Sonnemberg, Knut Folkerte 
and her boyfriend Christian Klar at 17 Haselweg in Karlsruhe, 


Brigitte Mohnhaupt told her landlady she was giving up her stud@t room to live 
with Rolf Helesler and Ralf Reinders in a commune with the ambitious name of 
"Munich Tupameros." Living together in a Frankfurt commune at 2 Lichtmeteinstras- 
se wore Friederike Krabbe and her sister Hanna, vho was in on the Stockholm attack; 
the Latter wae judged by her teachers to be an "industrious, ambitious student of 
above-average intelligence," 


tven Gabriele Kroecher-Tiedemann, Gudrun Stuermer and Wa.vrcaud Boo married women, 
made the wove to the underground not wey of the nuclear family; they too lived 
in a commune before beginning their egal activities, 


Volker Speitel, who was counted among the @moond gmeration of the RAF, writes that 
“our dropping out started in our heads," They could just as easily have become 
dropouts to drugs, to a sect or to the alternative life-style scene, For Angelika 
Speitel and her husband, it was their contact with the lawyers and support organi- 
zations for the jailed RAF members which gave them the opportunity to get involved 
in a cause while opposing the state, Ex-terrorist Speitel says that it has bem a 
long time since anyone has gone into the RAF via "the purely political/analytical 
track" which brought Mahler, Insslin and Meinhof to the illegal scene, 


Many *emale Terrorists Come from Humanitarian Milieu 


Before Gudrun Mesalin and Ulrike Meinhof vent into the underground, they were pol- 
itically active and had participated in protests against the e-ergecy laws and 
nuclear armament, One of them, as a very talented university audemt in 1965, had 
worked for Willy Brandt as a speechwriter at his election headquarters; the other 
one had made a name for herself as a combative columnist for KONKRET, —~ race 
Asdonk had been a member of the "Socialist German Student Federation" (SDS); 
Monika Berberich was one of the activists in the Berlin student mnovenat, 


But it was not until the second generation of fimale founders that the private 
malaise over the "o— society" received its political impetus, that the frustrated 
individuals in anarchist circles, anti-torture committees, the "Red Relief" or 
"Black Relief" joined together in moving toward the idea that weapons vere the only 
thing left with which to fight this state, 


Acting as one of the @rongest cathartic agents for the younger generation of terr- 
orists in the early 1970's was the "Socialist Patiats' Collective" (SPK) in 
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leldelberg. The SPK's motto; "Make alckness a weapon"; or: "Destroy what is 
destroying you," 


Youne women joined the SPK not for political motives, but because they had pereenal 
problems or beceuse they wanted to help others, Margrit Schiller — a student just 
out of prison, and one who had been praised by one of her instructors as "highl 
intelligent and very achievement-oriented" — worked initially in the early 1970's 
with drug-dependent youth at the Heidelberg Release Canter; she the joined the 
SPK. 


The situation with aost of the younger vom@m terrorists was the same as vith Mar 
grit Sehiller: Their at first primarily social involvement brought them in contact 
with the terrorist scene, For instance, Elisabeth von Dyck, who was shot to death 
by the police in 1979, became engaged to incarcerated RAF member Klaus Juenschke 

so that she would be allowed increased visiting privileges; she had once worked 
with a group in the Mennonite community in Enkenbach where she grew up, The 
initially humanitarian element of providing service to prisoners explains the rela- 
tively large percentage of women in the RAF scene, the legal and the illegal, 


The American "Symbionese Liberation Army" (SLA), to which many women belonged, had 
a »imilar, initially humanitarian quality, The SLA, which has meanwhile bee bro- 
ken up, sought in the early 1970's to convince the inmates in California's prisons 
that they were political prisoners of society, not ordinary criminals, In the 
assesmet of a U.S, Senate investigative committee, the group rapidly developed 
into one of the "most unscrupulous and most brutal" o zations in America, Four 
women mambers lost their lives in 1974 in a gunfight with police in Los Angeles, 





Almost all the female German terrorists come from the humanitarian mvironmat, 
They have the qualities and training of those vho help others; they are nurses! 
aides, a physician's assistant, nurse, teacher, nursery school teacher, medical 
technician; or they studied subjects like sociology and psychology — not for the 
sake of careers, but to learn more @out the problets of others, 


An obituary in the TAGESZEITUNG writtem by a male comrade from the Munich Red Re- 
1 ef organization eulogizes Juliane Plambeck as an indefatigable Florence 
Nightingale of the RAF prisoners: 


"So many times I crisscrossed the FRG vith her to help someones... It was I who 
learned from her, who tried to be like her, who was influenced by her, by her in- 
volvement, her solidarity, her knowledge @out things political.... She was neither 
embittered nor brutalized, We laughed and joked; we sang on the long trips; ve 
both liked a good cup of coffee and a piece of cake, The Red Relief was at that 
time a community of people who felt themselves to be the vanguard of a new mciety," 


Their predominantly social involvement for the benefit of others automatically put 
many into a state of semi-illegality recorded by the BK\'s computers, into a gray 
area where these women who vere helping others vere still trying to mediate between 
the outcasts and the middie class, 


ixtorrorist Klein describes an inevitable progression from the Vietnam and 
Springer protests to the occupation of vacant buildings, to the Red Relief and into 
the subversive scene: "This adruggle against courts, prison administrations and 
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nelly declelong, directives, decrees, edicts, and ao forth and ao on, creates 
‘ruelrallon, impotence, rage — in short, it creates hatred," 


The potiee aleo occagion.iiy do their part to turn this hatred into violence, The 
death of etudent Banno Ohnesorg — for which no amends vere made — on 2 June 1967 
near tne German Opera tlouse in Berlin anded for some the theoretical discussion of 
whether force against objects or force against people should be sanctioned @ a 
Logitimate means of resistance to the authority of the stato, 


dhen jebra Schelm was killed — says Baumann — "that was really the first wave" 
which drove some of Berlin's hashish rebels into militancy and into the "2June Move 
mont." 


‘woak with Previous Life Extremely Brutal 


'o Volker Opeitel, “the .eath of Holger Meins," who died at Stammeim after a 
hunger otrike, “and the decision to revort to guns were one." The death of “liss- 
beth von Dyck — known to many as a gentile girl — shot in the back and killed by 
police, Led to a solidarity movement that reached deep into student groups, 


the dep from a semi-iliegal status to the underground came easily for many who were 
outraged over such actions by the police, And once they reach that point, not even 
the families of these woman can dissuade them, Free of all family ties, they can 
dedicate themselves to their new careers, 


whenever women submerged into the terrorist scene, they left their children behind, 
ithe notes of Bernvard Vesper, who had a young son by Gudrun insslin, wention an 
"apocalyptic vision of the final struggle; Felix was sacrificed to this nonmaterial- 
istic acceptance," Under the pretext of having to work on a book, Gudrun insslin 
= to celebrate Christmas with her gon at the home of his foster parmts in 
1969. 


thie hard deision was the most difficult for Ulrike Meinhof, Secret meetings be- 
tween “rau Meinhof and her two daughters had to be arranged time and time again, 
meetings which ultimately became perilous for her RAF comrades, 


Unce the two girls had returned to the custody of their feather, former KONKRET pub- 
iisher Kiaus Rainer Rochl, Ulrike Neinhof ended the relationship for good, After 
her suicide, unopened letters and drawings sent to her by tne childre at Laster 
were found in a pile of papers in her cell, Just as Angelika and Volker Speitel had 
separated from their son when they joined the RAF, so did Ingrid Siepmann leave her 
oon behind, 


it is Jor reasons of secrecy that the women terrorists make a final break with their 
relatives ac they move from a legal to an illegal status, When Gabriele Kroecher- 
fiedemann joined tne "2 June Movement" in Berlin in 1972, she prepared her mother 
Cor the fact that she would have to cease contact with her "totally." She pretended 
that doctors had advised her to undergo psychoanalysis, 


t isc nov only out of concern for their ow safety that they leave parents and chil-

Margaret. fabriclus-brand, an attorney and a psychologist, believes "that the fonale 
Lorrorists practice self-rostraint, seif-abnegation and mlf-denial in their moot 
radical forms," that their behavior is consistently womanly, though exaggerated, 


Their cubstitute family is structured as a kind of militant commune, Judging by 
the experiences of everyday life, foemaie members of a stron, .y bureaucratic or 
hierarchical organization would have virtually no chance to climb the ladder, But 
the RAF at least claims that "the collective" is considered "a concrete, practical 
principle," said Gudrun Insslin in a secret prison communication, 


Sensitive Individuals Become Raging Female Commanders 


Uhortly before committing suicide, Ulrike Meinhof issued precise instructions on how 
decicions were to be made and operations carried out: "Guerrilla leadership" should 
always be assumed by those who "will organize and keep opm the group's coilective 
procesce" The "line" of action is to be decided on in the "discussion process," 
dnich can last for weeks, It is then to be accepted "as a military command" and be 
carricd out with "absolute diccipline accompanied by absolute autonomy," 


for reasons of secrecy alone, autonomy and the decentralization of the group into 
couples are necessary so that not all will be caught if one member slips up. 


"Chis process," says Meinhof, "cannot be organized in an authoriterien manner"; 
"leadorship in the form of a chief of the gang" is "out of the question," 


in a JP’1MGcL interview in February (No 9, 1981) with Peter Juergen Boock, the ex- 
RAF momber confirmed that decisions are still made according to this pattern of 
Meinho('s, Within terrorist cadres of about 20 fugitives each, an ‘~*ormal hier- 
archy evelves; differentiations are made betwem the most reliable . the not so 
reliable, between the most active and the merely active, 


Considered cuccessful, according to Ulrike Meinhof's dictate, is the one who serves 
only "onc purpose — the matter at hand, our job, what we are doing."

their mothers and later to a differant community, 


vhey seem as though made for a life of "absolute inbreeding,” as it was once put by 
jelgaNinsele, former director of a Frankfurt prison, Without objection, they sub- 
ordinate thamselves to military principles vithin the croup. 


they seept the fact that soldierly virtues like courage, absolute obediaee and a4 
valent Cor practical organization are particularly in demand, They accept the cult

[Excerpt] NEWS CENTER == Trial began yesterday in Ankara Martial Law Command Mili- 
tary Court No 2 of KOY-KOOP [Union of Cooperatives for Village Development and 
Other Agricultural Goals] General Chairman and former RPP Adana National Deputy 
Nedim Tarhan and seven executive board members. In the indictment, the military 
prosecutor requested imprisonment of 5 to 15 years for violation of Turkish Penal 
Code [TPC) article 141, In one section of the indictment, the military prosecutor 
eaid, “The Turkish Communiet Party [TCP] targeted DISK [Pederation of Revolutionary 
Worker Unione) for ite own in the labor sectar, and KOY-KOOP in order to be active 
among the peasants.” 


The military prosecutor pointed out that KOY-KOOP administrators “were in constant 
contact with the Voice of the TCP and Bigim Radio and exchanged information on 
activities to be carried out.” The prosecutor explained that DISK and KOY-KOOP 
had initiated the “National Democratic Front [NDF]" debates at the invitation of 
TCP General Chairman Lemail Bilen and said that Nedim Tarhan and Tuncer Erguler 
had entered into cooperation with the masse organizations which were to realize the 
NDF. The prosecutor said: 


"The preface to the Conetitution of the Republic of Turkey, article 2, part 2, and 
other articles gake it clear that the Republic of Turkey is a state which widely 
values human rights and freedoms, which embraces the fundamental principles of the 
democratic regime, does not diecriminate among citizens as a legal state and pro- 
hibite personal and clase domination. The TCP, whose purposes and actions are 
professed, is understood, in view of ite rejection of these supreme principles, to 
be a society which promotes ‘establishment of the domination of one social class 
over another social clase, elimination of one social class and the overthrow of 
the basic economic and social orders founded within the country,’ the description 
of and eanctions against which are contained in TPC article 141." 


The military prosecutor requested 5-15 years imprisonment for the defendants Nedim 
Tarhan, Tunecer Erguler, Erdogan Kanturer, Selahattin Kok, Akin Bidal, Nurettin 
Almasulu and Sinan Afearogiu, and 5-17 years for Rahini Ozkan. 


General Chairman Nedim Tarhan, who was the first examined during the trial yester- 
day, denied the charges. Tarhan maintained that interest peddlers had tried to 
infiltrate KOY-KOOP and that these people were responsible for the acts on which 
the indictment charges were based. Tarhan said that the proposal to cooperate 
with the sass organizations had been brought before the executive board, but had 
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been fejected, Tarhan contended that disagreements within the cooperative were 
not ideological ones and asserted that he had no relations with the TCP and Bigim 
Radio, 


Meanwhile, trial of 38 militants belonging to the illegal organization named 
"Kurtulue [Liberation]" has begun in Martial Law Military Court No 2. Capital 
punishment ie requested for 10 of the defendante,. 


The Supreme Court of Military Appeale Third Department did not approve terrorist 
Ahmet Erhan's conviction on a capital offense, agreeing chat it was not murder, 
but homicide, According to this, the decision on Ahmet Erhan will be taken up 
again in the Letanbul Martial Law Command Military Court No 1. Ahmet Erhan 
allegedly killed the person named Mehmet Alus in 1979.

SOVLET FUEL-=<Minister of Commerce and Industry Conetantinos Kittis flies to 
Moscow on Monday, hoping to persuade the Russians to sell heavy fuel oil to 
Cyprus at low prices. The fuel supplies are destined for the Cyprus Electricity 
Authority, which has always relied on Soviet “mazut" for ite needs. This year, 
however, Cyprus reduced its oil imports from the Soviet Union. At the same time, 
the Aleerian crude used by the Cyprus Oil Refinery did not have the same high 
yield of heavy fuel that the Iraqi Kirkuk brand had. When Cyprus turned to the 
Soviet Union for additional supplies, Moscow agreed--but asked for higher prices. 
A government source told the CYPRUS WEEKLY: "We will try to secure the previous 
low prices for the new supplies of heavy fuel". There is no indication yet how 
the Soviet Union will respond to this request. An official statement in Nicosia 
merely said Mr Kittis would negotiate an agreement with the USSR for the new oil 
supplies. He will also try to secure higher exports of Cyprus vine and other 
products to the Soviet Union, the announcement said. These include raisins, wines 
and eau-de-vie-de-vin. Mr Kittis will be accompanied by Mr Alecos Koupparis, 
Director of Trade, Mr D. Papagiorghis, General Manager of the Cyprus Electricity 
Authority, Mr Neophytos Rhodas, Manager of the Cyprus Vine Commission, and Mr Ch.

SVALBARD TO GET NEW COAL-FIRED POWER PLANT 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 14 May 81 p 55 
(article by Hane Chr. Erlandsen) 


(Text) The construction of the new coal-fired combined power and district 
heating plant on Svalbard will now be started. The total construction costes 
will be more than 100 million kroner. The power plant will provide both 

power and district heating to Longyearbyen and Longyeardalen. “in eineer Nor 
Furoholmen has been given the contract for the construction of the building 
iteelf. The power plant ie scheduled to start operation with ite first turbine 
at the end of next year. Most of the building is to stand ready by Christmas," 
Director Erlend Stana at Furoholmen telle AFTENPOSTEN. 


The power needs of Longyearbyen are, at present, being covered by an old coal- 
fired plant and a diesel-fired plant. The coal-fired plant is ripe for con- 
demnation. The capacity of the new plant will be of 10 megawatts, with the 
possibility of putting in another turbine to raise the capacity to 15 megawatte. 


“We shall be sending the first shipload of cabins, saterials, and crews here 
in early June," says Trond Hansen, the construction leader at Furoholmen. 


"Ae we have to take everything along with use from Norway, the task requires 
thorough planning." 


Since there ie alwaye ice in the ground on Svalbard--permanent frost--thie 
must be taken into account at the construction. The permanent frost sust 
quickly, and proper insulation gust be provided so that the heat from the 
pliant will not thaw the frost. In order to get the smoke and gases from 
the power plant away from Longyearbyen, a 9O-meter smokestack will be built. 


Furoholmen will use a labor force of approximately 50 gen for the construc- 
tion which is largely to be completed in the course of the working season 
of the year. The contract awarded to the building contracting company is 


for approximately 20 million kroner. Five other companies participated in 
the bidding. 
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The power plant will also provide Longyeardalen with district heating 
in the form of hot water. The state power plant will supervise the 
setting up of the machinery and the so-called power project. 


The new combined power and district heating plant will be constructed 


next to the old power plant, which is adjacent to the main wharf of 
longyearbyen.

/Text/ Recently the secretaries general of the CC, 00, /Workers' Commissions/ who are 
quests of the CGIL /Ttalian General Confederation of Labor7 and of the Uf /Workers' 
Trade Union/, at the invitation of the CISL /Italian Confederation of Labor Unions7 
met with the UIL /Ttalian Union of Labor / which expressed its assesament of political 
and trade union affairs. 


The Italian trade union movement, and particularly the UIL believe it is essential 
for Spain, as well as for Burope, that the process of democracy be strengthened and 
advanced by freeing itself rapidly of the shadows and ambiguities that the failed 
coup projected onto the Spanish scene. It would be a serious matter if Spain were 
to live through a condition of democracy under seige and blocked precisely when 
Burope must be a firm point of reference for democracy, stability and detente. 


In preparation for the ETUC executive committee meeting which will consider the 
problem of the affiliation of the Spanish trade union realities, our position is 
clear. It is important for democracy that Spain be permanently admitted into the 
European context and therefore into the EBC, but it is also essential that the 
process of democracy in a social context have European approval. 


Therefore we ask that the Spanish trade union organizations play a real role in the 
current negotiating process for expansion of the EEC. For these reasons we ask that 
the Spanish trade union movement have its own place in the ETUC. The ETUC must 
perform this specific act as an expression of active solidarity with the young 
Spanioh democracy. 


Therefore, delays in this decision must be avoided. It must be made in the first 
place as a contribution to the strengthening of Spanish democracy. If there should 
be an PTUC tendency to individually examine the requests of various European trade 
inion organizations, the UIL believes that whereas the European experiences can do 
much to help promote an extensive Spanish trade union movement, particularly where-- 
is in the case of the Workers Commissions for example--there exists a deep-rooted 


historical tie among the Spanish workers with broad and deep characteristics. The 
IL observes the development of Spanish trade unionism with interest, also on the 
basi: of different views and relations that are consolidated to different degrees, 
ibove all with the vol /General Union of Workers7 (already a member of the ETUC). 
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The Spanish trade unions must find their place beside those of the other Buropean 
industrial demeeracies, just as it is the same genuine hope proposed in the Roman 
meetings, but alse previously observed by the Spanish trade union leaders themselves, 


Coneerning the request for affiliation of the Cypriot trade unions, we believe that 
positive eonditions do not exist that would make it possible to extend our approval. 
On the contrary, the UIL will support the admission of the Portuguese UGTP /General 
Union of Portuguese Workers/ into the BTUC in line with the choices made in other 
international trade unions (TUAC /?Trade Union Advisory Committee7, ICFTU /Tnter- 
national Confederation of Pree Trade Union7) and invites the entire Italian trade 
union movement to express 4 position in this sense. We do not believe the con- 
ditions are cight for membership in the ETUC of the Turkish trade unions, also in 
relation to the “illegalizgation” of an important part of the Turkish trade union 
movement, We must accentuate our initiatives in a Buropean context for the 
recstablishment of Creedom in that country, convinced that terrorism must be com- 
bated by reestablishing democracy and defending representative institutions against 
any Militaristic and authoritarian trend. In this sense, it will be usetul to 
strengthen our international pressures for the Liberation of trade union leaders who 
are imprisoned without charges and in the expectation of trials that must take 
place within the necessary guarantees of defense,

Specitications 

The Girne, a pullman<type ferry which is expected to alleviate significantly the 

TFPSC's maritime transport shortage, has seating for 400 passengers and a separate 
entertainment room. 

The ship can carry 60 passenger automobiles and also has special compartments for 
TIR trucks. The twin-engine ferry, which can make 15 knots per hour, reportedly 

is able to negotiate seas up to Beaufort Il and thus can operate in winter. 


Schedule 


The ship will operate 6 days a week between Kyrenia and Tasucu, departing Kyrenia 
at 0900 hours each morning and returning from Tasucu the same day. 


fhe Girne will make the roundtrip to Alanya 1 day a week. The Kyrenia-Tasucu trip 
takes 4 hours and the Kyrenia-Alanya trip, 7 hours. 


Erturk Begins 


Meanwhile, the Erturk I, the 300-passenger ferry which has been making the Tasucu- 


Kyrenia run for almost 6 years, will start this year's season on Monday, 4 May. 
fhe Erturk IL, which was taken off the Tasucu-Kyrenia route 2 yeare ago for 

irious economic reasons and has been traveling from Cesme [in Turkey] to the 
Creek islands, will come to Kyrenia at the beginning of June to begin trips to 
lurkish destinations, it was learned. 
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Kyrenia Port Opened to Maritime Traltfic 


According to statements to the TAK correspondent by authorities of the Public 
Works and Communications Ministry, the Kyrenia Port has been opened to maritime 
traffic for the 1981 season, 


Authorities pointed out that a tremendous effort had been made to clear the sea 
channels in the harbor and said that all measures had been taken for the safety of 
yachts anchoring in the harbor which ace expected to have a big season this year.

Tourist agents say that the TFSC's foreign touriem will pick up with the addition 
of the Girne and Erturk ferries. 


Turkish Cypriot Tourism and Travel Agencies 'Inion President Ahmet N. Ozkan 
explained that maritime traffic, which had been serviced by only two ferries to 
date, was sometimes congested and said that bringing two more ferries in service 
would relieve the situation, Stating that the increase of the cheaper and more 
practical maritime transportation would have a positive effect on foreign 
touriem, which has been affected by the terrific increases in air fares, Necati 
Ozkan said that Turkish tour operatorsand local agents in the TFL. have set up 
package tours whereby foreign tourists who come to Turkey's southein provinces 
will stop over in the TFSC, and this will also contribute to tourism.

Muharrem Kusadali, director of the Mavi Tur [Blue Tour] Travel Agency which has an 
important place in tourism traffic between Europe and the TFSC, explained that 
European tourists destined for the southern and western coasts of Turkey, especi- 
ally on trips arranged to Alanya, would be able to transfer to the TFSC. He also 
said that with the improvement in maritime transportation, northern Cyprus could 
specialize in camping tourism, which has become popular throughout the world and 
that various contracts had already been set up with European tour operators.

EMPLOYERS’ WARNING ON WAGE CLAIMS 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAIL in English 10 May 81 p 1 


[Text] The Cyprus Employers’ Federation vas uttered a grim warning about the 
dangers of acceleration of unemployment unless working people restrict their 
wage claims within the bounds of productivity. 


"No-one could disregard for long economic laws with impunity", the Federation 
said as the Peo and Sek trade unions announced the setting up of a strike fund 
to support the strike action of staif at car importing firms. 


The employers accused the trade unions of following dynamic action with "all 
sorts of pressures and strikes" to support “claims which are outside Cyprus 
reality." 


They charged the unions with presentation of claims that were exorbitantly high 
and causing Labour unrest which could have "untold consequences on the economy 
and on the population as a whole.” 


Tae employers mentioned the case of a “strike in progress" at the car importers, 
the call for a strike in the metal processing industry and high demands of up to 
60 per cent (over a two year period) for the hotel. 


All these, they said, run counter to trade union declarations that they would 
take account of the tolerance of the Cyprus economy in their demands. 


Productivity 


The employers have been offering wage increases which are even higher than pro- 
ductivity growth, but the trade unions have been demanding increases which are 
many times more than productivity growth, despite the fact that they are 
receiving cost of living allowances and about 4 per cent in annual increments, 
the Federation says. 


fhe statement points out that in all countries of Europe the working class is 
resorting to strikes to secure increases which would be just in line with price 
increases and even accept settlements below the level of price increases, thus 
accepting the dictates of economic laws. 
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"Moreover, they are paying the price of economic recession with the creation of 
whole armies of unemployed," the Federation said. 


it invites the trade unions and working class in general to see the tragic 
situation created in some other countries of Europe where unemployment and 
lulling Living standards have become endemic, "It would be futile to try to 
blame the situation that would result from the lack of state intervention," the 
Federation said and invited the government too to act to preserve economic 
stability and conditions of economic progress and survival. 


The trade untons, on the other hand, in a joint statement by Peo and Sek, blamed 
the impasse at the car importers’ firms on the employers who, they said, had 
declared a lock-out.

Product 
development, quality and perhaps firet and foremost intensive design and 
marketing efforte have caused the Danieh trades and industries to develop 
products which have a strong etanding. The devaluation of the Danish krone 
by 15 percent compared with other currencies last year hase enabled Danish 
industry to increase ite market shares in all of the world earkete. For, 
simultaneously with the devaluation of the Denieh krone, the upward trend 
of wages and eslaries in Denmark has not been any stronger than in other 
countries. The exchange rate i@provemente have thus not resulted in any 
demands for higher wages and salaries. The wage agreements of thie year 
have resulted in wage increases of between 9 and 10 percent. However, the 
high interest level creates big probleme to industry, and, to an even greater 
extent, to agriculture, within which sector it is « daily occurrence for 
three farms to be sold by order of the court. 


"Denmark has carried through one of the gost successful devaluations in 
Western Burope,"” eaye Jergen Eckroth, an economist of the Danish Trade 
Union Confederation. He states that thie fact is being fairly ignored by 
the Danes. For if one looks at the balance of payments, it ise difficult to 
discern any bright epote. However, that ise largely due to the fact that 
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Denmark now paye |5 biliiem Kremer by way of interest paywente abroad.

Approximately half of the Damieh devaluation is devaluation of the Danieh 
krone in relation to other currencies within the Buropean Monetary Syetes, 
the BU.

dollar, the Britiah pound, and the Japanese yen. Also the strong Norwegian 
krone contributes to the export advantages of the Danieh industries. 


But if Damieh industry sees bright prospects abroad, there hase been no 
etiaulation from the home aarket. 


“There has been « very severe downward trend in thie country,” “pp Saye 
Hansen, chief economiat of the Federation of Danieh Laduerriecs. private 
consumption dropped by between 5 and 4 percent last yeor. At the same tise, 
inveatmentes within the trades and industries dropped by approxiaately 10 
percent, while investments in the housing sector as well as the public sector 
fell by approxieately 20 percent. Within the public sector, particularly 

the municipalities have reduced their investeente in an attempt to keep down 
their totel expenditures. The public consumption increases at an unabated 
rate, vie. by approxiastely 6 percent. 


Housing construction has come to an almost complete etandstill. In February of 
thie year only 900 homes were started. For the whole year, only approximately 
20,000 dwellings are expected to be constructed. In the peak year of 1972, 
more than 70,000 dwellings were started. “It is obvious that euch « decline 
will create « crisis,” Jergen Bckroth pointe out. 


To thie come the difficulties within agriculture which have caused investeents 
within that sector to drop considerably as well. 


The result ie that the Danie: unemsploysent rete has reached unprecedented 
levele. At present, sore than 250,000 Danes are unemployed. The building 
and construction sector accounte for sost of the increase. 


The Danieh Trade Union Confederation has reacted with demands for public 
measures which may create employment possibilities as well as with warnings 
against putting too severe restraints on the @unicipalities. “We have 
advocated that programs be leunched within the housing sector with a view 
to insulation and other forms of renovation. Thie will save energy as 


well as provide employment possibilities within the building sector,” Jergen 
Eckroth states. 





The Federation of Danish Industries, which corresponds to the Federation of 
Norwegian Industries, has presented an extensive program, Industriel Plan 87, 
which aims at restoring equilibrium in the Danish balance of payments in 1987. 


“Our plan ie largely based om the authorities’ own strategy for Denmark to 
work itself out of the crisis,” says Jergen Hansen. “But our plan is sore 





forceful. We recommend « larger dose of improved competitiveness.” 








The measures prescribed by the Federation of Danish lndustries mean 7 seager 
yeare to Denmark. The public consumption as well as the private consumption 
must be kept at their present levels. Jergen Hansen! "The entire increase 
io production gust go toward an improvement of the balance of payments. 
Thinge will be auch gore difficult if we shall not be able to achieve an 
increase in the production. That ie why we aleo have to increase our 
productivity." 


By means of the measures recommended by the Federation of Daniah Industries, 
Denmark will in 1987 have « balance of payments equilibrium, whereas an 
uaaitered policy will result in a eteady imcrease in the deficit to approx- 
imately 4© billion krener in 1987. An unaltered policy will in thie way 
lead to am increase im the Danieh foreign debt to 775 billion kroner, where- 
ae the model recommended by the Federation of Danish Industries will keep 
the foreign debt at approximately 150 billion kroner. The Federation of 
Danieah Industries says that ite plan will ligit the number of unemployed to 
50,000 people in 1987, whereas an unaltered policy will have the effect that 
nearly ae many will be unemployed then as now, vie. approxisately 225,000 
people. 


The only point in the plan by the Federation of Danish Industries which is 
lees stringent than the policy prescribed by the government's own economists 
ie that the Federatio: of Danieh Industries does not want to reduce the 
private purchasing pow r. Danieh industry needs the domestic market in 
order to hold ite own. 


The Danish Trade Union Confederation shares the skepticiem of the Federa- 
tion of Danish Industries with respect to the reduction in the private con- 
cumption by between 1 and 2 percent annually, as prescribed by the government. 
“If we are to continue to reduce the consumption, we shall be 

those who are to contribute to our export,” Jergen Eckroth says. Most of 

our enterprises exist on the domestic as well ae foreign earkets. For that 
reason, it is dangerous if, on the basis of short-term balance of paymente 
considerations, the government pursues a sore restrictive policy domestically. 


What Will Be left? 


Denmark lies at the top internationally when it comes to wage levele. That 
ie why @any people are of the opinion that the country should avoid labor- 
intensive industries. 


Denmark hae one of the world's highest interest levels, viz. between 20 and 
ol percent. That means that we should avoid capital-intensive industries, 
many people say. 


Denmark has to iaport all the energy the country needs. That is why the 
country should avoid energy-intensive industries, it is pointed out. 


“Wheat will then be left,” Jergen Hansen, chief economist of the Federation 
of Danish Industries, aske. “We shall not be able to develop a sufficiently 
big industrial sector if, in all areas, we are to sainteain high costs, cos- 
pared with other countries." 
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Government Hindrance Charged

(Text) “There ie nothing wrong with our export industry. The biggest 
problem is the inability on the part of the politicians to keep the 
public sector in check.” Thies is how Torben Nielsen, chief economist 

of the Private Bank, describes what he considers the cause of the crisis 
within the Danish economy. 


"Denmark ie the industrial country which has done worst. Thies ie Jue to 
the inability on the part of the politicians to live up to their goale," 


he says. 


Torben Nielsen of the Private Bank in Copenhagen pointe to several facts 

in support of his claim. “The public consumption has grown by between 5.5 
and 6 percent annually during the last 5 years," he pointe out. "The public 
consumption has never increased at a faster rate than during the years 
1974-80, in epite of the fact tuat the politicians have kept talking about 
the importance of saving. 


The result is that the deficit in the national budget ie steadily increasing 
in Denmark, and thie year the financing needs of the state amount to approx- 
imately 60 billion kroner. That corresponds to 15 percent of the gross 
national product of the country. 


"We shall not be able to reduce the interest level unless the state cute 
ite financing requirements," Torben Nielsen states. It is these interest 
costs which now constitute one of the biggest problems to the Danish indus- 
tries and to the important agricultural sector." 


"We have carried through a 2-year diet. Particularly during the last 18 
months, the economy has really been covled off. Real wages have taken 
their biggest dive since World War Il. The domestic inflation is at a 
minigue level. But it is possible that we shall loose the effects of all 
of this because the state is unable to keep ite expenditures in check." 


In the opinion of Torben Nielsen, Danish industry has both a leadership 
and a technology which are fully competitive. The productivity of the 
Danish industries has during the last few years been on a level with that 


of Japan. 


"Our biggest economic problem is still our political problem,” he con- 
cludes, adding: "Well aided by the energy costs." 


Torben Nielsen expects the Danish krone to undergo further devaluations. 

Thies will partly be attained by way of the increase in the values of the 

Japanese yen and the U.S. dollar in relation to all other currencies, but 
also by a change in the parities within the Buropean sonetary cooperation. 
That means that the Danish krone will be devalued, ameng other *. 

in relation to the German sark. 
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The devaluation of the Danish krone from 1979 to 1980 was in real teres of 
approximately 15 percent and had the effect that Daniah industry, despite 
an increase in wages and salaries of between 9 and 10 percent, iaproved ite 
competitiveness. 


The collective bargaining which Denmark ie in the process of completing 


has led to wage agreements resulting in wage increases of between § and 10 
percent. 





"That ie what we had expected,” says Torben Mieleen. “Wage earners cannot 
be expected to agree to a contract involwing no wage increases." 


However, Torben Nieleen does not expect thie low rate of increase in wages 
to last very long. “Next year, we can expect the wage drift to explode anew 
because the government will not be able to put ite economic policy in order 
and will have to propose further tax increases." 


Jergen Eckroth of the Danish Trade Union Confederation states that the purpose 
of thie year's collective agreements was to prevent a drop in real wages in 

the course of the coming years. Last year, sembers of Danish trade unions 
experienced a drop in the purchasing power as seasured in terms of available 
real wages, ranging from 5 to 6 percent. Jergen Eckroth says that the progress 
Danish industry has experienced,as far as its competitiveness is concerned, 

has been maintained by the agreement concluded between the Danish Trade Union 
Confederation and the Danish Baployers' Confederation. That ie also why the 
agreement should be described as soderate. 


Jergen Eckroth, moreover, says that it was significant in itself that the 
parties reached an agreement, that the collective bargaining did not result 
in disputes which had to be submitted to arbitration, or a draft settlement 
given the force of law by the Folketing. “I, moreover, believe that it was 
a positive thing that it took place on a decentralized level,” Jergen Bckroth 
eaye in reference to the wage settlement. He does not regard the printers’ 
wage conflict nor that of the meat cutters and the butcher workmen as any 
attack on the line of goderation but as isolated cases. 


Torben Nielsen says that this year's negotiations succeeded the way they did 
because it was the last possibility of conducting free wage negotiations. 
"For that reason, there was a great willingness on both sides to achieve a 
result,” he says. 


But Torben Nielsen is skeptical with regard to the incomes pol.cy pursued 
by Danieh politicians. “The incomes policy is like the monetary policy, 

it makes things easier for the politicians,” he says, adding, "They avoid 
having to give priority to things, they avoid having to keep down public 

expenditures."

CGIL-CISL-ULL 10-POINT PROPOSAL ON INFLATION, RECESSION

lArticle: CGIL-CISL-UIL: 'We Want 10 New Points; Here They Are'")| 


{Text} Rore--''To fight inflation and recession": that is the objective of the pro- 
posals revealed day before yesterday by the secretary of the CGIL-CISL-UIL Federation 
[Italian General Confederation of Labor-italian Confederation of Labor Unions-Italian 
Union of Labor] in preparation for today's meeting with the government. One of the 
highlights of the proposal is a planned annual inflation ceiling enacted in concert 
by the government, unions and democratic political forces. The platform is set forth 
in 10 points, Summarized as follows. 


(1) Structural measures, among which is the plan for rebuilding and renascence in the 
earthquake zone, and the plan will be linked to a plan for employment (beginning with 
10,000 jobs already planned for the Naples area). 


(2) Special measures for employment and development in the South, beginning with 
emergency plans for recovery in large urban centers (e.g. Naples and Palermo) and 
ending with provisions for use of Algerian natural gas. 


(5) Immediate action to reduce Italy's economic dependence in the areas of energy, 
food, steel, chemicals, transportation, electronics and telecommunications. 


(4) Public administrative actions: to enact implementing legislation, to safeguard 
contractual freedom in public employment, to increase productivity and efficiency, 
and to make automatic revisions in public contract rates to equal the programmed 
rate of inflation. 


5) Reform and rationalization of the distribution structure. 


(6) A plan for recovery in finances, productivity and restoration in the system of 
state participation (beginning with the management bureaus IRI [Industrial Reconstruc- 
tion Institute] and FFIM [Manufacturing Industry Holding and Financial Company]). 

A special investment program is needed in the Southern areas. 

(7) Budget policy measures. Immediate initiatives are proposed for fiscal planning: 
effective measures to fight tax evasion (especially with reform of the controversial 


tax law that provides for jailing tax evaders) and the introduction of a property tax 
levied by communes on second houses. 
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(8) Selective action on both vurrert expenses and transfer payments, while preserving 
investments and social services, As for welfare payments, it is requested that there 
be Separate management of assistance funds, improvements in pensions (raising the 
minimum, guaranteeing an effective 80 percent, and making indexation trimesterly) 

by making contributions adequate; independent workers' contributions based on income; 
& possible sales tax on health services only for those who have more than 20 million 
a year in income; revision of the generic medicines law, 


(9) For prices and rates, these are the measures proposed: freezing of transportation, 
electricity, telephone, and gas rates for one year; the other rates and administrative 
fees in general should be set according to the programmed rate of inflation; prices on 
widely used consumer items, such as bread, pasta, milk, and sugar, should be frozen 

for a year besides controlling the price of meat; the indexation of rental rates should 
be reduced by half for a year; the prices of the 100 leading industries should be con- 
trolled, insurance premiums frozen, indexed savings tied to the programmed rate of 
inflation, the difference between active and passive interest reduced, credit made 
available to shopkeepers and small businesses; and 12 percent of all credit channeled 
into agriculture, 


(10) Wage management is based on growth in the cost of labor in all its constituent 
elements within the limits of increased buying power made possible by past and future 
productivity. The unions are ready to adapt wage growth, including wage indexation, 
to the objective of inflation programmed on the basis of various proposals developed 
by each organization. If they are discussed at the leadership level after the meeting 
with the government, the proposal or proposals will be submitted to the workers for 
debate.

PCI PROPOSAL FOR FIGHTING INFLATION 
Rome L'UNIIA in Italian | May 81 p 2 
[Article by M.V.; "The PCI's Proposals Against Inflation") 


[Text| For “phase two," strong criticism of the government's 
economic measures. Press conference with Chiaromonte, Giovanni 
Berlinguer, Adriana Lodi, Triva and Turci, The government's 
move has been unjust and ineffective. 


Rome--The so-called "phase two" of the government's economic policy move is not only 
socially unjust but also ineffective in the fight against inflation. Most of the cuts 
in public expenditures and governmental receipts cannot be applied. This was the 
opinion expressed at a press conference yesterday by comrades Chiaromonte, Giovanni 
Berlinguer, Adriana Lodi, Rubes Triva and President Turci of the Bmilia-Romagna region. 
The measures announced for "phase three," i.e. cooling off wage indexation and increa- 
sing fees and prices, are "“unacceptable,"' Chiaromonte said. 


The PCI did not limit itself to criticizing the government's economic policy, which 
was initiated on 22 March with a tightening of credit and a move toward recession. 
The party proposed a series of measures that, taken together, would save 5 trillion 
lire in government spending (i.e. the amount targeted by the government's cuts) and 
pointed out objectives that can be achieved and that are, especially, socially equi- 
table. We shall examine them point by point. 


Heaith Expenditures 


The basic objective of the PCI's proposal, Giovanni Berlinger said, is the better use 
of expenditures for health care through the elimination or reduction in useless or 
harmful consumption. It is the opposite of the government's policy, which actually 
harms health care reform. The “ticket, which is increased in the government's pro- 
posal, has not been effective in Italy as a means of reducing consumption but has 

acted rather as a state tax on health care consumption. ["Ticket" = sales or service tax] 


fo reduce expenses, the PCI proposes a soratorium on new hospital, construction (the 
ratio of beds to patients is very high in Italy, except for a few areas of the South, 
where more hospitals should be built). Advertising medical products should be pro- 
hibited. Pharmacy texts that do not meet efficiency requirements should be cancelled, 
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These ane various other measures presented in the proposal will make it possible to 
reduce health care expenditures by more than 1,5 trillion lire, The application of 
a moratorium on construction and a reduction in featherbedding could bring about a 
more sizeable reduction, 


Welfare and Benefits 


In this area, Adriana Lodi said, the government has made contradictory provisions 
that in some cases result in additional expense to the state. The government has 
proposed increasing voluntary pension premiums from 5,645 to 11,028 lire a week to 
increase INPS [National Social Security Institute] income by about 200 billion lire. 
But, comrade Lodi asked, how many (women especially are concerned) will have to drop 
out of the voluntary contribution plan because they cannot afford it’? The changeover 
should have been made gradually to have the effect desired rather than appearing as a 
grave injustice. 


The other points criticized were the increase in the minimum pension paid only to 
wage earners, Rather, the PCI proposes introducing the principle of solidarity so 
that Lhese expenditures would be distributed among several categories, The last and 
strongest criticism was for the way in which the government decided to increase farm 
workers’ INPS contributions. It is right in theory because contributions in this 
category are too low, But the communist proposal is that this ‘ncrease be differen- 
tiated according to business income. It is not right in practice that a small farmer 
should pay as much as the owner of a larger business or that as much be taken out of 
incomes in the poorest parts of the country as in rich areas like the Val Padana. 


Local Governments and Regions 


"The cuts planned by the government are unacceptable," comrade Turci said. In the 
face of a cut of barely 50 billion lire in unproductive ministerial expenditures, 

some 757 billion lire are slated to be cut out of regional financing (while government 
contributions to regional finances for 1981 should have been 46 percent, the govern- 
ment says it will apply an increase of only 18 percent). But the most serious thing 
is that the cut is undifferentiated, because there is no distinction made between 
current and investment expenditures. The Italian regions (and not just the PCI, Turci 
said) propose, rather, to link about haif the increase in government transfer payments 
with investment (500 billion lire), to restrict these payments so as not to encumber 
the central treasury budget in 1981, and to restrict regional operating expenses.

NEW CONTRACT CONCLUDED WITH OIL WORKERS 
Rome RASSENGNA PETROLIFERA in Italian 15 Mar 81 pp 217-22) 
[Article: "The New CCNL in the Petroleum Industry") 


[Text] The following is a report on the agreement reached 
recently between union organizations and management in the 
petroleum industry, The agreement went into effect on 1 March 
and provides for an average per capita monthly increase of 
80,000 lire, It is to run for 4 years, but wages will be 
negotiated every year, 


The parties reaffirm the autonomy of management and the respective, distinct respon- 
sibilities of management and labor union organizations; they also recognize the impor- 
tance of the role of information agencies and agree as follows: 


Since oil companies woik in the context of »rocedures and programs established by 
the government, and their choices of industrial policy are affected by specific 
directives from established governmental agencies, the following annual procedures 
are set forth: 


(1) at the industry level: The business associations signatory to the CCNL [national 
collective labor contract] shall communicate to the unions signatory to the CCNL the 
general context of the industry's conditions, the issues involved in the workings of 
the market and the investment that may be required y the implementation of guidelines 
established by che government energy plan. This concerns both the security of supply 
and refinery sector investment programs and development being pursued in the area of 
distribution. 


The parties shall examine and confer on these subjects and particularly on the effects 
they may have on society. 


2) at the company level: The companies shall meet with the national union organiza- 
tions signatory to the present contract jointly with representatives from the factory 
councils of the various production units for purposes of providing information on the 
following subjects: 


(a) the prospects of increasing company activity, the implications for investment 
and for the industrial and organizational aspects related to it; 
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(b) the data on employment and its foreseeable trends, in relation to both the proces- 
ses of ceorganization and industrial conversion; 


(c) the programs for professional training and qualification, 


in addition, whenever restructuring or technical changes in production seem likely 

to have an appreciable effect on worker employment, the companies shall' provide infor- 
mation in advance, and these corporations and the workers' union organizations signatory 
to the CCNL shall meet to examine and confer, 


(3) at the level of the productive unit; Of significant scope and particular impor- 
tance: The companies shall furnish to the plant councils, possibly assisted by union 
organizations having local jurisdiction: 


(4) programs for implementing new investment and progress reports; 


(b) up to date information on employment and its foreseeable trends, especially in 
relation to the preceding point; 


(c) data relating to the consistency and content of professional training. 


In addition, whever restructuring or technical changes in production seem likely 
to have an appreciable effect on worker employment, the companies shall provide 
information in advance and the parties shall meet for consultations. 


(4) At the regional level: Concerning the importance this level has for an active 
employment policy, and given the processes for updating and converting industry 
that affect companies associated with the management organizations signatory to 
the present CCNL, special meetings may be convened to examine specific problems 
having specific effects on employment and affecting the region. 


Note 

Companies having a limited presence in !taly and a low number of employees and 
therefore not considered especially significant or important shall furnish their data 
in a general format at the annual meeting of the industry. 

(C) Workers' Organizations, Classification and Training 

The parties state that: 

The new system of personnel classification, together with the new fixed scale, is 
intended to be an ideal instrument for benefiting from the training of skilled labor 


and for achieving a greater match between pay levels and skills. 


The new system of classification also takes advantage of increased training of workers 
in activities involving various degrees of collaboration; 


the fact of training becomes important at the end of the training period as the com- 
pany makes use of it; 


the quality of training consists in experience combined with skills (technical, opera- 
tive, administrative, commercial, etc.) that the worker acquires from the theory and 
peactice of all the problems in the area of activity in which he works;

increased worker qualification may inyolve new activities and take on jmportance 
for training purposes when it reflects actual, experienced development in tasks 
and responsibilities that are diversified in kind and larger in scope, or when 
the worker is employed flexibly in positions involving various qualifications 
Significantly surpassing his normal activities; 


it remains a firm condition that technical, organizational and production requirements 
are determined autonomously by the companies with the objective of maintaining and 
increasing company efficiency, and the processes intended to achieve the above obj « 
tives shall be the object of prior consultation among the parties when they concern 
worker employment problems; 


in the framework of an active manpower policy, the companies shall support, especially 
with training activities, the increased qualifications of their workers, with particu- 
lar reterence to production and organizational requirements and company efficiency, 

In the context of these requirements and the objectives outli od above, finalized 
Organizational solutions shall be supported that promote workers' qualifications, as 
for example: the recomposition and rotation of duties, vertical and horizontal versa- 
tility and mobility. 


The achievement of all this through appropriate training shall be the object of veri- 
fication at annual meetings at the production unit level (i.e, at the company level 
when several production units are concerned; see paragraph A of the first part), 


the present system of classification, where the qualifications profile is the leading 
indicator and is interpreted in accordance with these articles--interpreted according 
to the directives set out in the present article, makes possible the proper and espe- 
cially progressive management of the technological or organizational particularities 
and innovations in comparable work in the various companies’ situations and the effects 
these may have on workers' qualifications. 


For work not directly identified in the job descriptions, training shall take place 

on the basis of contract provisions with reference to similar job descriptions already 
in the contract. This shall be done to respect not only the letter but also the 
spirit of the job classifications, 


hus the clarification in paragraph 1 of article 4 serves as a reference that gives 
full importance and validity to the definitions of plant groups that have already been 
or will be listed at the company level with respect to existing organizational and 
technical particularities; 


the distinction between employees, intermediaries and workers is maintained for all 
norms (legislative, regulatory, contractual, union, etc.) that provide for different 
treatment or refer to these qualifications. 


Collective Bargaining 


Recognizing the need of business to be able to formulate its own productive activity 
on the basis of elements predetermined for the duration of the present contract and 
integrative agreements stipulated in carrying out its provisions, the parties agree 
that one of the common objectives is the promotion of and respect for an organic basis 
for contract negotiations through a coherent articulation of union initiative at the 
various levels: national, company, and production unit. This basis shall be exempt 
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from interference or suppression, and shall define clearly the conteat of the 
respective competences and support organic coordination, 


Company-wide contract negotiations take on particular importance in this context 

in terms of both the applications directly assigned to it by the national contract 
and the implementation of the contract in all its aspects, from verifying the prompt 
and correct fulfillment of contract provisions in the various production units to the 
search for solutions agreed to in the context of the provisions of the contract, 


While reaffirming the above definitions, the parties recognize the function of busi- 
ness to define autonomously organizational and productive technical requirements; 
they reaffirm the union's right to check on the effects on the work force; they 

serve notice that the best combination of production factors and work organization 
must be achieved on the one hand by greater efficiency and productivity, which are 
presumed to be essential to the active support of employment, and, on the other hand, 
by valuing and developing workers' qualifications, working conditions, and security. 


This objective is also intended to continue checking on the effects of the restruc- 
turing processes on the labor force, 





Subcontracts 
(1) Information 


On the occasion of annual meetings provided for in part one, when these meetings take 
place at the company level or at the level of a significant production unit, compre- 
hensive data shall be furnished on the various activities that have been developed 
under contract and that relate to the operative cycle, including the number of workers 
that have devoted their labor to these activities, 





Discussion 


The union organizations emphasize the opportunity for the companies to contract to 
do business with enterprises organized as cooperatives, though the companies shall 
do this, of course, in the context of their autonomy and within the limits set forth 
in contract provisions. 


(2) Distribution 


(A) In consideration of the special characteristics and working conditions in the 
distribution of carburants (gasoline and diesel fuel) and the clarifications made 
by the parties to the contract, the distribution to sales terminals and service 
stations as well as to airport fuel dumps shall normally be controlled directly 
by the companies. 


The oil companies that presently subcontract this service shall limit the concession 
to a quota of not more than 50 percent of all the products transported. 


The work outlined above shall be done by the companies according to the following 
criterion: the total of products transported shall be calculated by assuming as a 
conventional reference value the general capacity of the tanker pool in operation 

and actually used, including that subcontracted, and assigned to distribute carburants 
along the entire national road network. 








fo this end, each company shall furnish the union organizations with specific data on; 


(a) motor pools, both the companies' and subcontractors’; 
(b) the number of tanker truck employees on the payroll; 
enumerated by production unit, 


This is also intended for purposes of checking and planning the fulfillment of the 
objectives agreed upon in the preceding paragraphs, 


(B) For the purpose of supporting greater efficiency and productivity in distribution 
services, the parties agree that organizational solutions may be adopted at the 
company level to achieve greater response to consumer demand as may be made possible 
by workers’ qualifications and the distribution of work schedules, e.g. spread over 
Six-day weeks, various lengths of work days, holidays, etc. 


The general application of such solutions shall be defined in the general company 
contract and its concrete implementation shall be contracted for at the level of 
the various local unit: 


(3) Maintenance 


The companies shall provide their own regular maintenance of refinery plant. They 
shall also provide for the regular maintenance of depots provided that their size 

requires a continuous, uninterrupted supply of maintenance personnel in the sector 
of activity. 


Considering the prevalent demand for uniform regulations, the executive structure of 
the CDF [factory councils], the representatives of the CDF for companies with several 
production units (e.g. depots), together with the national union organizations in the 
contract shall draw up, with the company management and the contracting business 
organizations, criteria applicable to the contractual norms for the individual 
companies, 


Article °: Working Hours 


Aside from the exceptions provided for by law, the normal working hours for workers 
who are not on overtime or subject to special schedules according to section B of 
paragraph 8 shall not exceed 40 hours a week, 


For workers assigned to intermittent jobs or to attendant or custodial jobs (e.g. 
tanker drivers, bus drivers, airport refuelers and attendants, aides, guards, street- 
car conductors, porters, nurses and clinicians, etc.) the normal work week shall not 
exceed 45 hours, 


Concerning the recovery of productivity provided for in the first part (subcontracts, 
section 2B), it is agreed that the normal work week of tanker drivers and airplane 
refueling truck drivers shall not exceed 44 hours a week, including time not on the 
road, 


The hours worked by employees assigned to intermittent hourly or to attendant or 
custodial as per the preceding paragraph shall be compensated at 100 percent of 
the actual hourly rate beyond the 40th and 45th hour in the week (the 44th for 
tanker and airplane refueling truck drivers). 
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The working hours provided above shall be distributed over five days of the week 
for all noneshift workers and workers without special schedules as per section B 
article 8; it is also intended that days off shall be considered work days for al! 
purposes except holidays, 


Days off shall be before or after Sundays in order to provide two consecutive days 
of rest a week; if necessary, groups of workers may alternate rest days, 


Possible agreements concerning exceptions to the weekly work hours distribution 
over six days and for individual work days during the week shall be contracted for 
with the executive body of the CDF, 


The distribution of work hours for daily and shift workers shall be set at the 
company level with the executive body of the CDF, 


Effective,..,for shift workers on continuous cycle and for workers with special 
hours (type B, article 8), the normal annual number of working time is 244 days 
of 8 bh s including holidays, 


For these workers, shift assignments applying the contractual number of working hours 
shall be set by the company offices with the executive body of the CDF, 


Uniess for justified personal reasons, workers are not exempt from these provisions 
and must do shift work are are required to do the work on the shifts assigned. 


Working hours are counted by the establishment clock, where there is one, 


Working hours shall be posted on appropriate lists according to article 12 of the RDL 
{expansion unknown] 10 September 1923, No 1955. 


Clarifications to the Discussion 


(1) The competent authorities will take such measures as are suitable for each sector 
of activity to regulate the working hours of employees assigned to operating service 
stations, resupplying kiosks and running private routes to the extent that they are 
governed directly by the companies subject to the present contract, 


(2) The parties give notice that there is no intention of modifying or limiting the 
appropriate legal requirements concerning the above reported examples of employees 
on non-continuous hourly schedules or in attendant or custodial work. 


Article 10: Holidays 
For purposes of the present contract, holidays are: 


(a) Sundays or legally designated days of rest;

(c) falls on a Sunday, the worker shall receive a special daily allowance in addition 
to his pay as indicated in article 17 of the present contract. 


In case of absence due to illness or accident on the patron saint's feast day, the 
company shall combine the corresponding allowance from the social assistance bureaus 
in order to make up the normal pay that the worker would have received if he had not 
been ill or injured, 


On 24 and 31 December, working hours shall normally be limited to the usual work 
schedule ending at 1300 hours except for regular shift workers and special-schedule 
workers under point B, article 8, 


On those days, workers who are not on duty after 1500 hours shall receive no more 
than normal pay, but work beyond 1300 hours shall be paid at no more than the normal 
rate. 


Discussion 


Be it noted that as concerns regular shift workers and special-schedule workers under 
point B, article 8 and as provided in paragraph 8, article 7, the 244 annual working 
days including holidays also includes feast days, former feast days and semi-public 
holidays, 


Article 12: Overtime, Holiday Work, Night Work 


Overtime is defined here solely for contractual purposes and not for purposes of 
prohibiting overtime, for which exceptions provided by the law of 30 October 1955, 
No 1079 remain in force. Overtime is work done beyond the limits of the normal 
daily working hours defined. 
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Night work is considered to he that done hetween 2100 and 0600 hours, 


Holiday work is that done on days designated for weekly rest unless compensatory time 
is pre ‘ded on other days of the week as well as work done on holidays under paragraphs 
(b) ana (c) of article 10, 


No worker shall be exempt from overtime work under the limits set in the contract and 
by law, nor from night or holiday work without justifiable personal reasons, 


Overtime and holiday work must be expressly assigned and authorized, 


The percentage pay increase for work performed under special conditions is as follows: 

(1) overtime work during day on days off; 30 percent 

(2) work done on holidays under paragraph 3 according to normal hourly schedule: 50 
percent 

(3) overtime work on holidays beyond the limits of that in (2): 60 percent 

(4) holiday night work: 60 percent 

(S) holiday night overtime beyond the limits in (2): 70 percent 

(6) night work not included in a regular shift; $0 percent 

(7) night overtime work: 65 percent 


The above percentages are not cumulative, which means that the larger absorbs the lesser. 


The percentages listed above apply to all workers according to the hourly rate of pay 
actually earned. This rate applies exclusively to the minimum monthly schedule plus 
merit increases, other possible additions to the prescribed minimum, regular senority 
step increases (any other pay is excluded), and the hourly contingency indemnity. 


The actual hourly pay rate as stated above shall be determined as provided in article 
17 by dividing the gross monthly pay by 175. 


For regular shift workers and special-schedule workers under section B of article 8, 
work done on holidays indicated in paragraphs (b) and (c) of article 10 and considered 
work days in regular shift rotation shall include, for each hour worked, an increase 
of 50 percent (60 percent in the case of holiday night work). 


(a) Overtime should be the exception. It must be justified by inescapable, immediate 
and temporary necessity that does not admit of job restructuring. These cases also 
apply to overtime generated by a lack of shift labor, 


(b) Besides the cases covered in the preceding paragraph, overtime may be done within 
the limits and according to the means set forth in the contract at the company level 
with the executive body of the CDF. 


llowever, these contract provisions shall not affect working hours up to the 25 indi- 
vidual trimesterly hours except as freely determined by the worker involved. 


Work done under the provisions of paragraph (b) shall be compensated by a corresponding 
rest period, which shall not affect the percentage pay increases established in the 
contract for overtime work, 


At the request of the CDF, the companies shall furnish information on the amount of 
overtime under (a) and (b) above. 


This information may be requested by the CDF no less often than every four months.

(Text, In ite report to the Storting on the industrial policy which was pre- 
pared againet the background of the alarming situation of the Norwegian 
industries, the government expresses ite clear appreciation of the decisive 
importance of the Norwegian industries to the country’s total employment 
and produetion situation. The government also provides o realistic picture 
of the problems with which the Norwegian industries are faced, and, as is 
well-known, they are not few. At the Storting debate yesterday of the 
industry report, the opposition parties welcomed the fact that viewpointe 
which the non-socialist parties for a long time have been the only ones 

to hold, have finally become accepted also by the government. Above ail, 
there now seems to be a broad comsensus among the different parties that, 
from now om, it will become necessary to pursue an aggressive industria! 
policy in order for the Norwegian industries to be able to stand on their 
own feet. As pointed out by Minister of Industry Finn Kristensen in the 
debate yesterday, thie consensus among the various political parties 

ought to provide a good basis for joint efforte in the future work. 


Nevertheless, certain questions are being raised. If one were to judge 
the situation entirely on the basis of all the statements that are being 
made, there would be little reason for alere, as far as the future of 
the Norwegian industries is concerned. For, if so, one would serely 
have to wait for the necessary policy to start showing ite effects. 
However, the actual situation ie emtirely different. As long as the 
government seems unable to view the industriel policy in e lerger economic 
and social context, the geans will, generally, tend to be deficient. 
Verbal aseurances to do thie and that, of course, are of little value 
unless they are converted into political action. And, despite the 
industry report and the declarations of willingness of varying content, 
the situation till now has been that decisions continue to be made 

which are in direct conflict with the goals stated to give the Norwegian 
industries better working conditions. 


The desire on the part of the government to show a friendlier attitude 
toward the Norwegian industries is understandable, as sost people come 
to realize what the consequences have been of the policy pursued so far. 
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To the Norwegian industries, the developments during the last few yeare 
have been characterised by decline, etagnation, and crises. We have had 
no industrial growth since 1974. The competitiveness, the productivity, 
and the prefitability have been severely reduced. And, ag if it were 

not now time to take the consequences of thie, one sees the government in 
ite fiecal policy for the current year preparing a formidable expansion 
which, to all appearances, will cause a marked impairment of the competi-~ 
tive power of the Norwegien industries. 


The growing power of Norwegian industry cannot be restored by seans of 
empty phrases. A fundamental revision of the poser will have to be under- 
taken, and especially in the area of the fi policy does the situation 
require a aumber of measures which are bound to clash with ingrained 
eociaiiat ideas. The Labor Party's inherited attitude toward concepte 

euch a6 capitel formation and profitability sete clear lisite to the ex- 
tent to which they can go in shaping the concrete policy. This one just 
has to take note of. Consequently, we have ao great hopes with regard to 
the government's new soves in the industriel policy area.

CC. OO. LEADER CAMACHO ON LABOR UNION ISSUES

(Text/ Spain: One month after the coup d'etat the civil 

juard emerged from the prisons; the political forces descended 
to agreements with the right; and the roots of Francoism--far 
from being suffocated=--remain solidly in the nation's social- 
economic fabric. For this reason, Spain today needs a 
stronger, more united trade union movement that could act, 
fight and work together. This is the appeal by Marcelino 
Camacho--who met with Italian trade union leaders on 24 March-- 
the president of the workers’ committees (CC. O00O.), who arrived 
in Rome to seek support for the admission of his trade union into 
the European Trade Union Confederation /8TUC/ to ask for 
recognition of one of the most representative of his country's 
two labor organizations. Lama, Carniti and Benvenuto, 

promisec him their support. 


We give the text of a brief interview released prior to his 
immediate departure for Madrid. 


Question’ A few weeks before the coup free trade union elections were held in 
Spain in businesses and places of work: Would you give us an over-view of the trade 
union situation; of the results achieved? 


/Anewer’ A comment first of all: The coup took place in the country while trade 
union democracy was advancing and being strengthened. This is something that makes 
18 think, which forces us to analyze how much of our democracy is being experienced 
in the ceal world, and to what point the state apparatus is involved in a process 
of renewal. The transition phase to democracy has turned out to be more difficult 
than expected: The old hierarchical leaders of the past regime are still in their 
jobs, the middle-level groups are rather conservative, the nation requires order, 
discipline, work. The middle class and those who enjoy protections provide the 

reali culture medium for a coup d'etat. But to them must be added the ETA /Basque 
Fatherland and Liberty Group7 and ultrarightist groups who destabilize the insti- 
tutional framework, who are indistinguishable among themselves, who operate basically 
for the same objectives: To provoke the armed forces and to set up obstacles to 

the democratic governability of the country. 
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/Question7 But how did the trade unions fare in the elections? 


/Anawer) 1 would say they were strengthened, And they were representative. The 
elections to a large extent confirmed the trade union geography of Spain: The Workers 
Commissions and the UGT /General Union of Workers7 (Manuel Simon's trade union) 

have emerged as the two main trade union centers, respectively obtaining 31 percent 
and 29.7 percent of the vote, while all the emall leftist organizations practically 
disappeared; and the USO /Workers Trade Union/ showed that it was detached from us. 
We Can say that the UGT and the Workers Commissions now represent the trade union 
movement in Spain; or, at least, as much of it as remains representative. 


/Question/ And how did things change for the workers after the elections? 


(Anewer7] Here we come to the political situation. The problems have remained what 
they have always been, worsened by the deepening of the economic crisis. The political 
Situation remains very delicate while we have had to take note that democracy has 

not been consolidated in recent years, but rather has been threatened, and questioned. 
The nation's economy also suffers a structural crisis in which we can identify three 
cyclical factors: A long-range one, characterized by the world recessive and 
depressive phase which dates back to 1974; one of medium range, described by the 
technical-scientific evolution and the adoption of microprocessors and telemetry in 
production which tend to decrease employment; a third, tied to the economic cycle, 
which sees the continuing rise in prices of taw materials and energy on the world 
markets, and the growth of domestic inflation. In order to deal with this crisis 

the government has launched its Economic Program (PEG) while the trade union signed 
the Marco Accord: But these actions do not solve anything. 


{Question/7 Then what are the trade union objectives; what are your battles? 


(Answer7 We saw the largest mobilization right after the coup d'etat: The workers 
were at the head of the parade and the trade unions had organized them; they were 
responding to orders. Our first orders of the day are defense of democracy and 
freedom: They are not abstract concepts in Spain, which in fact denies the right 
to strike, to demonstrate, to fight, the right to be free, as well as the right to 
work. The unemployed increased by 3 million over the past 3 years. There has been 
an increase of 420,700 since last March. In the past month, unemployment has 
increased at a rate of 2,000 per day. We are efficient! That is why our trade 
union battle is designed above all to protect jobs and to create new unemployment. 
That is why we demand an economic policy based on class and national solidarity; 
demand the definition of a new economic order; and to discuss with government-- 
which has spent interminable hours negotiating with political parties, but which did 
not see us. The trace unions therefore are the poor relations of the transition to 
democracy. We ask for greater pluralism, and the government does not receive us; 
but the workers vote for us. We are beginning to establish ourselves institutionally 
in the nation and to be recognized, to count, at least on our own basis: And this 
is fundamental. 


/Question/ Then the Workers Commissions are also a reformist, legal trade union: 
And what about the struggle for socialism? The Eurocommunist projects? 











/Anawer7 Certainly, we are convinced that without the introduction of some elements 

of socialiam, democracy is not complete, just as, after all, socialism is not com- 
plete without democracy. But we also know that the social ownership of the means 

of production is not @ guarantee of true democracy; even that kind of a system can 

be a dictatorship. On the contrary, the conquest of the rights of information and 
control of business activities, our active participation in the choice of investments, 
in the economic policy of the government, are fundamental elements of our battle. 

The elements of true socialism, of democracy, of participation are: control of 
employment, of working conditions and standard of living, social and welfare guarantees 
and direction of agrarian reform. In like fashion, our privileged terrain of struggle 
are the battles of the ETUC in support of employment, for the reduction of the 

number of hours worked, for protection of wages against inflation. 


{Quest ion/ Did you speak of agrarian reform? And the state of agriculture, and 
working conditions for farm laborers? 


(Answer7 This too has been started in our country. In order to redistribute some of 
the terrain in the immense land of the states which cover 30 percent of Spanish 
territory. 


Farm laborers have no welfare program of any kind, no social security; often theirs 
is black work. And our coming admission into the EEC represents a question mark. 


{Question/ Camacho, you know that the Italian trade unions, together with the ETUC 
have pressured the European Community to accelerate Spain's admission into the EEC. 
What is your assessment of that effort? 


/Answer/ BBC's admission represents for us a guarantee of the weak Spanish democracy 
and of our gains; as you know, we have fought for this for many years. Just as, 
Since 1978, we have struggled together with the CES. And we will also do it this 
year. But I also would like to ask a question: Why the ETUC in addition to justly 
pressuring the EEC to admit Spain, postpones our request for affiliation, and raises 
problems about recognition of the Workers Commissions? Why this discriminatory 
attitude? 


The question remains open. It is another unsolved problem among the many. This is 
happening in post-Franco Spain where the trade union is really solidarity.

DISCRIMINATORY WAGE PRACTICES EXAMINED 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 21 May 81 p 5

[Text] The Supreme Arbitration Council (YHK) hae made ite first decisions with 

a view to preventing injustices among workers, work places, and unions. While 

law number 2364, regarding the establishment and duties of the YHK, envisions the 
reactivation of every labor agreement on a case by case basis, the Council's 

most important decision on principle from this standpoint has to do with wage 
increases set at an identical scale over the same span of years for all agreements. 
But I wonder whether this really prevents injustice. If it doesn't, is it then 
clinching the most criticized aspect in the 17-year history of collective 
bargaining: the gross disparity in rights and wages between work places as well 
as between different unions, disparities created by unsound unionism? 


Although there are major wage disparities between workers and work places, we do 
not want to harp on the increasingly discriminatory function of single-scale wage 
hikes for all workers and all work places. We have demonstrated with countless 
examples that, from the standpoint of new vage hikes workers are receiving, there 
are new disparities in the thousands and teas of thousands of lira between the 
low-paid worker and the high-paid worker owing to this system. 


Although we didn't want to and even theugh it wasn't our intention this time, we 
feel obligated to address an objectionable situation that has emerged among 
the unions... 


In the metal industry, Turk-Is (Confederation of Turkish Labor Unions) affiliate 
Turk Metal-ls (Turkish Metal and Allied Workers Federation) and independent 
Otomobil-Is Sendikalari (Auto Workers Unions) employers unions concluded a strike- 
free collective bargaining agreement with MESS (Metal Products Industrialists 
Union). DISK (Confederation of Revolutionary Worker Unions) affiliate Maden-Is 
(Turkish Mine, Metal, Metal Workers, and Machine Industry Workers Union) rejected 
the Employers Union request to conclude on the same conditions or even on 
certain conditions an agreement with concessions to boot. The union went on 
strike for months, stopped by the 12 September Operation. Here we are neither 
discussing the principles of the employers union, nor the injustice or injustice 
of the strikes, nor are we seeking an answer to the question, “What would have 
happened had the strikes been forbidden?" The YHK has prepared an agreement for 
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both Maden=le and MESS, whose activities have been suspended, that stands in for 
the collective bargaining agreement that wae not concluded, By this agreement, 
to which Maden=le wae not party and for which only the views but not the wishes 
of MESS were considered, the 40-lira average hourly worker's wage in the metal 
industry has been boosted to 111.37 lira. According to the Turkish Metal Workers 
Agreement, concluded a year ago and valid for the same time frame, workers of the 
same status were being paid a uniform hourly wage of 129.65 lira. Consequently, 
given the chronologically identical agreements of the two unions, the monthly 
salary of 2 workers with an identical statue is 26,726 lira for the Maden-Is 
worker and 31,195 lira for the Turk Metal-Ise worker. 


As if such a marked disparity in salary was not enough, persuant to the YHK's 
decision on principle, the Maden-Ile worker will receive the difference as part of 
his social rights only on the date of the agreement's revalidation. Naturally, 
he will have no entitlement for strike periods. 


fhe disparity that has arisen in the textile industry is an even worse one. As 

a result of the agreement the Truk-Is affiliate Teksif (Federation of Turkish 
Textile, Weaving, and Garment Industry Workers Unions) concluded with the Textile 
Employers Union, the current daily wage of a worker who received 185 lira is 

585 lira. With the YHK-renovated agceement for the workers of Tekstil (Textile 
Workers Union) affiliated with a now strike-devoid DISK, the current daily wage 
of workers, who had earned 185 lira a day, has become 499.5 lira. Yet, in ongoing 
negotiations several days prior to 12 September, they had come to the point of 
agreement with the Textile Empoyers Union. The employers had endorsed a 510-lira 
wage hike for Tekstil workers. The Employers Union, which did not want to 
discriminate between the two unions, also endorsed an additional increase in 

the earlier Teksif agreement for the sake of fairness to those workers. Teksif 
proclaimed in a written announcement to its workers that a 100-lira increase 
would be forth coming through a supplimentary protocol. 


In one respect, the fact that wage and social rights were lost because proceedings 
that culminated in agreement were not formalized at the eleventh hour has produced 
a disparity of 100 lira per day between workers in the two unions. And yet, the 
Textile Employers Union has for years been publicly praised for its even-handed 
treatment of the two unions. 


In line with this logic, have not Maden-Is and Tekstil workers, in fact, been 
sufficiently punished by having all rights suspended during strike periods? The 
fact that they can take advantage of social rights for only a few months out of 
the agreement period is a second and extremely significant piece of injustice. 
Wage disparities just add salt to the wound. 


Moreover, this disparity doesn't just mean punishing the worker for a single period. 
On the contrary, should conditions not change, it means life-long punishment for 

a worker who belongs to a DISK-affiliate union--even though he does the same job 

as a non-DISK worker. The agreements of all participating unions in both these 
branches of industry will again come before the YHK this August and September. 

This time--in the name of impartiality--the YHK will again apply single-scale or 
single-digit wage increases to workers of all unions, Consequently, there will 

be an even greater disparity between Maden-Is workers, who make 111.37 lira 
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an hour, and Turk Metal-le workers, who make 129.65 lira an hour, and between Tekel! 
workers, who make 585 lira an hour, and Tekstil workers, who make 299.5 lira an 
hour. How can the leaders of MESS and the Textile Employers Union--although 
appearing to have endorsed the concept of “equal wages for equal work''=-and YHK 
members avow a plece of discrimination born again just because among workers 

doing the same job there are those who belong to different unions?

OZAL REVIEWS ECONOMIC PREREQUISITES 
[stanbul TERCUMAN in Turkish 6 May 81 p 5 


[Excerpt] NEWS CENTER -- Minister of State and Deputy Prime Minister Turgut Ozal 
announced prior to his departure from Ankara for the OECD conference that "the 
Turkish monetary system will proceed to convertibility." 


Ozal said that “changes will be made in the Law for Protecting the Value of 
Turkish Currency, which presents certain obstacles to convertibility." 


Transition Preparations 


Ozal noted that the "Central Bank's adoption of the daily exchange rate system was 
in preparation for the transition to convertibility" and said the following: 


"We are preparing for the transition to convertibility in the Turkish monetary sys- 
tem. Shifting to the daily exchange rate system has a little to do with this. 

The banks will be getting used to applying the daily exchange rate system as is 
done in all Western countries. 


"Of course, we are planning to make certain changes in the Law for the Protection 
of the Value of Turkish Currency in order to adopt this practice, but the changes 
will take a little time.” 


Rediscount Drop Not Expected 
Touching on Central Bank deposit limits, Ozal said: 


"We do not expect an immediate drop in rediscount interest limits, because a drop 
in these rates is related to the attitude of the banks. If the banks reduce their 
credit interest rates, rediscount interest rates will have to deleine also. 


"I do not tiink the banks will be able to reduce their interest rates immediately. 
But interest rates will start to go down in time when they start looking for cus- 
tomers." 


Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of State Turgut Ozal pointed out that with the 
measures taken, inflation would level out at 30 percent and said, "The seven- 
headed monster called inflation has been brought down considerably from where it 
used to be with the measures which have been taken." 
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Turgut Ozal, who left yesterday tor Paris to attend the OECD contract conference, 
said the following, in summary, in a statement made at Yesilkoy Airport prior to 
hia departure: 


"We will attend the OECD contract conference to be held in Paris on Thursday, 

7 May. The present state of our economy is very different from last year and has 
begun to improve. On the other hand, jolte and difficulties are being seen in 
the economic situations of the countries aiding us. But our situation is still 
positive and encouraging to them. For this reason, we will not run into any 
problems in their needs this year.”

SEVERANCE PAY FUND BILL UNDER PREPARAT {ON 
Istanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 7 Mey 81 p 13 
[Article by Bulent Erdac] 


[Text] Ankara (HURRIYET) --It has been decided that the Labor Ministry ehould 
prepare the severance pay fund [SPF] bill and that the fund should be set up in 
the Central Bank. The SBF bill, which is to be completed by the end of May, will 
be debated and take final form in the Labor Assembly to be convened in early June. 


Meanwhile, the views which the Turkish Confederation of Employer Unions [TISK] 
will present in connection with the SPF bill at the Labor Assembly are known. The 
employers’ unions are proposing that workers subject to other labor laws as to 
severance pay be included in the fund also and are requesting that premiums to be 
paid into the fund be recorded as expenses. 


While earlier consideration had been given to preparation of the SPF bill by the 
Scoial Security Ministry and having the fund become an organization under the 
Social Security Organization, the view emerged as a result of talks held at the 
government level that the fund should be set up in the Central Bank. 


The Select Committee which Labor Minister Prof Dr Turhan Esener had set up began 
preparations of the SPF bill. 


Meanwhile, a report was prepared by the Turkish Confederation of Labor [TURK-IS] 
Legislation Committee to get the labor sector's thoughts on the severance pay fund. 


The report is to be discussed by the Confederation's executive board and placed on 
the Labor Assembly agenda. 


Employers Unions 


Parallel to the Labor Ministry's and TURK-IS' efforts, TISK also made its views 
on the fund known. 


The views which TISK considers necessary as to intent in the SPF law were reported 
as follows: 


"The fund should cover all situations in which severance pay is required and cause 
should not be given for duplication of payments. 
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"The premium rate to be paid into the fund should be determined scientifically. 
The legal ceiling for compensation to be paid by the fund will be collected, and 
the basic wage should also be the ceiiing for the premiums. 


"It should be clearly stated in the law that the premiums to be paid into the fund 
will be recorded as expenses. 


"Premiums deposited in the fund for the worker who is separated without right to 
severance pay should be returned to the employer. 


"Instead of establishing a separate organization for the fund, the Social Security 
Organization, a nationwide organization, should be used. 


"Workers subject to other labor laws as to severance pay should also come under 
the fund."

NORWAY, SWEDEN, NETHERLANDS REEVALUATE SOUTH AFRICA POLICIES

[Excerpts] The disclosure by the British anti-apartheid movement that South 
Africa is participating in oil exploration in the North Sea through a number of 
oil companies in Great Britain, Holland, Norway, and Sweden has created a poli- 
tical commotion in the four Western countries. 


According to a report from the movement, two South African controlled companies 
are part owners in six oil syndicates that have been licensed to recover oil in 
the British sector of the North Sea since the early 1970's. 


The two South African companies are Chartere:’ Consolidated, a British daughter 
company of the large South African mining syndicate Anglo American, and Union Oil 
Exploration, which is a British registered subsidiary of another South Africaa 
mining company, Federale Mynbou. 


Embarrassing 


The story is especially embarrassing for Norway, Holland, and Sweden, since the 
South African Anglo American is cooperating closely with state-owned companies in 
those three countries. 


The three companies are the Dutch DSM, Norsk Hydro, and “ enska Petroleum. Norway, 
Holland, and Sweden have all previously advocated an oil boycott of South Africa 

at the initiative of the United Nations Security Council. For many years, a number 
of oil exporting countries, including the OPEC countries, have refused to deliver 
oil to South Africa, 


On this background, the British anti-apartheid movement has called on Norway's 
foreign minister Knut Frydenlund to prevent South African companies from partici- 
pating in oil operations in the North Sea. 


Private Agreements 


Norway already has a private agreement with the foreign o.1 companies not to 
deliver oil to South Africa from the Norwegian sector of the North Sea.

more reassuring and stable. Here lies reformisa! 


By leaving in place a dozen of his ministers, including those who have been the 
mainstays of the cabinet since November 1976, the head of government has gambled 

n experience and record of service. By playing musical chairs with a dozen more, 
he announces changes and policies to comply with recent campaign promises, but no 
mafor change of course, And by calling on a half dozen new ministers, carefully 
yhosen for their loyalty and fidelity, Mr Levesque puts the accent on prudence and 
stability. The “big wind" of 1976 has disappeared with sovereignty-association. 
Now it is the hour of the assiduous administrators who know their positions, 
faithful and conservative stewards, 


Je certainly seem to have here a sober and very sensible cabinet, reflecting the 
liscreet style of the electoral campsign, and likely to satisfy the anxious and 
ymservat!ve mood of the Quebecois, But for social democracy which is not amenable 
plastic surgery, however skillful it may be--we will have to look elsewhere. The 
sreat adventure that was promised has given way to the eterility of regulations ard 
zero-growth administration. This fromidable challenge is manifested in several 
tructural changes which will have to be evaluated once they are in operation, but 
which are interesting at first glance. Thus, in imitation of what has been done 
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eleewhere, partleularly in Ottawa, it wae time to separate the miniatry of finance 
from the treasury council, Mr Parizeau loses a part of hie “empire” but he will 

be able to build himself another by channeling the formidable reservoir of Quebecois 
savings. The merger of housing with consumer protection is also in the nature of 
things, as te chat of income security with labor and manpower, As tor the new 
ministry of cultural communities and iomigration, one only hopes that it is not 
aimed at giving Mr Godin exclusive responsibility for anglophones and ethnic groups. 


The space reserved for new blood is quite meager, There are six new faces, but 
only one of them was a product of the 13 April elections. The other five have 
been deputies for at least 4 years, one of them from 1966 to 1970, 


By starting off with the naming of ministers Biron and Frechette, the prime minister 
acquite himself, in a way, of a debt of honor to the defunct Union National [UN}, 
The UN--renewed and dressed up to look modern--is now the PQ, And “Mr Levesque is 

te prothet! 


By bringing “young” bertrand and Marcoux into the cabinet, Mr Levesque gave a 
polite tip of the hat to initiative, along with the loyalty and the team spirit of 
the deputies from Vanter and Rimouski, 


And in giving rapid promotion to Ms Leblanc-Bantey and Ms Marois (the only truly 
new face), the prime minister is only giving back to women the two posts they 
occupied before the departure of Ms Payette and the defeat of Ma Ouellette, 


But by leaving aside Ms Louise Harel, the PO vice president who is also responsible 
for women's iseuves, President Levesque carefully shuts the door to the so-called 
radical and dissident wing to the PQ. The new deputy from Maisonneuve seemed better 
prepared than her colleague from La Peltrie to take over from Ms Payette, but she 
might have jeopar .zed a tranquil, if not tranquillizing, cabinet. No spoil-<sports, 
no prima donnas! 


There is no other way to explain the fact that a man so experienced, such an ardent 
trade unionist as the new deputy trom Prevost, Mr Robert Dean, should be confined 

t i “backbencher” role, He could also upset big business whose confidence has so 
recently deen won. 


What can one say about the demoting of Belleval and Vaugeois to the rank of simple

POLL SHOWS CONTINUED DECLINE FOR SOCIAL DEMOCRATS 
Copenhagen AKTUELT in Danish 31 Mar 81 p 10 


[Text] The Conservative Party, the Socialist People's Party, and the Radical 
Liberals would advance if a parliamentary election were held today and the Social 
Democrats, the Progressive Party, the Center-Democrats, the Christian People's 
Party, and the Single-Tax Party would decline. This was revealed by a voter 

poll conducted by ALM and Borsen between 2 and 15 March. 


The Social Democrats received 36.0 percent of the votes. That is 2.3 percent 
below the parliamentary election in October 1979. The Conservatives advanced from 
12.5 to 15.8 percent. The Radical Liberals also gained ground and the same is 
true of the Socialist People's Party and the Liberal Party. 


Coalition Parties Decline 


The government's two coalition parties, the Center-Democrats and the Christian 
People's Party, are both above the 2 percent limit, but both parties have de- 
clined since the last election. The Socialist People's Party has advanced by 1.4 
percent. The Left-Soctalist Party remains unchanged at 3.6 percent, while the 
Commuiists are weaker than ever with only 1.4 percent of the voters. 


Conservative Advance 


Compared to the most recent Gallup poll in BERLINGSKE TIDENDE for the period from 
to 20 March, the greatest difference is that AIM gives the Conservative Party 

a considerably higher share of the votes. Gallup's most recent tally gave the 

Conservatives only 13.4 percent--their lowest figure since October 1980.

CONSERVATIVE PARTY CONTINUES RISE DESPITE INTERNAL STRIFE

[Text] In a couple weeks the Conservative Party will have been in oppos‘tion for 
15 years. In less than 2 weeks it will hold its party congress in Helsinki's 
Finlandia House where a new outlook will be sought for the party and the ineffec- 
tiveness of the government's present people's front will be criticized -- as has 
been done in seven previous congresses. 


The people's front government, which began in May 1966 and excluded the Conserva- 
tive Party, has meant years of growth for the party; the Conservative Party has 
joubled the number of its voters and has clearly grown to become the country's 
second largest party. It has handily moved ahead of the Center Party and the 
Communists. 


since the time that Rafael Paasio's leftwing and center government began to func- 
tion on 27 May 1966 chairmen Juha Rihtniemi, Harri Holkeri, and Ilkka Suominen 
have attempted in turn to guide the Conservative Party into the government. All 
without success. 


Now Suominen is, however, closer to the goal than any of his predecessors. The 
continuing growth of the Conservative Party and the split down the middle in the 
SKDL--SKP [Finnish Peoples Democratic League--Finnish Communist Party] as well as 
the shrinking of the political center have changed the political picture, and the 
entry of the Conservative Party into the government is no longer an impossibility 
within the next few years. 


Acceptable to Court 
rina its years in opposition the Conservative Party has succeeded in shaking off 
the foreign policy suspicions that have burdened it for such a long time, and pre- 
ently the party is in spite of its small rightwing faction acceptable to court 
from a foreign policy point of view. 
Praise for its foreign policy views was recently received by the Conservative 
Party from such a prestigious quarter as the Finland--Scviet Union Society's 
llrman, Counciior of State Martti Miettunen, who is known to frequently say 
what the president thinks. 
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After a rather exhaustive battle Holkeri succeeded during his term as chairman in 
bringing the Conservative Party's majority behind President Kekkonen and the 
official foreign policy line. 


The majority of the Conservative Party's parliamentary faction voted for Kekkonen's 
exception act in 1973, and again in the elections of 1978 Kekkonen was also the 
Conservative Party presidential candidate. 


During the electéon campaign Kekkonen iightened the foreign policy load of the 
‘onservative Party by including the party in the moderate rightwing. In the same 
connection he labeled the Christian League and the Constitutionalist Party as 
extreme rightwing. 


During Ilkka Suominen's term es chairman the Conse) vative Party has become anchored 
more securely than ever before in the Paasikivi-Kekkonen line “without adding to 
or deducting anyt’.1ng from it”. 


Chairman Suominen's speech a week ago, in which he doubted the Christian League's 
trustworthiness with respect to foreign policy, was an indication of the sign of 
the times and the change in the traditional role of the Conservative Party. 


A Pekkas Party 


In addition to foreign policy, the Holkeri-Suominen dominated Conservative Party 
has adopted a moderate opposition policy. Indeed, in recent years it has many 
times appearec to be more of a ruling party than an opposition party. 


A patent explanation for this can be found in the party; the government must, 
knowing the parliamentary power of the Conservative Party, take its views into 
consideration in discussing and adopting proposed legislation. 


Charateristic of the opposition policy of the Conservative Party was its behavior 
during the winter and spring income policy battle. The Conservative Party stood 
behind the Pekkas-solution more firmly than the Center Party, not to mention the 
‘ommunists. It is no wonder that the Conservative Party was christened as a 
Pekkas-party during the spring. 


The domestic policy cuideline for Suominen's Conservative Party has been the old 
Holkeri doctrine, according to which the Conservative Party is "always spiritually 
a ruling party” supporting the prevailing order.

The party leadership is being forced to experience 
the problem predicted by its political opponents: it is difficult to everyone's 
friend at the same time. Opponents have for a long already labelled the Conser- 
vative Party as more of an election alliance than a political party. 


Similar voices ave also been heard from within the Conservative Party. Pentti 
Maki-Hakola, * carty's rightwing voice, a while back accused the Conservative 
Party of being a department store of ideas, in which sooner or later there will be 
a conflict. 


The Conservative Party's Diet faction is without a doubt a considerable collection 
of ine duals pulling in different directions. Recent legislative skirmishes 
have indicated that the party leadership has a considerable opposition in “he 
faction. 


In this legislative squabble MP Matti Pelttari, who has acquired a leftwing label, 
stated that this conflict is once again an indication of the Conservative Party's 
inability to make group decisions. Pelttari even stated that he has frequently 
pondered “how such a faction could bear responsibility for the government”. He 
noted that the Diet faction still needs "a hell of a lot more practice”. 


The years of opposition have, however, been considerably easy for the Conserva- 
tive Party's Diet faction compared to what a stint in the government would mean. 
One can only imagine how the faction will be kept unified behind the government 
Since it does not seem to be able to do this even in opposition. 


Willing and Able 


Much has been said about che Conservative Party's entry into the government. The 
larger the party has become, the more vocal ire its demands for a parliamentary 
ilternative. 


few years ago at a Conservative Party election celebration President Kekkonen 
ad to correct "a mistake arising from a discussion", according to which the 
lection defeat of a certain party in itself would automatically entitle the 
‘onservative Party to government power and responsibility.

MAKNO OPINION POLL AMONG PCI MEMBERS

[Text] Milan== Beginning next week, Italy's pro-Boviet party will have an official 
organ, edited by communist cardholders spread throughout the sections of the PCI 
(italian Communist Party |. The choice of the editor-in-chief has not yet been 
made, and it is clearly 4 rather hard choice, having a6 it does to fulfill several 
requisites: The person chosen must obviously carry weight within the PCI«-if not 
@ towering figure, then at least one who represents something in the eyes of its 
rank and file members. The search, however, has been narrowed down to a choice 
from among the Rome followers of Ambrogio Donini and the Milan followers of 
Alessandro Vaia, both these men having been close collaborators of Pietro Secchia 
and remained identified with the myth of a revolutionary and pro-Goviet communist 
party. But this new initiative is aleo attracting members of later generations, 
who are grouping their support around it. They include above all some former 
federation officials, now in their fifties, who wece pushed aside to make room for 
the younger members and have ended up in those elephante' graveyards that are the 
commercial firme linked to the PCI and doing import-export business with the East 
European countries. 


The new voice of the “integrationalists” of the PCI will appear under an unsignifi- 
cant masthead: INTERSTAMPA | literally, “interpress" |, which has already been 
registered with the Rome judiciary. It will be ec in the unassuming garb of 
@ press agency. It will circulate ae @ weekly and will report on every initiative 
assumed by the East European countries in favor of proletarian internationalicna 
and detente, as well as, tenaciously, on the rearmament race among the Nato 
countries. But what will be new about this initiative will not be its Language, 
not the forcefulness of the stands it may be expected to take, but rather the fact 
of its intent to establish ties with those hard-core communists who have remained 
more loyal to the Kremlin than to Botteghe Oscure. 


Thus, one of those situations will be created, which are not rare in the history 
of the PCI, in which the term “fractionalism” is normally invoked and expulsion 
resorted to. The attendant risks have of course been carefully evaluated 
during the preparatory meetings, but the conclusion has been reached that an

In eum, the promoters of INTERSTAMP), know they can count on 
a kind Of coneealed though nonetheless effective protection: Initiatives such as 
the one they have undertaken are certein to be looked upon with favor by the Bast 
Ruropean countries, and an open condemnation by the PC, would be the prelude to 
an even deeper rupture with those countries. But how substantial is the pro- 
Soviet rank and file to which thie “agency” will relate? A highly significant 
indication is provided by the Makno Institute, which over the past several weeks 
has conducted a poll for L'RSPRESSO, interviewing 400 PCI cardholders selected 
from among some 50 sections spread throughout Italy. It finds that the strength 
of the most outepokenly pro-Boviet wing of the PCI ranges from 4 minimum of 6-7 
percent and attains even 15 percent in cases where it succeeds in merging with 
that grouping of members that falle in officially with the PCI line but that has 
more than a little trouble following the pro-Western evolution of the leadership 
group. This latent and subtle dissidence is expressed ir the following responses 
to the Makno questionnaire: “The PCI should maintain a more unitary attitude 
toward the UBER" (13 percent of those interviewed); “The USER counterbalances the 
American imperialienm and helps the peoples of the third world” (32 percent); “If 
the USGR were to invade Poland the PCI should abstain from taking a position, 
Sinee it would be an internal affair of the Warsaw Pact” (14.5 percent). Flanking 
these views, which we might term nostalgic, is a core that is markedly more 
polemically inclined with regard to the PCI, that consists of a little over 6 per- 
cent of the membership, that considers the USSR a model of socialism to be imita- 
ted, and that has elected as ideal leaders Stalin for the past, and Brezhnev and 
Cunhal for the present. 


There is therefore 4 sector of the PCI, a kind of silent minority, entirely 
spontaneous and leaderless, which perhaps awaits only the medium to which to 
entrust the store of discontent it has accumulated during these years in which the 
PCI, besides widening its separation from the USSR, has also rejuvenated radically 
the political staffing of the party. During the last decade, for example, the 
major federations have had a turnover of almost 70 percent of their respective 
cadres, obviously creating a substantial group of dissatisfied and nostalgic men- 
bere. And it is precisely to these party cadres prematurely set aside that those 
who are organizing the dissent of the “sole and true left" are directing their 
attention, sinee in the opinion of the latter the opposition led by Pietro Ingrao 
is nothing other than one of the many aspects of the ideological revisionism that 
has been wracking the PCI and that at times has assumed more “liberal” attitudes 
than has the opposition of the right led by Amendola. 


This analysis is not entirely mistaken, in that, based on the responses to the 
Makno questionnaire, there emerges a grouping composed of members of the Amendola 
right wing as well as members of the liberal left close to the views of Pietro 
Ingrao.

The fact that in 
the ratings given to living communist leaders none of the exponents of the “right” 
among them attained a significant percenctage-~-neither Napolitano, nor Carrillo, 
nor Deng Xiaoping--indicates hat the above views are the product of a mixture of 
the more liberal of the tendencies that exist today in the PCI. It seems logical 
therefore to suppose that the preference of this grouping centers on the name 

of Pietro Ingrao, who registered a 20 percent showing aginst Berlinguer's 60 per- 
cent. It must be noted, however, that the consensus favoring the official party 
line and the most prescriptive of the decisions adopted by the PCI can be estima- 
ted at around 70 percent of the merbership, which could represent a very high 
percentage if compared with the other Italian parties, although a relatively low 
one if one considers that until a short time ago the decisions of the PCI leader- 
ship received unanimous consensuses, at the summit as well as at the base of its 
structure. The remaining 30 percent 1m be divided, generally speaking, in half 
between the liberal wing anc the orthodox wing of the party. Although until now, 
however, the first of these has seemed the more dynamic of the two and has created 
a goodly number of difficulties for the party leadership, it is not hard to fore- 
see that from now on the most active signs of life will be coming from the pro- 
Soviet wing. 


Those undertaking today to rally and channel the discontent that is rife in this 
faction of the party are certainly not seeking a traumatic break or trying to 
provoke an expulsion; ixdeed, splits in the PCI's left have never had much eiec- 
toral backing. If anything, should the split between the PCI and the USSR widen, 
the objective of this group would be to create a situation of serious embarrass- 
ment to the PCI. In this regard, a magic word is already going round among the 
pro-Soviet members, whic is also a working guideline: “Catalonia,” the region in 
Spain where the pro-Soviuts have ousted Carrillo's men from the leadership of 
the local communist party. On a more modest scale, the aim of the Italian pro- 
Soviets will probably be ‘o exploit the possibilities of debate achieved by the 
liberal wing and to work toward getting their own men into key positions of 
leadership of a few federations.

COLOMBO INTERVIEWED ON NATO COUNCIL SESSION 
Naples IL MATTINO in Italian 8 May 61 p 3 
[Interview with Minister of Foreign Affairs Emilio Colombo by Stefano Silvestri) 


[Text} Rome--Italy “best in the class" in the NATO Council session 
held in the last few days in Rome? We discussed it with the minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, Emilio Colombo. If we expected an agitated 
Colombo, we were disappointed. The man cannot wait to solve the un- 
solvable, but he has his own philosophy that he applies somewhat to 
every situation: "It is necessary to have things go together, with- 
out having the reciprocal requirements end by blocking every initia- 
tive, but with a sure overall logic." 


[Question] What do you mean? 


[Answer] The first application of this principle is prec‘sely in the most critical 
point of all; that is to say in detente, which must succeed in proceeding in step 
with a strengthening of the [Atlantic] Alliance. The two processes may be connected, 
without restricting each other reciprocally. The recent meeting in Rome is a clear 
demonstration of that. Rather, the strengthening of the Alliance became the very 
framework that is making a concrete resumption of detente possible. 


[Question| But you are leaving ovt an important factor. The Russians do not seem 
to be much concerned over making things easy for us. And what do we do, detente 
without the Russians (and with the Americans with a twisted face)? 


[Answer| Of course we are asking the Soviets for concrete steps. But it is not 
true that any inclination is lacking. They have expressed a desire to continue on 
the path of the SALT agreements and on the path of negotiations on weapons in Europe. 
[Question] But has it not been a very Limited inclination? 


[Answer] Limited perhaps, but not lacking in sincerity. I repeat that of course we 
are not satisfied with words. We want concrete deeds. 


[Question] And admitting that these deeds are there, how do you think that it will 
be possible to move forward? The Americans talk about linkage; that is to say link- 
ing disarmament negotiations to Soviet behavior in the world. And the USSR is not 
there. 








\Anewer| wsevertheless, it must be there. Actually it has already been there. In 
1972, the two superpowers reached a kind of comprehensive overall agreement. I 
would eall Le almost a second Yalta in which, however, they did not think about 
dividing up the world among themselves, but rather about working out a code of mu- 
tual conduct. They established a criterion of moderation that wae the premise tor 
detente. 


[Question] But it did not function long. 


|Anmeewer) No, it is true. For example, there was Angola. But in that case, which 
started the process of regression, there were also European errors. If we had had, 
at that time, a better awareness of things, it might possibly have gone differently. 
Our political absence precipitated the situation. Then came Ethiopia, Yemen, Af- 
ghanistan, and Russia decided to follow the wrong course. 


[Question] And now? 
\Anewer| Now there is an attempt to rediscover detente. 


(Question) What the Russians still cali competitive coexistence? But is it not a 
little different from detente? 


.Anewer| Not too different. It all consists in understanding each other. It is 
one thing to be in competition with permissible means and something quite cifferent 
to support militarily a movement that is trying to seize power or frankly to rely on 
military intervention. It is a matter of code of conduct. 


[Question] Mister Minister, you have spoken of European errors in the case of An- 
gola. Now the hot spot is in the Middle East and the Europeans are seeking to be 
present there.

|Answer| There is both divergence and convergence. The Reagan Administration is 
trying to regain a certain world leadership capability.

We 
must especially avoid in every way the rebirth of a eplit between the European line 
and the Mediterranean line, which would paralyze us.

We are aware that Ethio- 
pia hae a substantially different regime from ours and an international position 
oriented toward the Soviet Union and the eastern countries. Because Ethiopia is 

4a nodal country in the region of the Horn of Africa, we believe that 4 dialogue 
should be sterted by Italy and, if possible, by Europe.

{Excerpt} The Norwegian Trade Union Federation surprisingly voted by 156 votes 
to 129 in favor of a resolution calling for a treaty to establish Sweden, 
Finland, Norway and Denmark as a ouclear-free sone and to prohibit the use of 
nuclear arme either on or from Norwegian soil either in war or peacetime. 


The proposal had been raised earlier during the congress, but was raised again 


during the resolution's debate by Norwegian Transport Workers Union Deputy 
Chairman Odd Bach. 


In @ commentary to ARBEIDERBLADET Prime Minis*er Gro Harlem Brundtland said that 
the congress declaration--which embraces the sone and nuclear arms resolutions-- 
taken as a whole means full support for the Labor Party's program. Wow that 

the congress has decided to go further, only time will tell whether it is possible 
to succeed in implementing the definite line which the Trade Union Federation has 
backed. 


Without going into greater detail on the Trade Union Federation resolution on 
reaching a formal agreement fixing the four Nordic countries as a nuclear-free 
zone, she eaid that it wae precisely in thie form that euch a tone would be 
difficult to bring shout.

PAPER COMMENTS ON LO CONGRESS, LABOR PARTY PROGRAM

{Editorial} 


{Text} A strong increase in lay-offs: the door is being closed for an in- 
creasing number, That ie yesterday's front page headline of ARBETDER-BLADET. 

The government organ can tell that lay-offs from Norwegian work places are now 
spreading like wildfire over large parce of the country. At the end of March 4,200 
people were laid off from their jobs and that is 1,800 more than at the same time 
last year. A total of 7,400 employers now have shortened work hours, an increase 
of 3,900 since 1980. 


This serious tendency, which is aleo considered a serious problem by the government 
organ reflects a situation that has for a long time characterized the deve lopment 
of Norwegian industry: weakened competition power, decreasing profitability and 
thereby cute in the form of lay-offs or diemissals. 


In the statistics of unemployment Norway is indeed in a more advantageous situation 
than any other industrial country, but nobody can hide the fact that branches facing 
competition are finding it increasingly difficult to keep going. An alarming 

deve lopment in prices and coste combined with an economic policy that over a pertod 
of time has lost more and more of ite growth power within Norwegian business re- 
presents an increasing threat against che work places. And this is the situation 
regardless of the ofl billions that no doubt have given us a unique position in 
comparison to several other countries. 


The front page of ARBEIDERBLADET and the harsh reality that large sectors of our 
economic life are currently facing are above all a verdict of the thoughtless 

and disappointing politics pursued by varying Labor Party governmente for the 
past 9 years. Industry production continues to be lower than in 1974 and we are 
losing shares of the market both at home and abroad. If the slogan "work for all" 
is to be more than an empty phrase a different kind of policy is required than the 
one the Labor Party has been pursuing so far. When it is said in the reports from 
the LO [Norwegian Federation of Trade Unions) that unemployment must not become 

a bargaining issue we can hardly perceive this in any other way than being 
addressed to the present government. That is namely where the responsibility is. 
And when it comes to the steadily more disturbing inflation problem we do in any 
case know with certainty that nobody is less suited to solve this than the Labor 
Party iteelf. That is shown by experience. 








With thie background it may for many people seem a little stranger-even quite 
inconsequent«*when it ie emphasised at the LO that the most important thing te now 
to lay the political foundation for a continued Labor Party government. 
Realistically seen, it can hardly be the security of the businesses and the work 
places that are the main concern, It seeme ae if other considerations are sore 
important right thie minute.

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FRYDENLUND REORGANIZES FOREIGN MINISTRY DISARMAMENT EFFORT

[Text] The Minietry for Foreign Affaire has now finished the introductory phase of 
ite intensive work to etrengthen the efforte for military control and disarmament. 
It has published a "blue bock’ with a survey of the activities of the Department 
within the field and it has now also appointed four work groupe with a deadline 

in June to present sketches of ideas for a possible increase in Norwegian action. 
The program ie ambitious but according to Foreign Minister Knut FPrydenlund the 
attitude ie now that the Ministry for Foreign Affairs should become geared toward 
disarmament. 


At a seminar that the Ministry for Foreign Affairs recently held in cooperation 
wich the government committee for military control and disarmament clear criticiem 
was presented by the committee chairman Helge Sivertsen: 


"Our society has not supplied enough resources for the incredibly demanding tasks 
represented by military control and disarmament. The present ecarcity of resources 
should not limit this sector which is a priority within our foreign policy.” he 
said. Foreign Minister Frydenlund was, however, of the opinion that even if the 
Foreign Service is emall in relation to the size of the population, experience has 
shown that when the officials direct their energies to a certain matter results 

are produced. 


"What matters is not the number of heads, but the quality,” he said. 

Frydenlund meant all the same that it is problematic for Norway to coordinate our 
thinking with what is generally happening in Europe. He probably was thinking 

of the cooperation that among other thinge is taking place informally within 

the EF countries also in this area. 


He generally referred to the four work groups that are appointed to present view- 
points within the areas of consequence analysis, disarmament activities in Europe, 
export rules for nucleophysical materials and chemical weapons. Secretary of State 
Johan Jorgen Holset emphasized during his survey of the groups’ work that a gap 
between the goal declared by the nations and what is actually done in military 
control and disarmament had been noticed. He was of the opinion that one should 
develop a codex for proceedings or a moral norm in this context and he pointed out 
consequence analyses as an important link in thie work.

"Neaides we can aleo consider gathering reporte of the defense budgets of the 
different countries eo that we can eliminate some of the insecurity that marke 
the situation of today," said Holet and emphasized that one might consider taxing 
the defense funda that are going to the developing countries.

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CHRISTIAN PARTY TO MEET RESISTANCE ON ABORTION STAND

[Text] The chairman of the Christian People's Party, Kare Kristiansen ~ and 
many of his party fellows ~ feel a need to use the unnoble art of making excuses 
in order to defend the efforts that the party has made to try to force representa~ 
tives of other parties to take a certain stand in the abortion matter. In an 
article in AFTENPOSTEN on Thureday Kare Kristiansen stated that he wante to turn 
the entire thing into a question about whether the Christian People's Party has 
demanded that other parties shall support ite program formulation in the abortion 
matter. Everybody knows that this is not the case, and that is not the crucial 
point either. The program of the Christian People's Party, determined at the 
national meeting, commite only the Christian Party. Nobody tries to force any 
party to give up ite program or to assume attidues it considers wrong. 


But the Christian People's Party wants to dictate what the members of the other 
parties of a conservative coalition government should think in the abortion matter 
through ite unified resolution at the national meeting. They ought to guarantee-- 
in advance--that the law about the individual's right to abortion will be rescinded. 
Regardless of the opinion of the individual government member one is expected to 
please give in to what the representatives of the Christian People's Party--and 

in the government they will be in clear minority--have demanded: that their 

stand should be that of the whole government. That is an ultimatum. 


Kristiansen tries to make it look as if it is the Conservative Party that is 
presenting ultimate demands, in order to avoid negotiations about its resolution 
in the matter. Then the laid-off railway director was at full speed on the wrong 
track. Because the Conservative Party has in no way said that it is unwilling to 
discuss an improved abortion law. The Conservative Party has never demanded that 
the Christian People's Party shall take any other stand in the matter than what it 
considers right. It is quite unequivocally said that the Christian People's Party 
may very well retain their attitude in a matter that for it, as well as for many 
others, is a matter of conscience. Neither the Conservative Party nor a third 
coalition partner, the Center Party, has tried to force the Christian People's 
Party to take any other stand than the one that the party's national meeting has 
determined. 
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For our own sake we would !tke to clarify thie for Kare Kristiansen and hie party 
members: The Christian -cvople's Party may certainly, in a government, be of a 
different opinion in the abortion matter and promote proposale regarding the 
legislacion that are considered appropriate by the party. The party's Storting group 
may have full reason to promote proposals regarding the same law, in case the 
Christian People's Party's etand does not gain the majority in a conservative coal- 
tion government, Sut neither in the government nor in the Storting can the 

Chriatian People's Party demand, in adwance, that the representatives of other 
parties shall give in to what Kare Kristiansen and hie party members may consider 

to be right. Others aleo have a right to have their opinion and to fight for ic, 


The Christian People's Party also knows so very well that even if the ministers 

of a coalition government, for the sake of cooperation, would give in to it, there 
ie no guarantee that ite stand would gain the majority of the Storting. That 
would be the case if the majority of the government would support the Christian 
People's Party's actual etand in the abortion tesue or the “time for the right to 
abortions" that ie set for the party's participation in the government. For the 
representatives of the Conservative Party continue to have a free stand in this 
matter. They should be able to vote according to their conviction, That right 
applies not only to the representatives of the Ghrietian People's Party. And what 
would happen if such a vote in the Storting would go against the Christian People's 
Party? Are they then going to pull out of the government as a protest against 

the majority of the Storting? 


To the extent that a conservative coalition government ehall determine a member's 
stand on abortion, it fe in this case, ae in others, necessary to reach a unified 
view through discussions. In that way nobody can form rigid attitudes in advance.

AD MEETING, SOARES' VICTORY AT PS CONGRESS DISCUSSED 
Lisbon EXPRESSO in Portuguese ¥ May 81 p 2

(Text) 1. The Lessons of a Meeting 


It ie impossible to fail to mention (and evaluate) two events of last week, one at: 
the very beginning and the other right at the end of the week, 


The first of those events that cannot go unnoticed by a normal observer was the meet- 
ing held by the Democratic Alliance [AD} in Lisbon in the Campo Pequeno. 


In a few words, tt ispossible to summarize as follows the basic lessons of this meet- 
ing, the first one since 4 December 1980: 


a. Democratic Alliance was capable of ma a good mobilization of masses at an 
appreciably negative time for the government's image (especially in Lisbon), both 
owing to the recent price rises and to the labor movement that preceded May Day. 
This vitality of AD was al) the more surprising, if the fact is recalled that all 
the while the PS was in office it never succeeded in organizing mass demonstrations 
in support of its government activity. 


b. Goncalo Ribeiro Teles picked up again a previous statement by Francisco Pinto 
Balsemao, who said goodby to a government agreement with the PS, and put forth right 
away the idea of a reorganization of AD for the 1984 parliamentary elections, an 
idea that seemed to have a good reception in areas of the PSD [Social Democratic 
Party] and of the CDS [Social Democratic Center Party], In this state of affairs, 
there began to loom up on the horizon an additional factor of consolidation of AD-- 
belief in its durabil'ty and a wager on its reorganization by 1984. 


c. The complementarity of the speeches by Diogo Freitas do Amaral and Francisco 
Pinto Balsemao was also perceptible. Amaral spoke on constitutional revision in a 
rather well-studied but undeniably well-written text, and Balsemao spoke extempora- . 
neous ly concerning the government's activity. This complementarity seems to imply 
the stress placed by the AD leaders on an increasing rapprochement of positions. 


d. Although the topics concerning specific disputes between the government and 
Eanes were frankly developed by the presidents of PSD and CDS (with the emergence 














of a particularly violent spontaneous watchword against President Eanes), to tell 
the truth not even these topics were the high spot of the meeting, and this watch- 
word did not take on excessive importance in comparison with others, moreover, 
framed by the organization of the meeting. The dominant topics of this demonatra~ 
tion were probably the broad lines of conatitutional revision by the AD, support of 
the — and the tesue of a possible extension of the Democratic Alliance be— 
yond 1 ° 


e. Finally, an event must be recorded that cannot be minimized when thought is 
given to the future of the AD in the short and medium term. Whether it is liked 
much or Little, the fact is that AD succeeded in creating a dynamics of unity par- 
ticularly strong in many of its political support bases. 


2. Coalition and Coalitions 


An election or government cvalition normally does not go beyond being an aggregate 
of parties that come to an agreement with each other during a transitory period, for 
election purposes or in order to guarantee the exercise of government authority until 
different results make new party combinations possible or necessary. Therefore, the 
dynamics of unity in normal coalitions have very definite limite both in the field 
of ideology and in the field of strategy and even in the field of tactics. 


It suffices for us to recall the example of another election ont existing among us the 
FRS [Republican and Socialist Front], in order to understand the limitation of this kind 
of party association. A government plan specifying the distribution of ministerial 
portfolios for the leaders of the three parties was never revealed. With regard 

to the draft of the constitutional revision, the ASDI [Independent Social Democra- 

tic Association] decided unilaterally to put its draft forward (it is known that 

this was due to a certain amount of impatience on the part of Jorge Miranda), even 
before there was a joint document, outlining the front's basic options. 


The FRS has not yet found a clear, convincing unity logic. 
The example of the AD deserves special analysis. 


For a long time, some observers minimized the wnity dynamics of AD, which does not 
prevent the programmatic differentiation and the specificity of each of the three » 
parties, but it stresses its convergence much beyond the normal aspects of a govern- 
ment coalition. 


Nevertheless, that dynamics has actually been created, especially in wany support 
bases of the Alliance parties, although there vas or p:rsisted attrition or dis- 
sention at the leadership levels of the parties. That tendency was already evident 
during 1980. But, regardless of how strange it may seem, it increased with the 
death of Sa Carneiro and Amaro da Costa. 


In spite of the death of the two leading AD strategists, it was precisely that dis- 
appearance that created the martyrs of the Alliance's project. Because a political 
project always gains more strength, if it can take refuge in the shadow of one or 
more figures whose death under tragic circumstances was a factor of unity and a 
symbol of cohesion. 











Now, what this week's meeting revealed (unexpectedly even for this analyst) was the 
strength of the appeal resulting from the factor represented by the hecitage of Sa 
Carneiro and Amaro da Costa, picked up by their continuators, 


And thie strength ie so great that that it ie succeeding in superimposing itself on 
the factere of separation or of conflict within AD, 


De the PSD and the CDS have reciprocal recriminations, especially at the level of 
the leeal governmmente’? That is probably true, but the externalisation of those dif 
ferences is attenuated immediately . the imperative requirements for convergence. 





Was Francisco Pinto Baleemaco — politician who strictly speaking could be regarded as 
one of the PSD leaders least in line with the epirit of AD? Now hear him talking as 
prime @inieter of the AD government and see the orthodox manner in which he seems to 
interpret the project mentioned above. 


ie there talk of differences of opinion between Cavaco Silva and Morais Leitao, or 
of the different pointe of view of an Burico de Melo and of a Fernando Amaral’ is 
there talk of the Janue-faced AD (@ partly true statement, made by an apprentice 
analyst, unfortunately with a Limited audience, in epite of his persistence)’ 


All thie may be true, but it ie no less true that, beyond what separates and eplite 
the high=sounding names of the top level of AD, that which brings their respective 
rank-and-file together remains and is being strengthened to 4 considerable degree. 


3}. Summer Reflection 


This does not mean that the AD government does not still have to reflect very earn- 
estly on ite action, especially since the summer of 1980. This reflection may even 
mean revamping. 


What we should Like to point out is that summary-leseon of last Monday's meeting: 
more than support of the government, gore than confidence in a common plan for re- 
vision of the constitution, what gobilized the thousands of AD sympathizers present 


in Campo Pequeno wae adherence to belief in a plan, strengthened by finding the mar- 
tyre, without whom that adherence would lose auch of its symbolism and emotional 


content. 
4. The Imperative Need for Staying 
The week began with the AD meeting and is ending with the PS Congress. 


A congrese in which 4 strategy line appeared vaguely reported to the National Se- 
cretariat of the party. 


So vaguely reported that Mario Soares was easily able to win over opponents who vere 
not capable of submitting an alternative, of affirming 4 unity of positions, of de- 
fining themselves positively, Limiting themselves to uniting negatively in a rejec- 
tion of Soares’ leadership. 


Because of a1) thie and also because of a few gore gratuitous errors committed in 
full ewing, the line of the secretariat is to be defeated inexorably in this week- 
end's congress. 
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Simply, the fact that ite principal offielale will be defeated in thie confronta~ 
tien does not mean that the resulte of the congress must be interpreted ae a4 total, 
definitive and irreversible defeat, 


Piret of all, it would be 4 mistake to identify the loss of « battle, even crucial, 
with the lose of 4 war, especially when many of these leaders are 15 or 20 years 
younger than Mario Soares. 


In the second place, even defeated, some of those leaders have political and tech=- 
nical Competence needed by Mario Soares and to whom he will have to have recourse 
in one of the next turne of history. 


in the third place, those leaders have revealed some capability for mobilizing the 
party's rank-and-file, because it cannot be forgotten that, although it ie true that 
Mario Soares won overwhelmingly in the vote of the members, the secretariat wae 
amply supported by the party's most active militante. 


Finally, it ie known that Mario Soares has an exceptional instinct of Leadership, 
but two-thirds of hie leading supporters are as loyal and devoted to his person 
ae they are indescribably Little presentable in terms of political -governmental 
credibility. 


In one word, what is going to happen to many leaders in the secretariat is that they 
ate going to get ready for a certain “crossing of the wasteland” with regard to 
specific taske of the current management of PS, in the knowledge that, sooner or 
later, their own worth will have weight in terms of politi. .1] affirmation. 
‘ 

And they especially will not make the fatal mistake made by many PSD dissidents who 
left the party convinced that the time had come for launching something stronger 
and more lasting, alienating the main maneuvering room that they still had. 


it should be added that within the secretariat's line there is a bit of everything 
and our words refer to prominent names like, for example, Vitor Constancio, among 
others. 


it ie now more questionable that the list of sembers of the secretariat who are 
also going to deal cards tomorrow may include politicians who have not yet perceived 
the difference between the provincial dimension of their emall bailiwick and the 
actual dimension of the real country. Politicians more expert in the demagoguery 
of words than sure of themselves in the logic of deeds. There is no better ex- 
ampie than Antonio Arnaut. 


5. Strong Leadership, but Weak Content 


Thus, next Sunday night, 4 victorious Mario Soares will come out of the large door 
of the PS Congress. 


A Mario Soares who has shown that he still has a strong ‘cadership capability and 
that now and in the near future he is irreplaceable at the head of the PS. 


A Mario Soares who already appeared as the winner in the quiet televised conversa- 
tion that he had this week with three interviewers, one of whom was an AD deputy. 
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Maric Soares on television was up te himself, Winner in the congress, Undieputed 
leaders of PS. Dramatic lack of ideological content in the greatest variety of 
fields on which he had to take 4 stand, 


In the behavior of any political leader, there are different dimensions, related to 
each other, but that it is theoretically possible to separate: 


The ideological dimension, 
The political-programmatic dimension, 
The personal leadership (and charisma) dimension. 


A political leader has to have a definite ideology. We has to know how to apply 
that ideology te the real probleme of the country in which he lives, giving them 
concrete anewere. He gust know how to establish priorities and meane for action, 
both with regard to the party foree that he guides and in relations with the etrat- 
egies of the other parties, and, finally, he hase to provide an effective leader- 
ship involving 4 complex network of statutory and personal relations on which the 
team of associates on whom he counts, the internal support that he motivates, the 
competence of the officiale available to him, the meane of liaison with the rank- 
and-file that he maintains and promotes depend. 


In the field of personal leadership, Mario Soares is the greatest. 


In statutory etructure, in personal relations, in digressions on internal balances 
in PS, no one excele over him. Partially rigid in some cases, partially flexible 
in others, he has an anewer to the overwhelming ority of the issues that come 
up in thie field. And he has chariems without «4 t. 









On the other hand, Mario Soares still has an immense vacuum in the ideological and 
political-governmental fields. 


Private banks’ Well, maybe yes, maybe oo. Delimitation of sectors’? Yes, no, per- 
haps. Increase in the cost of living’ Without dowbt the standard of living. Mem- 
bership in the BEC’ Talke with heads of government, with EEC member countries, in- 
stead of the figures that he does not know or of the Treaty of Rome and of the law 
derived from it with which he ie waguely familiar. Ideology? te ‘t going to be 
discussed and until then is it premature to put forth aany ideas of his own, con- 
crete »fogrammatic proposals’? That distaste of someone whe does not like to study 
“files.” In short, it is a titanic, inconclusive effort to discuss ideological or 
programmatic issues with Mario Soares. Because the formulas chosen are vague and 
ambitious enough to alloweverything, without making any commitment. 


The field of strategy remains. And in it, one of two things. Either what is at 
stake is 4 mere political play, advances and retreats with regard to other politi- 
cal forces, relations with sovereignty bodies, that is to say, 4 series of merely 
formal isevues. And in that case Mario Soares is brilliant. Or the debate on 
strategy presupposes basic, ideological or programmatic options. And in that con- 
text, there ie the same vacuum obeerved in the fields sentioned above. 





in the case under discussion, there even were strange examples of this duplicity of 
issues. 
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The strategy of AD was being discussed and Mario Soares apoke intelligently on the 
differences of opinion within the alliance, on the role of the PSD and the demands 
of the CDS. It was the typical formal debate in which Soares excels, 


ie the igeue now on the useful content of the FRE? Then now it is 4 question of 
a “bad business,” now it te really not that, it ie not correct, it was an “incisive” 
statement for public consumption. 


Next, the future programmatic orientation of PS was discussed and Mario Soares said 
in black and white that it was necessary toe change it, in order give a feeling of 
moderation by winning over the AD voters lost in 1979 and 1980. Instead of basing 
himself on the fundamental issues that may lead to winning back those voters, Mario 
Soares reversed the issue, basing himself on the need for winning over the voters 
with the inevitable consequences of the programmatic positions of the PS. 


hut, because he noted that it could be interpreted as too far to the right, he then 
added that he had another battle front on the left to win votes from the PCP. 


Mario Soares did not explain how he wae going to make those fronte compatible, or 
to what extent the struggle in those fronte would stem from a PS project of ite own. 
It might be said that it was 4 question of selling a product better, regardless of 
the intrinsic quality of that product. 


The original explanation given by Mario Soares according to which Ramalho Eanes 
is immensely indebted to hie demarcation last November was, however, more subjec- 
tive. 


A moderately attentive observer recalled all that Mario Soares said about Ramalho 
Eanes. The demarcation that he made on the right and not on the left. In order to 
break up the spirit of unity of the left with the PCP underlying Eanes’ candidacy 
for reelection and not precisely in order to attack the AD. 


The support that Mario Soares received, at that time, from circles in sympathy with 
AD was also well remembered, as well as the appreciation with which he viewed that 
support on that occasion. 


Suddenly, the secretary general of PS comes to explain that his demarcation of 
Eanes was to the left. He aimed at separating Eanes from AD and at concentrating 
in him the saseive support of the PS, forcing the president to turn still more to- 
ward the PS. 


No greater creative imagination than thie is possible, in order to remake Portugal's 
political reality. 


But, parties have to live with the leaders that they have. AD has the three leaders 
that it has. PS, ewidently, merite the leadership of Mario Soares. 


Just as we have always said that his leadership has no alternative in the party, we 
also maintain what we have already written several times: in ite way, Mario Soares’ 
itreplaceability is dramatic for the PS. 


His adversaries did not have and do not have strength to oppose hia. But Mario Soares 
now has very little to say for thefuture of the Portuguese. Eepecially as 4 candidate 
for head of the government obliging that skillful opposition leader to do what he has 
already shown that he does not know how to do but wants to do--to be 4 ruler.

FALLDIN FORMS COUNTRY'S FIRST CENTRIST GOVERNMENT 
Palidin Outlines Program

[Text] A will to mutual understanding and broad political so- 
lutions will stamp the centrist government's work. So writes 
Prime Minister ThorbjSrn Palidin in the letter to Gésta Bohman 
in which PAlidin details the new government's position in 

eight points. The rules for sick pay will be chan,ed and the 
possibilities for probational appointments for youn le im- 
proved. The appropriation for total defense will be , 
and there will be higher levies on employers only to finance 
the tax revision. 


Palidin's letter is addressed to Party Chairman Gésta Bohman and begins "Brother." 
it was preceded by consultation with Ola Ulisten, leader of the Liberal Party. 


The letter came about because the Conservatives demanded clarification of the 
policy that a new centrist government would follow. The government declaration 
of 1979 and the tax agreement with the Social Democrats will be carried out. 


The eight points of the »rogram read as follows: 


1) The direction of the economic policy as stated in the revised finance plan will 
remain unchanged. 


2) This means among other things that the reduction already begun in the rate of 
increase of public expenditures gust continue. 


5) The savings goal for fiscal year 1982-1985 should go up to at least 12 billion 
|kronor|. The final review of the goal should take place within the framework of 
the normal budget process and with due consideration of the estimates available at 
that time. An adjustment must also be made at that time for measures that may 
then beup for consideration on the revenue side of the budget. At the same time 
the savings goal must be realized in accordance with the principles of distribu- 
tion policy stated in the government declarations and with safeguards for employ- 
ment . 
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4) To bring about a balance in our economy, brakes must also be applied to the ex- 
pansion of local government. If it should be found that measures already announced 
are inadequate to achieve the adopted volume goal of ca. | percent in 1982, the 
government contemplates returning to the Riksdag, after consultations with the two 
associations of municipalities, with proposals for further measures, 


5) The economic policy must be shaped in such a way as to improve Swedish indus- 
try's prospects of holding its own in international competition, This applies 
both to our export firms and to the firms that have to compete with imports here 
in Sweden, For that reason no increases in employers’ premiums will be proposed 
beyond what are needed to carry out the tax reform and those required by security 
considerations, 


6) Individual savings and the provision of risk capital for the economy will be 
stimulated, Tax saving and tax fund saving will therefore remain in force without 
change. The commission on corporate taxes, which is working with the idea of ex- 
tending the tax fund saving to embrace companies not listed on the stock exchange 
as well, and also the commission on general relief of double taxation, will con- 
tinue their work in accordance with the directives already issued. 


7) A review of the job protection law has been started with regard among other 
things to the possibilities of probationary employment of youths and guaranteed- 
time cmployment under top utilization. The statutory protection against unjusti- 
fied layoffs must be retained. There are certain indications, however, that the 
present formulation of the regulations, e.g., on probationary employment and part - 
time employment may have had an inhibiting effect on new hiring and production, 
especially in the small and medium-sized businesses. 


For that reason, in accordance with what was stated in the economic action program 
in February, after the current debate the government will present proposals to the 
Riksdag concerning the right to probationary employment of youths and possibilities 
of part-time employment at peak work loads. It should be possible for the changes 
to come into force as of the first of the year. 


On the government's instructions the sick pay committee has presented models of 
how self-insurance can be increased in the health insurance system. As soon as 
the preparatory work is completed the government means to take a position on how 
the question is to be solved. 


8) The Swedish alliance-free foreign policy aimed at neutrality in time of war de- 
mands a total defense that is strong in proportion to our circumstances. Sweden 
also has an interest in maintenance of security-policy stability in our part of 
the world. The current foreign policy resolution will be carried out. 


in accordance with the views expressed by the majority of the defense committee 

in its report, the planning for total defense should be carried out at an economic 
level corresponding to what was previously appropriated for that purpose. That 
should mean that approximately unchanged real resources will be allotted for total 
defense. The defense committee has also pointed out that in view of the general 
economic and state financial situation, it is necessary that the restrictiveness 
to be practiced in the matter of public expenditures in the future must also apply 
to expenditures for defense purposes. 
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the studies under way with regard to procurement of a new combat plane will be 


continued with no change in orientation, 


Falidin concludes with the following pronouncement : 


"I consider it natural that in the Rikedag work a continued close cooperation wil! 
be maintained among all three non-socialist parties,"

The agreement between Prime Minister ThorbjSrn Palidin and Foreign Minister Ola 
Ulisten provides that Carl Axel Petri, the nonpolitical minister of energy, will 
now become minister of justice. 


By abolishing both the post of minister of economy and that of minister of energy, 
the Liberal Party got a stronger position in the government in the economic field 
and the Center Party in the energy field. 


The solution means that Rolf Wirten (FP [Liberal Party]), the minister of budget, 
has complete responsibility for the economy, while Nils G. Asling (C), the minis- 
ter of industry, takes over a large part of the energy questions. 


Principal Responsibility 


In the Ministry of Budget, Olof Johansson (C) has responsibility for the state 
salaries and for data questions. The intention is to keep the post as wage minis- 
ter, which gives the Center Party insight into the economy. 


The energy questions are now dealt with by several different ministries, and that 
will continue to be the case in the future with Nils G. Asling having the princi- 
pal responsibility. The division means that the Ministry of Industry will have 
the responsibility for planning the development of various kinds of energy. The 
Ministry of Housing will deal chiefly with the heating of dwellings and buildings 
and with certain planning questions in the energy field. The Ministry of 
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Agriculture has a hand in security questions in the reactor field and certain 
questions of de,elopment of streams, and the Ministry of Trade is responsible, e.g., 
for storage of fuel, 


The distribution of the five new posts was not entirely clear on Thursday evening. 
On Thursday Foreign Minister Ola Ullsten was in Paris, but he returned in the 
evening on @ chartered plane to Stockholm. He then resumed direct discussions 
with Falldin on the composition of the government. 


Certain contacts remain to be made with possible ministerial candidates, and this 
can change the distribution of ministerial posts between the two government par- 
ties before the puzzle is completed by 0900 today [22 May].

They are Claes Elmstedt and Christina estam, but in the Liberal Party there is 
aleo Birgit Rodhe, who was minister of tion in the Liberal Party government.

Surprise 


The new minister of communications in the Palldin centrist government will be 
Claes Elmstedt, leader of the Center Party group in the second chamber. He is a 
53-year-old farmer from Blekinge who previously specialized in school questions. 
He is now taking over traffic questions, which the Center Party considers impor- 
tant. 


The choice of a new defense minister is something of a surprise. It is known that 
Minister of Agriculture Anders Dahigren wanted to change, but PAlidin wants to 
have as few changes as possible. 


The choice has fallen on the Center Party member Torsten Gustafsson, from Sten- 
kyrka on Gotland. He is a 61-year-old farmer, but has been a member of several 
earlier defense committees, though not the defense committee that is now in its 
final spurt. For that reason other names had been mentioned in the preliminary 
discussions. 


The new minister of defense is being given a hard job. Some 15 regiments must be 
disbanded to save money, and it will be a hard decision. Disbanding the regiments 
will be a hard regional political decision. A regiment means more than a peat 
plant in many places in the country. 


A position is also to be taken on procurement of a Swedish combat plane to replace 
Viggen. The question has come up several times, and in particular before defense 
commissions in which Torsten Gustafsson was a member. The orders for these multi- 
billion affairs will go either to Swedish industries headed by Saab-Scania or to 
the United States.

The Liberal Party will get the posts of minister of health and minister of trade 
in the new centrist government, It looks as though the choice may fall to per- 
sons outside the Riksdag group.

Better Cooperation With Riksdag Urged

[Text] Sweden's first centrist government has taken office. "The new govern- 
ment's political platform is centrist policy," it is stated in the government 
declaration for Thorbjérn PAlidin's third cabinet. 


Actually this government coalition between the Center Party and the Liberal Party 
was born at a surprising time. For one thing, the cooperation between the parties 
of the center has been insignificant. It was different when the cooperation at 
the center began and increased during the second half of the 1960's. At that time 
joint programs were written and the parties acted together in the Riksdag. 


But in 1973 Thorbjérn FAlidin, as a rather new leader of the Center Party, failed 
to get his party to go along with a fusion with the Liberal Party. 


Then came the green wave, decentralization, the emigration from the cities, the 
interest in small-scale development. Then the liberal Party, with its 1960's 
belief in rational solutions and traditional technology, felt uncomprehending, 
in spite of the fact that the party hed advocated both decentralization of power 
and improvement of the environment. The gulf between the Center Party and the 
Liberal Party widened in earnest when nuclear power occupied the center of the 
political stage. 


The three-party governments said that they stood on centrist political ground. 
But in practice one of the parties of the center often joined with the Conserva- 
tives against the other party of the center. 


After all that, Sweden's first centrist government arises, on top of everthing 
else a coalition of two parties that are weak right now in voter opinion. It was 
the tax question--and doubtless also the fear of being almost swallowed up by 
right and left--that brought the Center Party and the Liberal Party together. 
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In their governing position they are now forced to place more emphasis on every- 
thing that still unites them, and to call less attention to what separates them, 
as ¢@.g, nuclear power and family policy, The Liberal Party can hardly demand 
that uranium fission be started in Sweden--even though the party has gotten both 
energy and planning questions into its own hands, On the other hand, the Center 
Party cannot force its environmental program through, Anyway, there is no money, 
which should simplify matters, 


The new government declaration is brief, The most important basis of policy will 
be the three-party governments’ declarations of 1979 and 1980, To these are 
added the eight promises concerning the formulation of policy that Thorbjérn 
Pulidin gave Conservative leader Gésta Bohman in his brotherly letter. And as a 
third element there is the tax settlement with the Social Democrats. 


Strict economy is promised both with public ete and with natural re- 
sources. But there must also be aggressive efforts. The market economy will be 
combined with social welfare and justice, 


The words and music are familiar from earlier government declarations, It is 
really only defense that is treated more fully than previously: It is to get ap- 
proximately unchanged real resources, but it is to be subject, nevertheless, to 
the same economy as other state sectors. The result is not obvious. 


In spite of the centrist government's saying that it wants to carry out the three- 
party government's policy except on the tax question, Gésta Bohman's reaction on 
Friday was extremely acid. Neither the prime minister's name nor his program 
passed his lips. 


He has also made it clear previously that the Conservatives do not plan to support 
government bills that they do not regard as bourgeois. But the Conservatives’ 
problem is that in that case they will be looking on while the Social Democrats’ 
proposals win. Sometimes the big opposition parties may perhaps unite to defeat 
a government bill--for different reasons. But as a rule the Conservatives will 
still be compelled to bite the sour centerist apple. 


ThorbjSrn Falidin has chosen to make as few changes as possible in the government 
so that it will be functioning again soon. There have been no shifts of ministers 
from one post to another, which in several cases--e.g., Anders Dahlgren from agri- 
culture to defense--would have been well motivated. 


The prime minister himself will be involved more actively in economic matters. 
That may be needed. Data policy will be concentrated more than before in Olof 
Johansson's hands. 


The Liberal Party has strengthened its position. Somewhat surprisingly, Ingemar 
Eliasson, the minister of labor, will be taking over the once so hot energy job. 
Birgit Friggebo is taking back the important ground and planning questions. It 

is to be hoped that this means different decisions from those under the Conserva- 
tive Danell, especially in the new housing and planning law under preparation. The 
selection of BjSrn Molin from GUteborg and Karin Ahriand from Scania will reduce 
the Stockholm dominance for which the party has been criticized. 
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On one point serious criticism can already be directed against the choice of min- 
isters, It seems to have become an tafe fiwe to appoint nonpolitical ministers 
of justice a8 quickly a8 possible, Now Carl Axel Petri has been appointed; Sven 
Komunus served from 1976 to 1979, 


The Conservative Hakan Winberg showed that a lawyer rooted in party politics can 
influence the direction that legislation takes. On many questions he pulled in a 
clearly conservative direction, The minister of justice is concerned with mark- 
edly political business, For that reason it would have been more reasonable for 
the lawyer Karin Ahrland to have been given responsibility for the Ministry of 
Justice, 


The clearest emphasis in the government declaration is on community of values in 
Swedish politics. The need of broad solutions and of a close cooperation between 
government and Riksdag is strongly emphasizec. It should be the government's 
foremost task to try to restore and achieve that objective. Swedish politics and 
the Swedish economy would be bound to prof!t by that. 


FHlidin Discusses Cabinet Choices

[Excerpt] At a press conference Friday with Falldin and Foreign Minister Ola 
Ulisten (Liberal Party) the question was asked why the job market minister is to 
be burdened with energy questions, too, in a time when employment is threatened. 


"After the plebiscite we introduced three bills on energy, and they must be deci- 
sive for the direction of policy," Palldin answered. "But it will take a lot of 
work, of course, to implement those bills, and I believe Ingemar Eliasson will do 
a good job of that." 


Failldin declared that doing away with the post of minister of economy was not a 
slur at Gésta Bohman. 


"We felt it efficient for the budget ministry to take over the specific matters 
that arise in the economy. Besides, the whole government needs to be continuously 
concerned with economic questions, and for my own part I will be taking a still 
bigger part in the direction of economic policy than previously," said Falldin. 


He indicated that Wage Minister Olof Johansson (C) may take over a number of tasks 
from the Ministry of Budget and Economy, but there is nothing certain about that. 


The new government's political platform will be centrist policy, according to the 
sovernment declaration. What is that? 


"Por a long time the Center Party and the Liberal Party have been close to each 
other both with regard to the general direction of policy and with regard to spe- 
cific solutions," FAIIdin said, and suggested reading the government declaration. 
The centrist policy is to be found there. 
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is it time to start thinking about a fusion of the Center Party and the Liberal 
Party again? 


"We'll have a go at fusion, We have just formed a government together," answered 
Ola Ullsten, "But we are two independent parties, each with its ideological tra- 
dition, But there is also a great deal that unites us." 


The government declaration that Falldin read out in the Riksdag chamber Friday 
morning is very brief, It starts with a song of praise for harmony. 


"The government's aim is to find solutions that can gather broad political back- 
ing. The government and the Riksdag must take joint responsibility for the coun- 
try through a close, trusting cooperation," 


The more specific parts of the declaration are taken directly from the letter that 
Filldin wrote to Gésta Bohman on 15 May, in which it is stated that the economic 
policy drawn up by the three-party government will be carried out. And at the same 
time the center parties’ tax agreement with the Social Democrats still stands. 


Among the measures that will be taken are thus savings of at least 12 billion kronor 
in public expenditures, strict tightening up for the local governments, expanded 
possibilities for probationary appointments of youths, and increased self-insurance 
in the health insurance system. 





Government Must Take Risks

[Text] A minority government must live dangerously to have a chance to survive 

at all. F&lldin and Ullsten have already drawn that conclusion with a big opposi- 
tion party to the left and another to the right. To get its bills through the 
Riksdag the new centrist government may be compelled to raise the question of 
confidence in the Riksdag if the ill-assorted opposition turns against it with 
combined forces. 


There has already been discussion between the party leaders FAlldin and Ullsten 
on how the centrist government shall handle the new political situation in the 
Riksdag. 


The starting point is experience from the little Liberal Party government's time 
up to the 1979 election. 


After the leck of success in the election, Ullsten drew the conclusion that a 
minority government must live dangerously. After the Harrisburg incident Palme 
broke away from the agreement on 12 nuclear power plants and approved the plebis- 
cite; the Center Party broke away from the tax compromise to the chagrin of the 
Liberal Party. 


Ground to Bits 


Gradually Ullsten came to the conclusion that it would have been better to threaten 
to retire than to stand there ignominiously. For a minority government it is better 
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to go down with flying colors than to have its bills ground to bits in the Riks- 
dag. 


Filldin has also learned the Liberal Party's lesson, 


uring the government crisis voices were raised in the Center Party's Riksdag 
group for the new centrist government's bringing bills before the Riksdag from 
the very beginning such as would suit the Conservatives. 


Not Hopeless 
Filldin immediately rejected such a policy. 


The new government will vring proposals before the Riksdag that it believes in, 
Pilldin emphasized. The Conservetives will make motions in the Riksdag in any 
case. To compromise from the very beginning merely means that the compromise will 
be unnecessarily far to the right. 


The centrist government will have a hard time in the Riksdag, but the situation is 
not hopeless. The course of the government crisis showed that in the end che Con- 
servatives did not dare overthrow a bourgeois government or force a new election 
together with the Social Democrats. 


It was better to accept the FAalldin government than to be accused of underhand 
dealings with Palme. Although it did take an effort. 


Humiliation 


The government crisis and the Conservatives' humiliation mean that there will be 
a hard fight for the bourgeois voters before the 1982 election. To have a chance 
Falldin and Ullsten must show that the new centrist government is more effective 
and can do more than the three-party government with Bohman. 


Bohman in turn must at all costs show that the new centrist government is incapable 
of action, incompetent, and that the prime minister is unfit for his job. But the 
balancing act will be hard for Bohman. The political situation is this: 


Bohman must be against the centrist government in order to maintain the Conserva- 
tives' significance in politics as well as his own, but he must not be so much 
against the centrist government as to destroy any thought of reestablishing a 
three-party bloc before the 1982 election. 


Reestablishing the credibility of the bourgeois three-party bloc is Bohman's and 
the Conservatives' only chance of getting back into a governing position. Bohman 
must hold that card as long as possible, but that in turn gives Falidin important 
chances of blackmail in the political game that is about to be played.

This can be seen from an interview survey that Swedish Radio's public opinion 
and program research division made during the period 7 to 19 May. Over 1,000 
persons were asked about the government crisis. 


from the study it appears that a large part of those interviewed (48 percent) 
blame the government crisis on the Conservatives: "They should have acted differ- 
ently to avoid the government crisis." Fewer than a third, 27 percent, blame 

the Center Party and the Liberals. Not unexpectedly, it is the Conservative 
voters that consider C and FPP at fault, and vice versa. 


( * PP + M Most Popular 


One fourth of those asked consider that a three-party government with C, FPP, and 
M (Conservative Party] is the best government alternative. Next comes an S 
[Social Democratic] government (18 percent prefer that), while the present C + FP 
government comes in third in popularity with 17.5 percent of those asked. 


One out of every 10 interviewed would like to have a government of 5, C, and FP. 


From the breakdown by party sympathies we find that 45 percent of the C and FP 
voters interviewed prefer » bourgeois government including the Conservatives as 
well. Of the Conservatives, 55 percent also prefer such a government. Only 

9 percent of the Conservatives want a C-FP government. 


A surprising 19 percent of the socialist parties’ sympathizers interviewed want a 
C-FP center government, but naturally prefer an S government as first choice. 
Thirty-five percent of S and VPK [Left Party Communists] voters prefer such a4 
government.

DEFENSE DEBATE POLARIZES AS SECURITY COUNCIL BRGINE WORK

[ixeerpte|] After many yeare of cals surrounding Denmark's defense policy, deeply 
rooted ae it hae been in our NATO membership since 1949, there are now signe of 
sharp dividing lines between traditionaliste and reformers in the group of profes- 
sionale and interested amateurs who characterize the debate on thie subject in 
Denmark, 


Thie ie in iteelf a factor in our defense policy. The creation of the security and 
disarmament policy committee (SNU) at the request of Foreign Minister Kjeld Olesen 
was the Social Democratic politicians’ concession to the reformers. As the committee 
is now set up and considering ite commission, in the long run it may neutralize the 
most radical membere--and that is perhaps ite purpose. It may function primarily by 
way of compromise between the Social Democrate and the nonsocialiste, but without 

the radicals. In thie case it will be more difficult to be a reformer within SHU 
than it is now--and that is saying a lot. 





Jan Oberg, the peace researcher who just received his doctorate from the University 

of Lund, is now clearly l'enfant terrible of the Danish defense debate. An Erasmus 
Montanue of defense policy, if you will. As a result, he is bitterly attacked. His 
doctorate is ridiculed, such heavyweights as professor, doctor of political science, 
and SNU member Erling Bjol and BG parliamentarian and leader of the Foreign Policy 
institute Niele Jorgen Haagerup (Liberal Party) have come close to casting doubt on 
hie scientific integrity and honesty, end when representatives of research institutes, 
the military, newspapers, and the central administration gathered in November 1980 

at the South Jutland University to discuss the topic “The Soviet Union, Eastern 

Europe, and Danish Defense Policies,” battalion chief and member of the security 
policy study group, Lt Col P. J. Jorgensen went so far as to raise the question of 
whether Oberg was a echolar or a political agitator. He added that political agitators 
have “a time-honored right to lie and distort the facts." 


Broader Demand For Reforms 
Oberg's qualifications will not be evaluated here, but there is reason to be on guard 


when a person who has the courage of his convictions is so violently attacked by 
the security policy establishment in Denmark. First, it can be pointed out that the 
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climate within the SNU appears to be worsening and that ite secretary, graduate in 
economice lb Paurby, hase hie hande full merely preventing the otherwise so dignified 
doctors from going at each other's throat while journalists Ole Sippel, TVA, Jorgen 
Dragedal, LNPORMATION, and Ruth Northen, AKTUELT=-the only members of the press who 
agreed to participate=-sit along the sidelines cheering them on, Next, it is worth 
nothing that there are others beside Oberg who want reforme and new ideas and that 
the dividing Lines that they have helped draw have developed from a widespread 
despair over the increasing absurdity of the arms race and the nuclear race, They 
do not all belong to the organization “Women for Peace," 


The dividing lines are drawn in several areas, There is disagreement on the deterrent 
issue, including whether the enormous development of weapons technology acts as a 
stabilizing or destabilizing factor. In short, the traditionalists insist deterrence 
has the effect of preventing war, even though the number of weapons ir rising and 
their characteristics are becoming more and more technologically refined and perverse. 
This is countered by the reformers’ contention that the weapons technology is a risk 
in itself, They maintain that the precision of nulcear weapons and their increasing 
“tactical” nature are hastening the time when they will be used. They “lower the 
nuclear threshold,” according to the jargon. They aleo say that the intensified 
rivalry between the superpowers increases the risk of an armed superpower encounter, 


Negotiating From A Position Of Streagth Is The Only Alternative 


There is also disagreement over the reasons for the Soviet Union's increasing global 
involvement, The traditionalists point to the Soviet state's expansive ideological 
foundation and political goalie. They are clearly sceptical of those who believe that 
initiatives for unilateral disarmament would lead to global disarmament and they see 
no advantage in Denmark's assuming the same position ae Finland with respect to the 
Soviet superpower, Lenin wrote: "To tie one's own hands in advance and openly tell 
the enemy how and when we will fight is foolish and not revolutionary. To engage in 
battle when it is clearly to the advantage of the enemy and not us is a crime." 

On this background the traditionalists believe that negotiating from a position of 
strength is the only way. 


Too Many Erroneous Attitudes On The Part Of The West 


The reformers maintain that there is a clear and conscious tendency to exaggerate the 
extent of the Warsaw Pact's arms buildup and a similarly conscious tendency to view 
all Soviet successes as the result of a military buildup. 


No Law 


The reformers also view with increasing scepticism the causes of the arms race itself. 
For a long time, NA‘O has held a technological advantage which the Soviet Union has 
continually and with ever increasing success attempted to make up. Thus, they see 
the Soviet arms buildup primarily as a reaction to Western armaments and believe that 
the West is doing too little to encouarge and support the “doves” in the East. The 
traditionalists reply that there is no demonstrable law or dependable guarantee that 
a moderate position by the rest of the world would be met by a corresponding moderate 
Soviet position, 
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Request for Support For Third World 


There remains the disunity over the prioritising of the north-south problem and the 
security policy aspects of the energy question, Were the reformers believe that 
developments in the third world will represent a serious threat to security if the 
West continues along ite traditional path, They fear that the West, with unchanged 
policies, will experience mew, more intense conflicts and superpower confrontations, 
primarily in the Middle Bast and a war in Burope could be a probable offshoot of 

such confrontations, The reformers believe that it is precisely the Eastern bloc's 
traditionaliem in thie question that gives the West a chance to downgrade the mili- 
tarigzation of foreign policy, which has shown ite limitations and constitutes an 
increasing threat to world peace. “The alternative for the small state of Denmark,” 
Riishoj concluded, “is a break with armaments, a prioritising of our energy policy 
and our policy with respect to developing countries, a politically based effort toward 
solidarity with the democratic forces of Eastern Burope and increased vigilance toward 
the crises that threaten democracy and progress from within. 


Fear Over A Flagging Will To Defend 


The traditionalists in the devense policy debate in Denmark are apparently afraid of 
this soul-sea) ching, pethaps because they fear that the accompanying reproaches and 
evaluations o. our own society with the values of other societies, in the final 
analysis, will lead to a weakening in our defense policies. Since the war, “never 
again a 9 April” has been the basis of Denmark's security policy and it is tempting 
in this connection to repeat what the British diplomat Rodney Gallop wrote in his 
firet memorandum to the British Government on 8 November 1941 on the situation in 
Denmark: "...peace, security, and abundance have weakened the moral fiber of Denmark, 
The production of butter at the expense of guns has resulted in a flabbinese of the 
fighting spirit, so that in recent years Denmark seems to have confirmed Mussolini's 
maxim: eternal peace destroys a nation's morale. In addition, the national tempera- 
ment is sober, matter-of-fact, and dull. A provincial mediocrity seems to be the 
fruit of a social system that has eliminated both poverty and wealth. Welfare has 
brought materialism and spiritual scepticion with it, a lack of vision, inspiration, 
and enterprise is reflected everywhere...." 


These harsh words about our people will certainly be met with sympathy among many 
traditionalists in the defense debate today, while the reformere--such as Riishoj-- 
will react violently to them and stress that it is precisely in the new challenges 
that reside the dynamism and the West's opportunities for new ideas. 


Better Research Needed 


it is not yet possible to say whether the dividing lines and tendencies in the defense 
debate in Denmark described here will result in a serious split and “out of NATO" 
campaigns such as those seen previously. At present, this does not seem to be the 
case. Rather, the great majority are seeking a more precise strategy for future 
security policy studies and a more detailed determination of which forums will be 
used for this purpose. Here Niels Erik Rosenfeldt, associate professor at the Slavic 
Department of Copenhagen University, anc Norretranders have pointed out with great 
skill the complicated relationship between offensive and defensive elements within 
the Soviet strategy and Rosenfeldt has stressed that even though the strategy for 
security policy research in Denmark may have three, four, five, or six elements, it 
should be aimed at elucidating this relationship, on the ideological/political, the 
defense policy, and the purely military levels--and above a ‘ne into account 

the constant interplay among these three basic strategic level.. 
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A Heal lroblem 


Regardless of the dividing lines between the hawks and doves in the debate, in the 
coming years there will be a real problem to face and it has ite origin in the 
military imbalance in our part of the world, which was created by the Soviet naval 
expansion on the Kola Peninsula. it ie an expansion that people such aa Jan Oberg 
see as having a global purpose, but according to the Norwegian defense policy expert 
Arne Olav Brundtland, for example, it may also have a decisive influence on the 
security balance in Scandinavia, brundtland believes that the sharp increase in the 
Soviet Union's naval strength in the North Atlantic threatens to erode the credibility 
of Norway and Denmark's NATO membership, The membership is based on the countries’ 
ability in a ecrieis or war to accept military reinforcements from the United States 
via the sea route--a condition that, with the Soviet Union's maritime expansion, no 
longer existe, 


The same opinion is held by one of our Danish experts, Commander Hane Garde of the 
defense ataff, but as we know there are some Social Democrats and Radical Liberals 
who do not share this opinion, For example, the Social Democratic member of parli- 
ment Lasse Budte elegantly sidesteps this problem in his contribution to the booklet 
on foreign and defense policy in Scandinavia, which was recently published. However, 
Budtz does admit that “the obvious qualitative improvement of the Warsaw Pact forces 
throughout the Baltic Sea region and on the Kola Peninsula has made an impression." 


One Thing Certain 


In many ways the solution to the security policy problem created by the military 
buildup on the Kola Peninsula will illustrate the balance of power between the 
traditionalists and the reformers in the security policy debate in Denmark. It is a 
concrete challenge that can be met either by establishing ammunition dumps as the 
traditionalists recommend or it can be taken more lightly as the reformers would 
preter. 


This is a game with an opponent whom we today, 35 years after World War II, still 

do not completely understand. It is also an opponent who, it would be reasonable 

to say, is in a greater crisis than we are--a moral, functional, and institutional 
crisis as Norretranders has pointed out. The reformers in the Danish debate probably 
feel just as many chills as the traditionalists when they see how often their, the 
reformers', arguments are used in the Soviet propaganda. On the other hand, the 
traditionalists know very well that the pressure they put on the Soviet Union by 
constantly wanting to negotiate from a position of strength forces, in practice, the 
weapons spiral to continue.

ARMED FORCES COMMAND COMPLETES PLAN FOR 19862 CUTS

{Text] Defense Minister Poul Sogaard was no closer to 4 settlement on the new defense 
budget when on Wednesday=-the same day that the previous defense budget ran out-<-he 
had a meeting with five parties, namely the Liberal Party, the Conservative Party, 

the Christian People's Party, the Center-Democrate, and the Radical Liberals. The 
only news from the most recent round of negotiations was that Poul Sogaard indicated 
the possibility of a 2 year settlement rather than a 4 year settlement as previously 
used, 


"A 2 year budget may be appropriate, since with the country's present economic situation 
it is difficult to make long-range plans," the defense minister told INFORMATION 
immediately following the meeting with the parties. "First, however, we must agree on 
the agreement's contents before we decide on how long it will run," 


At the meeting with the parties the defense minister stated that the government had 
not yet taken a position on the reinforcement issue and until it does the negotiations 
cannot proceed. At present, the government is considering a reinforcement prc posal 
from NATO's highest authority, SACEUR, but estimates that it will not be able to reply 
to the proposal for several weeks. 


In addition, Poul Sogaard announced that the government is not prepared to grant 
more funds for defense than those offered at a meeting with the perties several weeks 
ago. At that time, the minister offered 44 million kroner extra only for the defense 
of Zealand, but at the same time he maintained that this was the only concession the 
government was prepared to make over the original plan for zero growth, i.e., an 
unchanged economic base, but with generous adjustments for price and wage increases. 


The Radical Liberal defense spokesman Jens Bilgrav-Nielsen said after the meeting that 
he still did not believe in the possibility of broad agreement on the defense issue. 
The gap between the parties is too wide. Thus, the government will be in the same 
situation it was in before the vote on the finance bill last year--it must present its 
budget to parliament with no assurance of a majority and simply hope that a majority 
does not vote against the defense appropriation," Bilgrav-Nielsen said. 


The Conservative Party spokesman on defense issues was anything but optimistic after 
the meeting with the defense minister: 
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"Untortunately, the negotiations did not bring ue any further, since the government 
still has net taken a position on the reinforcement question, It is quite clear to 
us that on the entire economic side the government's offer is totally insufficient, 
We must also note that on this very day, | April, the previous settlement runa out, 
Thue, there is no longer any majority agreement on defense and thie situation must 

create deep concern," 


The Center-Democrats' spokesman, Niels Sollmann, said: "As long as the reinforcement 
problem has not been cleared up, we cannot proceed," 


Cute In 1982 


Since the previous defense agreement has expired and become of the political difficulties 
in creating a new defense settlement, the Military Command has had to work out a draft 
plan based on an unchanged budget for 1982, The Military Command has just presented 

this plan to the personnel organizations, 


According to Ritgaus Bureau the outline indicates that the military is counting on 
troop reductions of about 850 men. In addition, there are plans to shut down some 
military inetitutions, 


According to the plan for cuts, it will be necessary to reduce the Zealand defense 
from two brigades to one, but since the plan was developed the defense minister has 
otfered the 44 million mentioned above for the purpose of retaining two brigades, 
as before. 


According to a government decision, the Antvorskov, Naestved, and Vordingborg barracks 
will be mainted on Zealand. This means that, instead of the planned closing in 
Vordingborg, the military must shut down facilities in North Zealand. For this reason, 
units must be moved from North to South Zealand. 





Reductions 


In the future, draftee armored infantry companies will be included in the armored 
infantry battalions of the permanent forces. 


The navy is continuing to phase out torpedo boats of the Sea Lion class and will do 
the same with two of the eight minesweepers of the Sound class. Studies are also 
underway to see how the navy's support structure can be altered and made less expen- 
sive and workshops continue to be moved from Holmen. 


The air force is also considering a change in its support structure to a fewer number 
of weapons systems. A slight personnel reduction is being made, Kagerup Air Base in 
North Zealand is being closed down, and a radar center will operate unmanned. 


All in all, these changes in the three branches will cut expenditures by about 200 
million kroner compared to 1981. Additional minor cuts may also be necessary, however. 


The savings are being made primarily by decreasing personnel costs. It is assumed 
that about 850 jobs will be cut, mainly from regular army personnel, but also to a 
lesser extent among reserve officers working on contract. 
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Cute in civilian employees are aleo planned and for this reason there will be 
basically no increase in civilian personnel in 1982, 


2,400 Positions Vacant 


With the lower number of draftees thie year, a total of about 2,400 positions in the 
military have become vacant, The new plan means that these positions will be eliminated 
entirely and the personnel ceiling will drop from the theortical figure of 44,086 but 
actually 41,461 to a total of 40,535, 


The defense miniter's plan foresees a further cut by 1985 of several more thousand, 

eo that the military will consist of 38,617 men. The reduction is more or less evenly 
distributed among the personnel groups, but civilian employees are especially hard hit. 
Their number will decrease from 9,408 thie year to 9,358 next year and 8,779 in 1985,

MATRA'S CONTRIBUTION TO NATION S AIR DEFENSE 
Paria DEFENSE NATIONALE in French May 81 pp 57-61

[Text] Ie it necessary to introduce MATRA [General 
Mechanical Aeronautics Company], to the readers of this 
periodical? Everyone knows that this company produces 
the air-to-air missiles which arm our fighter aircraft. 
No one is better qualified than Air Corps Gen Maurice 
Bret (reserve cadre), former commander of the French air 
defense, to describe to us MATRA's role in this important 
function of our air force--protecting French territory-- 
as well as in our achieving air superiority where neces- 
sary. MATRA also plans an important role in ground-to- 
air antiaircraft defense. 


The striking fact of our times is the steady and accelerated increase in Soviet 
military power. This trend, especially marked in the army and navy, places the 
Western countries in a seriously inferior position. 


The numerical comparison of the Western air forces with those of the Warsaw Pact 
countries continues to be disadvantageous for us but in a lesser proportion 

than the ratio involving ground forces. The performance of Soviet equipment-- 
fighter-bombers and strategic reconnaissance aircraft--is not inferior to ours. 


The crushing superiority of the Warsaw Pact forces thus poses a considerable 
threat to Westerners. In the face of such military power the latter cannot hope 
to offset their inferiority on land, even at sea, except by using their air forces 
to slow down if not halt an enemy offensive, pending the possible use of nuclear 
weapons. 


Yet, the operations of fighters of the Western allies can be stymied considerably, 
even prevented completely, by the numerical advantage of the Warsaw Pact's air 
forces which can enable them to dominate the airspace over the combat area. 


Furthermore, because of their superiority, the Warsaw Pact ground forces do not 
have the same need as the allied forces in terms of air support. This would have 
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the effect of releasing the Warsaw Pact's tactical air forces which could then 
undertake many inedepth attacks againat sensitive targeta of the Western alliance, 
especially air bases, 


In such a context one can see how important it is for the Western forces to be 
able to achieve air supertority in some critical zones of the battlefield and to 
enjoy the constant benefit of an effective air defense system, 


As regards air operations above the battlefield, the latter would probably be 
characterized by the following: 


1. The large number of aircraft engaged by both sides; 


2. Air operations which would mostly be effected at low altitudes, in sight of 
the ground; 


3. Sporadic and short-range radar detection providing intermittent data to combat 
aircraft, precluding carrying out closely controlled interception; 


4. A situation in the air where the visual acuteness of the pilots, offensive- 
type armaments, and the maneuverability of fighter aircraft would play an essential 
role. 


In this respect France is particularly well situated with its Mirage aircraft series 
whose characteristics meet these requirements in the best possible way. The placing 
into service in 1976 of the close-action MATRA 550 Magic air-to-air combat missile 
has significantly enhanced the effectiveness of these planes. 


Indeed, the MATRA missile has characteristics relating to detection, acceleration, 
and maneuverability which have not been equalled by any other missile now in ser- 
vice and which make it one of the best weapons of air superiority. 


Closely identified with the Delta 2000 fighters now under development and which 
have even more improved maneuvering capability, the MATRA missile will afford 
pilots the capability of destroying the most evasive targets. Modern air combat 
will be modified fundamentally in its conception and it will be possible to offset 
numerical inferiority by greater effectiveness. 


As regards the air defense of French territory, the two principal threats to be 
taken into consideration are high-altitude penetrations by bombers or reconnaissance 
aircraft flying at much more than supersonic speeds and those of fighter-bombers 
operating at very low altitudes. 


To take measures against an aircraft flying very high and very fast, it is neces- 
sary to be able to detect it in time and to intercept it head-on. Detection by 

a single radar unit is not sufficient to provide adequate warning. To cover a 
large area, the curved surface of the earth mandates the use of many radar units and 
a hookup among them. But the large amount of data input and the difficulty in 
correlating them pose opera’ ‘roblems which can be solved only by data processors. 
That is why Western air de ve been prompted to make a considerable effort 
at automation. 
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In France the Strida system links the various radar units together ae well as to 
data processors which alone are able to handle data of such magnitude in real time, 
Enjoying sufficient lead time and warning, there remaine the problem of intercept~ 
ing head-on and shooting down a possible attacker at closing speeda which can 
reach 70 km a minute, 


For this purpose the pilot of the interceptor craft must be able to detect at some 
100 km or so and fire a defensive missile from as great a distance as possible even 
if the altitude of hie target is much greater than hia own. Consequently, he should 
be equipped with a high-performance missile capable of being fired at a target with 
a great altitude differential, 


The MATRA Super 530 missile was conceived to meet these latter requirements in the 
best possible way and, compared to ite predecessors, has completely exceptional 
capabilities, 


Able to reach an altitude distinctly greater than that of the aircraft from which 
the missile is fired and at very great speed, it considerably reduces the lead 
time necessary for interception, This characteristic makes possible a greater 
geographic flexibility of the defense system as well as a more intensive use of 
the available fighter-aircraft. 


In contrast, at low altitudes it is extremely difficult to detect, track continu- 
ously, and thus intercept aircraft flying near the ground. The possibility of 
using airborne radar units is very onerous and France has not so far found a 
solution to this problem. Besides, these systems are highly vulnerable and are 
the designated target of adversary forces, ° 


The increase of ground antiaircraft defense units is an alternative. By obliging 
the attacking air force to fly above the former's operational range, such ground 
antiaircraft defense constrains the attackers to penetrate the zonc of the air 
defense system, 


Mobile, discreet, and terribly effective, modern ground-to-air defense systems 
represent a threat which alters the relationship of air forces. 


In order to protect air, ground, or naval facilities the deployment of these 
defense systems has to cover sensitive points such as air bases, ports, or nuclear 
missile sites, for example. 


For its low-altitude defense the air force has chosen the Crotale system conceived 
by Thomson-CSF [General Radio Company] and MATRA, The French navy has also adopted 
the Crotale system, in a naval version, for the defense of its craft at sea. 


Particularly suitable to its mission, the Crotale system is capable of countering 
massive and rapid air attacks. The estimated loss ratios in a conventional-type 
raid would thus force the enemy to concentrate sizable resources on a single 
target, with scant chances of success if one also factors in the latter's stiffen- 
ing resistance, 


The deployment of such defensive systems thus has a share in deterrence by con- 
straining an enemy to unveil his intentions right from the initial clashes. 
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fo comlement their action and equalige the effectiveness of the general defensive 
layout at very short ranges, weaponry which ie simultaneously flexible, light, 


redundant, and easy to handle must be developed, 


The very short range ground=towaiy missile (SABCP) planned by the general steff 
meets thie purpose, Following competitive bide, MATRA wae selected to build it, 
it is a light syetem which can be operated with a very short lead time by two men 
and will provide a self-defense capability which hae so far been unknown in our 


ranks, 


With thie eyetem, MATRA will have met all the types of air threats that can be 
envisioned, thue contributing greatly to the eredibility of our national defense 


eyetenm,

Greater Democracy and Pluraliens. 


In our world of almost 150 countries, the former bases and the old “rules of the 
game" are no longer dominant. They were determined when the independent countries 
numbered less than one-third of the present ones and when that number did not 
include the third of humanity that was subject to colonial dominion. It is banal 
to say so, yet it is not irrelevant to recall it in view of the difficulty and 
the obstacles involved in changing the international picture and behavior. It is 
therefore not irrelevant to also recall that new voices and new protagonists may 
be heard daily in all sectors, from the political to the economic, as well as in 
the field of information, certainly not a secondary one. It is precisely of this 
that we want to speak because of the case, in many ways indicative, of one of these 
new voices. 


It is called the “Inter Preee Service (IPS) and is defined as the “Third World News 
Agency." It te the moet recent--juet a little over 15 yeare old--in the world of 
international news agencies. In number of channels, it is sixth worldwide, after 
the American AP and UPI, the French AFP, the British Reuters, and the Soviet TASS. 
But if one takes into account that Reuters now devotes the majority of ite activity 
to information having to do with economic and financial entities and that TASS 
will already be surpassed in this category within the year, one can understand 
that the [PS has aseumed a decidedly important role in the world panorama of 
information. But it is not like the other agencies; on the contrary, in many ways 
it is che opposite of traditional agencies. “The IPS," state ite directors, “is 
the new international order of information (NIIO) in practice.” 
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But just what ie the LPS, and what ie the NIIO? 
It Linke the South With the South 


Roberto Savio, director of the agency, says that the IPS “is — etrange animal 

in the fauna of news agencies. let is not 4 national agency, ae in the case of all 
of the others (including the transnational ones, such ae the American, or French, 
or Bnglieh). Let is not nationally subsidised, as in the case of many of the others 
(including the European agencies). Neither are we supported by « rich market, as 
are the American, Japanese, or German agencies)." The IPS te a cooperative associa~ 
tion of journaliete of the Third World and of other countries, with headquarters 
in Rome. And it is through Rome that it operates, vie satellite, connecting 

and informing the developing countries in accordance with etandarde that are quali- 
tatively different from traditional standards. It tranemite ite ow “process- 
oriented” news (that is, not limited to the traditional concept of news, but 
researches economic, social, political processes, etc.). It links the agencies of 
nonaligned countries, organizes 4 daily news service for the developing countries 
(the Group of the 77), organizes an exchange of information for 13 Latin-American 
countries (ASIN) [Official Media Systeme Action), cooperates with UN agencies, and 
in particular it has received from the United Nations Development Progras (UNDP) 
the responsibility for preparing, through a definition of all technical, organiza- 
tional, and managerial aspects, an organizational plan to provide liaison among 60 
developing countries. It tranemite in Spanish, English, Portuguese, Arabic, and 
German. It is in the Third World=-in Latin America, Africa, the Middle East, 

and Asia--that the IPS has most of ite editorial offices and its correspondence 
offices. Rome ie the center for the coordination of all this complex s yetem of 
research, selection, examination, and transmission of news. 


And what is the new international order of information (NIIO), of which the IPS 
considers itself a practical expression? 


The NILO, as 4 part, and within the framework, of the new international economic 
order, is an aspiration, a goal of the developing countries that are asking for a 
more democratic and pluralistic type of information--a system that contemplates, 
along with the requirements of the industrialized countries, also those of the 
developing countries. 


But it is an aspiration that encounters very strong opposition. Freedom of the 

press, one says--pointing to the premise of an indisputable principle-—-is guaran- 

teed by autonomy of the means of information, but in the Third World the mass 
media, and in particular the agencies, are directly controlled by governments. 
One concludes, then, that the NIIO, which provides for the growth and coordination 

of these means of information, is an attempt against freedom of information. But 

if, on the contrary, one starte from the premise that the press agencies of the 
industrialized countries, which cover more than 90 percent of the information 

distributed worldwide, devote 80 percent and more of their international news to 

events in the developed countries, one can then understand that there is a striking 
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imbalance, to the disadvantage of the emerging countries, The new order of 
information, that tends to guarantee these countries the right first of all to be 
informed concerning their own needs and problems, therefore considers iteelf, 
contrary to what ite detractors maintain, precisely as a democratic and pluralistic 
instrument of information, 


hut the NIIO does not yet exiet as such. It is substantially “a vacwm" and the 
IPS defines iteelf as “the NIIO in practice" precisely because it operates in 

this vacuum, the only such case in the world. “The fact that we today exist," ays 
in fact Roberto Savio, emphasizing the growth without solution of coutinuity of 

the IPS,"ie conerete proof that there ise 4 vacuum to be filled: the vacwus of the 
new international order of information." 


There le a Vacuum to Be Filled 


Today, then, the IPS has become an important inetrument both for North-South 
information and especially for South-South information--an inetrument that is 
“philosophically” the antithesis, but in practice complementary, to the existing 
system of the transnational agencies. It is complementary because, by filling the 
vacuum left by them it contributes to rendering information more complete, plura- 
listic, and democratic. It is the antithesis because the philosophy that guides 
the IPS is the opposite of the “event-oriented"” and western-centered one of the 
“four sisters of nformation” (AP, UPI, UPI, and Reuters). According to the direc- 
tors of the IPS, che aim of the IPS is to eubstitute the verticality of this 
traditional system of information with a horizontal system that will make possible 
the greatest amount of national autonomy and that will favor the regional coopera- 
tion of the Third World. “The role played by the IPS in putting the NIIO into 
practice,” clarifies Roberto Savio, "is based on a commitment to furnish alterna- 
tive news as a contribution to “new information,” and to furnish horizontal communi- 
cations (that is, to unite the developing countries--editor's note) as a contribu- 
tion to the “new order." 





An agency with these programs and with this line of conduct obviously cannot be like 
the other ones, either in structure or function. And in fact, as has been said, it 
is a cooperative association of journaliste of the Third World and of other coun- 
tries. By etatute it is an organization without a profit motive; its profits 

by statute are reinvested for the development of the programs of the agency, and the 
partners do not receive dividends. 


A structure of this kind, unique in the world of press agencies, is precisely, as 

it defines itself, “the new world order of information in practice” and proof at 

the same time that the world has changed, that voices and protagonists have 
increased, and that these voices and protagonists can accomplish this, still change, 
and make progress.

PREPARATIONS POR CONGRESS=--The Third Congress of Overseas Cypriots will be held 
in Nicosia next December, Mr A. Christodoulides, the head of the Overseas Cypriots 
Service, said. Mr Christodoulides appeared in a CBC television interview to 
explain how his department works to help Cypriots abroad maintain their cultural 
and other linke with their native land. He was emphatically positive that thanke 
to the activities of his department there has been an accentuation of interest of 
overseas Cypriote in their country. Mr Christodoulides said he could not say to 
what extent the increase in the number of overseas Cypriots visiting their coun- 
try is due to the activities of his department, nor could he say if the increase 
was coincidental. But, he said, whereas in 1977, the first year the Overseas 
Cypriots Service was set up, only 22,000 Cypriots in the U.K. visited Cyprus, the 
figure rose to 27,000 in 1978, and 31,000 in 1979 and was slightly more in 1980. 
This meant a corresponding increase of tourist income from Cypriots in the U.K. 
from 6 million pounds sterling in 1977 to over 8 million in 1980. Moreover 
remittances from Cypriots abroad to the island reached 8 million pounds sterling 
in 1978, and investments for the acquisition of land and other property amounted 
to 18 pounds sterling [as published); the corresponding figures rose to 9.5 
million pounds sterling (for remittances) and 21 million (for investments) in 
1979. Before the December congress of overseas Cypriots there will be at the end 
of July a congress of Cypriot men of science settled abroad. This will be the 
second congress of its kind and Cypriot men of science will pool ideas on how 
reconstruction in Cyprus could be helped in the economic and educational fields.

Pertini: Our people wante to pet a step te ¢errorisem and I do, 
too, so that we will net have happem what happemed in the case 
of your CDU politician Lerens who was — et The kidnappers 
demanded the release of imprisoned extremists in ex or 
letting him go and the German autherities yw Many — 
thought of this as a sign of weakness. Here Italy, too, 
terrorists demanded the release of prisoners, particularly in the 
More case. But we stood eur ground. 


SPIEGEL: Wow what about your ae net to negetiate for 
your release in case you were kidnapped 7? 
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Pertini: While I was president of the assembly I left a hand- 
written deposition with my wife who took part partisan warfare 
together with me which said that there were to be negotiations 
for release in case I was uiGuegpes and as president of Italy 
I reiterated that statement, wife has promised me --and she 
will keep the promise-- that she will turm this letter over to 
the media immediately im case I am kidnapped. 


SPIEGEL: What does the letter say 7? 


Pertini: It saye that in case 1 am =snegges there are to be no 
negotiations with the terrorists, that their demands should not 
be met in order to secure my release. I ask that I be left alone 
with the terrorists, alone with my conscience and my political 
convictions. But in case my wife does net have the courage to 
release the letter to the media out of fear for my life, I have 
left a photostat of the ' »tter with the secretary general of ny 
office here « the Quirinal Palace. Then he should tell the 
media what my ishes are. But you know, my friends, what really 
worries me ? + is the concern for bo guards: eight or nine 
young men. Every time I leave the Quirinal Palace they run the 
risk of losing their life in case an attempt is made on mine. 
That preys on my mind and leaves me no peace. 


SPIEGEL: In spite of all the efforte being made to combat ter- 
roriem, there is a growing feel throughout Burope that Italy 
is ungovernable. There have been cabinets since the war. To 
attain more stable majorities, your party colleague Craxi has 
come out in favor of reforms such as the constructive no confi- 
dence vote or the 5 percent clause. How do you feel about that 7 









Pertini: The introduction of the constructive no confidence 
vote is indeed being discussed among our democratic parties.But 
a cutoff clause in the election law has no chance of pects 
this country. After all, it is not a multitude of parties t 
makes the country hard to govern. At the mement, for example, we 
have a rather stable majority made up of four political parties. 
I am hopeful that the present government under do Porlani can 
remain in effice until the end of the legislative session. I 
chose Forlani; he is an able man. 


SPIBGEL: But to prevent the frequent government crises-- are 
you for or against these reforus 7? 


Pertini: As head of state, I cannot comment on that. If I did, 
my enemies would say right away that the president is over- 
stepping his authority. People are always trying to gag me any- 
way. For all that, our constitution grants every citisen the 
right and the freedom to express his opinion. I believe the pre- 
sident ef the republic should be entitied te it, too. But the 
politicians will not let me. If I voice my opinion freely, they 
immediately pounce on me, 
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SPIEGEL: Aren't many Italians — to these reforms because 
they are part of the German polisical system ? 


Pertini: Ho, no. We do not turn things down 34 because they 
originate in Germany. That has nothing te do wi t. But the 
fact ie that there are mot many parties im Germany and that the 
communists, for example, hardly exist at all. As compared to the 
PRG, Italy hae quite a few pelitical ties and wo for histori- 
cal reasons it would hardly be possible te institute the 5 per- 
cent clause here, 


SPIEGEL: So you do not think that mamy Italians are against 
2*2* A—— because of the frequently cited fear of "Germani- 
zation 


Pertini: Wo, no. I even dislike the very word. The fact that 
our political parties are discussing the possible institution of 
the constructive no confidence vote is preof to the contrary. 


SPIEGEL: As for the German-Italian relationship, poegse some- 
times say: the Germans love the Italians but do not respect them 
whereas the Italians respeet the Germans but do not love then. 
Do you agree ? 





Pertini: That is just a », Ay words. You see, if there was 

one state visit to the FRG that left indelible memories, it was 
mine. Just recently, representatives of the German government 
confirmed this to me again. I also received many letters from Germans, 
| have never met, which spoke with peat warmth about my visit and my o 
addresses in Germany. And you know, of course, what happened 

when I went to the Berlin Wall ? 


SPIEGEL: Wo, What did happen ? 


Pertini: The fact is that heads of state are not supposes to go 
to the Wall. The Russians even convened the inter-allied conm- 
mission in Berlin because I violated pretocol amd went to the 
Wall to have a look across. I was quite shaken. I remember my 
standing there down to the least detail. Just then a bird flew 
over from the Bast and perched on a tree beside me. This bird, 
I said, was free and happy; no one had sto = his flight. Next 
day, a big newspaper carried a banner headline of what I had 
gaid., I added at the time that I would fight for reunification, 
if Rome were divided the way Berlin is. 


SPIRGEL: Im your opinion, are there no residual anti-German 
sentiments left in Italy that originated with the anti-fascist 
resistance movement ? 
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Pertimi: Wo. You can also judge that from the fact that I, as a 
former resistance fighter, have fond recollections of ation in 
Germany. I enzeves great rapport with the German 
Bonn, in Berlin as well ae in Munich. And just th 
speaking to you now had a brother killed in the tL, A. 
centration camp. That does not meee © me from respecting and 
the German 228 In my toast replyi to that of your J 

I said: "I have opened a window which the Germans kept shut." 
Thoee present all liked the toast. The president of the Bundes- 
tag, Me Remger, was quite touched by it. 


SPIEGEL: But mutual understanding is not + ey AB etate 1 
alone but even more so by the German tourists in Italy and 
Italian guest workers in Germany. 


Pertini: Yes, Most of the 600,000 Italians living in the PRG 
say they are happy there. If these people have problems, it is 
not the German bureaucracy that causes them but more likely our 
authorities. Italian teachers teac italian children in the 
PRG are asking for exactly the same rights and emoluments as 
their colleagues in Italy. For that matter, have you any idea how 
many Italian restaurantes there are in Berlin ? 






SPIEGEL: Fifty perhaps. 
Pertini: More than one hundred and that is a good thing. 


SPIEGEL: Why do you say that ? 


Pertini: On my visit to Berlin, I was taken to a German restau- 
rant. 1 ordered a pork chop and what I got had some awful sauce 
all over it. i just couldn't get it down. Later, at the hotel, I 
lodged a protest. I said: Gentlemen, I am hungry and I do not 
want to go to bed on an eapty stomach. So I was brought some 
os a and an eppis strudel. A Germam general, assigned te my 
then said: "You know, Mr President, when we Berliners 
Sant *4. have a good meal, we don't go te a German restaurant but 
to an Italian one." 






SPIEGEL: German-Italian understanding on the restaurant level-- 
your ideas and highly individual statements have given you trouble 
with quite a few politicians here at home. A few days after the 
earthquake in vcouthern Italy tr went on television blasting the 
inefficiency of government relief measures and calling for the 
punishment of the guilty parties. Recenstruction in the earth- 
quake region is still siow; most of the homeless are still housed 
in trailers, Wouldn't it be proper to reiterate the appeal you 
made in November 1980 ? 
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Pertini: (laughing) I can see you are intent on tripping me up. 
SPIEGEL: Wo, no; not at all, 


Pertini: You are not being mean, I know, You are mes doing your 
job. I once knew a very good journalist named Claudio Treves who 
said: Alwaye remember when speaking with a jourrnliet that he re- 
mains a journalist even when he is lying in bed with his wife. 

But joking aside: In November 1980 I saw shockiug scenes in the 
earthquake region which 1 will newer forget. Taat is why I used 
3 4-minute speech to criticise the slowness and inefficiency of 
the government relief effort. If aid had beem rendered more quick- 
ly, many lives could have been saved, But some politicians were 
unhappy about my appeal and almest tore me limb from limb. And 
you are telling me now I should give another speech like that 

and have them give me the business all over again 7? That is one 
favor I will not do for you. I have said enough. You know very 
well what my feelings are on this subject. 


SPIBGEL: Reconstruction in the earthquake regim has focused 
attention once again on the problems of seuthern Italy. The 
highly respected newspaper REPUBBLICA recently published a 
sensational article the gist ef which was that it makes no sense 
to industrialiszse the underdeveleped South; the southern Italians 
had best just grow tomatoes because that is what they do well. 


Pertini: Nothing of the sort. I will give you an example that 
this theory does not hold water. There is almost no unemployment 
in Apulia because they not only have a well-developed farm eco- 
nomy there --think of the wime and the olives-- but light industry 
as well. And those who work there are local people; they are not 
brought in from Milan or Turin. 


SPIBGEL: Are you saying that light industry could do more to get 
the South moving than large enterprises like Alfasud 7 


Pertini: Yes. If all regions in southern Italy wouid follow the 
Apulian example and set up more light industry, there would hardly 
be any unemployment there at all. Light industry and agriculture 
offer the best opportunities for the Seuth, in my estimation. 


SPIEGEL: Mr President, the Christian Demecrats have been in 
power for 36 years. A change of government seemed impossible until 
now because then the communists weuld have taken over. In the view 
of most Italiame, the PGI has net sufficiently defined itself as 

a democratic party independent of Moscow although an evolutionary 
process has undoubtedly taken place. How do you view the develop- 
ment of the POI ?

Pertini: That is a tricky question. I have known the POI since 
ite —* in 1921 when the communiste breke away from the So-~- 
Cialist Par F The POI has come a long way since n. It has 
changed a lot; in fact I would say it has changed radically. 
Today, there is a difference between Berlinguer, the head of the 
POI, and hie French counterpart Aarchais, I neither can, mor do 
I want to make a judgment in this context but I have been told 
that Marchais still hews to the Stalinist line. In the Prench 
election campaign, Marchais offered the PCF votes to the socia- 
list Mitterand. But in France, too, the Latin proverb "Veware 
of the Greeke bringing gifte" was being cuoted. 


SPIEGEL: Thies difference between Berlinguer and Marchais... 


Pertini: ...would be easy to prove for many c»servers. The 
Italian communists, for example, like to stress the fact that 
berlinguer iid not go to Paris in 1980 to attend the conference 
of Buropean communist parties. 


SPIEGEL: Do you believe then that a chastened PCI will soon 
enter the government ? 


Pertini: I am not in a position to comment on that. 


SPIBGEL: Even with the help of the socialists, the communists 
still would not command a majority in the parliament. 


Pertini: Wo, They would in addition have to win over the small 
parties, including the Radicals, A strong ceunter-force would 

develop the formation of a government of the left. In that case, 
the neo-fascists would join forces with the Christian Democrats. 


SPIEGEL: Does that mean that a left alternative in Italy is not 
in sight ? 


Pertini: Not for the time oeing, I think. Let mo reiterate: The 
Porlani government, based on a coalition comprising Christian 
Democrats, Socialists, Social Democrats and Republicans, can do 
some good work. I picked Armaldo Forlani; he is an able man. To 
be sure, he is somewhat phiegmatic. You know what I call him ? 
I don't mind if you quote me: I call him a present-day Kutusov. 
You remember: Kutusov was a Russian general fighting against 
Napoleon and he was so cautious, for instance at the Battle of 
Borodino, that his officers urged him to be more energetic. He 
allowed Napeieon to take Moscow; but when Moscow was flames 
later on, Kutusov knelt down and said: "Thank God, we have won."

SPIBGEL: At present, you are the most vopular person in I 
and in spite of your advanced you are particularly well liked 
by young people.

Pertini: Why I am popular ? The youngsters and the children call 
me "Sandro" and use the familiar 'tu.' Children have a good nose 
for things, just like degs. While I was president of the assembly, 
I received no less than 55,000 schoolehildren and during the 5 
years that I have officiated at the Quirinal I have had 36,000 
young people visit here. When they come, nobody insiste om deco- 
rum. 1 do net want any distance between me and these y people. 
They «re sot te stand shyly by the wall and listen to me mak a 
speech. When | enter the room 1 say —_ away: come closer, | am 
looking for human contact, not for distance between people. 





SPIEGEL: How do they react ? 


Pertini: Yes, the children shout im unison, we cannot stand long 
speeches. So, I have the children ask me questions and I try to 
anewer them. This way we get an exchange going. You should join 
us some time; og” oo would see why I have such good — 28 with 
the young people.
